London, Jan. 1—A large number of 
Americans are said to be finding their 
Way into the various volunteer regi- 
ments being raised in Cape Colony. It 
is also reporter that many ATricans are 
arriving at Delagoa Bay, having been 
expelled from the Rand because they 
had refused to work the Johannesburg 
mines for the government. 


The Daily Mail publishes the follow- 
ing dispatch from Cape Town: Ninety- 
live percent of the Bechuana farmers 
in the Vryburg district joined the Boers, 
helping them to loot the stores through- 
out the country north of Orange river.

SEWERS. 


At the beginning of the year there were two unfinished 
contracts for laying sewers, and, owing to financial difficulties 
with the contractors, the work was completed by the city. 

With the appropriation of this year, sewers have been laid 
in Wards 1, 2,3 and 5, both main and lateral. 

About 6 3-4 miles of sewers have been laid this year. 

Of the total amount expended by the Sewer Commissioners 
about $59,000 has been paid to the citizens of Quincy. 

The assessments for the sewers have been levied. 

The total amount of the assessments thus far made, $8:5,- 
762.79. 

The amount of money available for sewers is only $2,000 
Of the amount of $400,000.00 authorized by the legislature of 
Massachusetts for this purpose, $398,000.00 has been appro- 
priated and expended. 

The pumps at the Pumping Station were started May 8, and 
have been run daily since that date. 

Three hundred and six house connections have been made 
with the sewers. 

We now have in successful operation a system of about 23 
miles of sewers. It comprises a Pumping Station, well equipped 
with pumps and boilers of capacity sufficient to care for the 
sewage till about the year 1915, and room for additional pump- 
ing machinery and boilers when increased capacity is necessary; 


a 24-inch cast iron outfall sewer or force main connected with 
the Boston outfall sewer at Squantum; an intercepting main 
sewer extending from the Pumping Station to Elm street and 
another main extending to Brewer's Corner. These mains are 


designated to carry the sewage of Quincy Centre, Quincy 
Point, South Quincy and part of West Quincey. 

Connected with the main sewers are lateral sewers covering 
a large part of Quincy Centre and South Quincy and a small 
portion of Wards 2 and 4. 


from the intercepting sewer first mentioned westerly to Newport 


There is also a main sewer extending 


avenue in the valley of Furnace brook ; tributary to this are the 
lateral sewers draining the south side of Wollaston hill. From 
the Pumping Station northerly is an intercepting or main sewer 
extending through Hancock street to Woodbine street. At this 
point it will eventually receive the sewage from Norfolk 
Downs and Atlantic, thence it extends westerly through Wood- 
bine, Brook street and northerly through Farrington street to 
Central avenue. This sewer may later be extended to provide for 
Montclair and adjacent lands. Draining into this main sewer 
are lateral sewers providing for the larger part of the thickly 
settled portion of Wollaston, west of the N. Y.,N.H. & H. R.R., 
and some of the lands between Hancock street and the railroad. 

A comparison of the cost of the work completed, with the 
original estimate, shows that the actual cost has been very close 
to that of the estimate, the variance on the whole work wil) 
probably not exceed five per cent. 

There have been some petitions for the extension of the 
system that the board has not been able to grant, and there are 
large and thickly settled sections of the city that have as yet no 
sewers. Ifit is thought best by the Council to continue sewer 
construction during the coming year, prompt measures should be 
taken for securing authcvity from the Legislature to borrow 
money for this purpose. 

There was passed by the last General Court an act author- 
izing the construction of the so-called “high level sewer” for 
the South Metropolitan District; the sewer to be built through 
Quincy with outlet between Nut island and Paddock’s island. 
After consultation with the board, the City Solicitor succeeded 
in having introduced into the act a provision that no part 
of this sewer below Hyde Park be built until the outlet is ap- 
proved by the State Board of Health, or before the year 1900. 
The report of the State Board of Health will be made to the 
next General Court, and as the location of an outlet for this 
sewer is of great importance to Quincy’s interests, the city 
should be represented before the Legislature when the report is 
being considered. 

By the act referred to above, Quincy was made a part of the 
South Metropolitan Sewerage District. 

_ WATER SERVICE. 

The sum of $30,000 has been expended the past year and 
we now have 80.63 miles of pipes, supplying our citizens with 
water. There are 1389 services and 496 hydrants distributed 
through the city. The demand for service is still urgent and I 
think that the further extension of this supply is a wise and 
needed expenditure of money. ; 

Along all our shore line there is no place where the public ‘ 
can enjoy sea bathing without violating an ordinance or en- 
croaching on private property. 

It wotild seem wise that a public bath should be established 
in Ward 5 or 6, and one in Ward 2, where this healthful enjoy- 
ment might be secured, 

A charge could be made for service and room, which would 
not be burdensome, and yet which would be sutticient for the 
payment of the care of the premises, and the expense of main- 
tenance and the interest on the money invested. 

A matter in connection with the water supply and the 
sewer service is the establishment of a toilet retreat for men and 
women in the public square. The thousands who occupy the 
square in the summer months make this accommodation a neces- 
sh POLICE. 

There seems to me ‘0 be a need of better accommodation for 
the officers who are obiged to be on duty at the station and 
his matter can of the pres-

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

During the year permanent men have been placed in the 
Hose houses in the city, so that now there is a man and a horpe 
at each house ready to respond at once to an alarm. ) 

The department has maintained its efficiency through tle 
year, and Tam informed by the Chief that the loss with tlhe 
greater number of alarms which have occurred this year is nd 
larger than last year with a smaller number. 

The hydrant service of the city should be extended and the 
hydrants should be under the eare of the chief and should b 
tested by the department and every man in the department 
should be familiar with their construction and use. t 

There should be a greater number of hydrants throughout 
the city and in the appropriation for the extension of the: 
water service a certain specified amount should be expended in 
the location of hydrants under the direction of the Chief 
Engineer. 

An order passed the Council of last year for the purchase of 
land in Ward 5 for the location of a fire station. On this lot I 
would recommend the erection of a three-way house this build- 
ing also to inelude a ward room and voting booth, indepen- 
dent of the fire quarters. 

The pressure of water under the Metropolitan service is 
excellent but for three story buildings it is not sufficient and 
ere long a steamer will be needed in the northern section of the 
city. 

STREETS. 

A constant source of comment and subject for criticism is 
the streets of the city. 

Subject to the severest demands they need constant watch- 
fulness and continuous repair. 

In my judgment the mistake which we made in this regard 
is in the neglect of this element of timely repair or renewal. 
We spend a considerable sum in constructing a section or an 
entire roadway and then totally neglect it until it is completely 
‘lestroyed and has practically to be rebuilt entire. 

By maintaining unbroken a surface crust of a few inches in 
thickness the under structure will remain in tact for years, but 
once allow the surface to be broken and neglected and the entire 
construction becomes broken and damaged and soon the under 
surface is turned to the top by the heavy traffic and the road is 
mined. The largest amount ever appropriated has been expended 
during the last year and the streets should be in the very best 
of condition. Coddington street widening is in progress but the 
work was delayed so long that it is now in am uncompleted con- 
dition and will require a considerable expenditure to put it in 
proper shape. 

Before this work progresses further the feasibility of re- 
locating the road where it passes by the Cemetery in order to 
furnish additional land for the latter should be carefully, con- 
sidered. 

I do not believe it is wise to further consider the widening 
or extensive streets on the basis of long 
loans for the-next two or three years,as the burden of the 
sewers and sidewalk assessments will be quite heavy on the tax 
payer for the next two or three years. 

If allowed a release from the burden of any extra taxation I 
think the majority of the tax payers will during this period 
clear up these taxes and then we can see our way clear to engage 
in some larger expenditure within the provisions of the regular 
debt limit. 

When our charter was arranged and submitted to the people| 
the limit of our indebtedness was set at one per cent. of our 
valuation. This was afterward raised to two and one half 
per cent., the general rate for cities other than the city of Boston 
and last year the most unwise act of all our legislation places a 
large amount at the disposal of the government outside the 
regular limit of indebtedness. I trust that the disapproval of 
the citizens against the contraction of any debt under this 
provision will be so strongly manifested that this and succeed- 
ing councils will give heed to it. 


SCHOOLS. 


The largest item in our list of expenses is the amount re- 
quired for the support of our schools. The chairman of the 
Board ‘of School Committee informs me that not less than 
$102,500.00 will be required for school expenses for the year 
1900, and this amount does not include the amount which will 
be needed forthe new schoolhouse which is to be erected. in 
the Cranch hill section. 

This seems a large amount when compared with our entire 
annual appropriation for current expense, and yet when the 
entire subject is examined carefully I do not think we can in 
any way reduce the amount. 

We must bear in mind that the State sets the standard of 
education for its towns and cities. This to my mind isa very 
wise arrangement.

Consequently, our Commonwealth sets a high standard for 
the school privileges, and the statutes give the School Com- 
mittees chosen by the people by popular vote large powers and 
privileges that they may carry out the laws in this regard with- 
out let or hindrance. 

It is true there is abroad a large measure of criticism of 
school committees, school teachers and school methods, but we 
yaust all admit that a great force of brain power is expended in 
the search for the best methods of imparting knowledge and the 
simplest ways of securing the best practical results. 

While we complain that the vast amounts of money which 
are expended for the education of the youth of the land are not 
produsing the practical results which in our judgment they should, 
we must remember that like processes in chemical compound- 
ing rsults are slow in appearing and require time to fully 
develop their merit. 

I:. our efforts to reach a certain product in chemistry we 
must ulow the time needed for the elements to assimilate and 
come to that stage when they are ina condition ripe for the

GENERAL FRENCH. 
Colesberg is an important strategic 
point on the railroad to Bloemfontein, 
not far from the Orange river frontier 
of the Free State, and commanding the 
line along which a British column of in- 
vasion would naturally advance. It 
was one of the earliest points in the 
north of Cape Colony to be occupied 
by the Boers. Its occupation by the 
British will materially assist in car- 
rying out the new plan of campaign, said 
to have been adopted by the British, 


and of which a hint is given by a Ger- 
man physician living in Catro, who 


sends to a Leipsic paper an account of 
a conversation with General Kitchener 
prior to his departure for South Africa 
General Kitchener is reported to have 
said that the scattered British forces 
will be concentrated as soon as pos- 
sible.

O ing public burial places in said Quincy, 
being Ordinance No. ll, and the same is 
hereby amended by striking out Section 3 of 
said Ordinance and substituting the following 
Section 3, therefor: 

Said managers may lay cut said cemeteries 
and burial places into lots and may sct apart a 
suitable portion as a public burial place tor the 
ise of the inhabitants, free of charge. They 
may sell and convey to residents of the city, 
but to no others, the exclusive right of burial 
and of erecting tombs, stones, monuments and 
enotaphs upop any lot and of ornamenting the 
same upon stich terms, conditions and regula- 
tions as the Board of Managers shal! prescribe, 
and the proceeds of such sales shall be paid into 
the city treasury and be kept separate and apart 
from other tunds, and shall be appropriated to 
pay the expense of improving and embellishing 
said cemeteries and burial places. They may 
in their discretion, accept in payment or part 
payment of the consideration of such rights in 
any lot, a deed from the purchaser thereof, 
releasing to the city similar rights owned by 
him in any other lot. 

Any owner of a lot in said cemeteries or 
public burial places may sell, convey and trans- 
fer said lot, to any person, providing, however,

When interrogated 
regarding certain statements given out 
to the reporters Cornish said that he had 
searched for manifold coples and notes 
at the clubhouse, but they had been 
stolen. He denied offering to sell toa 
representative of the New York Journal 
for $1000 a story as to who sent the 
poison, but he acknowledged meeting 
the representative for the purpose of as- 
certaining who first gave 
name to The Journal. 

Mr. Weeks got the witness to ac- 
knowledge that in 1897 he wore a white 
alpine hat with a black band, but he 
denied wearing a hat of this character 
during 1898 These questions were re- 
garded as significant chiefly because of 
the fact that a person wearing a hat 
of this description is known to have 
rented a private letter box and re- 
ceived letters which have figured in this 
case. Cornish testified that the con- 
nection between the poison package ad- 
dress and the handwriting of Molineux 
was first mentioned by John D. Adams. 
He denied purchasing works on chem- 
istry in December, 1898, 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne 
again took Cornish in hand, and asked 
him whether he had ever heard Mr. 
Carvalho, the handwriting expert, say 
that Cornish could not have written the 
pelson package address. Cornich said 
that he could not remember. When 
Cornish said that the poison box had 
been tied with a string Juror Edgar re- 
marked that it must have been trans- 
ported as Open mail matter. Mr, Os- 
borne thanked the juror for the sug- 
cegtion, and added that he would en- 
deavor to follow it up. 

Harry A. King, a broker, was next 
4 called to the stand. He testified that 
Cornish showed him the Christmas pres- 
ent which he thought had been sent by 
a friend, that he went to the water- 
cooler, intending to take a dose of the 
bromo-seltzer; that he found no Water 
in the cooler and gave up the attempt.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 
Members Meet and Are Sworn In—Adjourn- 
ment Unti} Governor's Inauguration. 

Boston, Jan. 3.—The state legislature 
of 1900 assembled at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing, the two branches meeting in their 
respective chambers, where the members 
Were sworn in by Governor Wolcott. In 
the senate Rufus A. Soule of New Bed- 
ford, the senior senator, presided, while 
Samuel R. Twombly of Winchester, who 
Was a member of the house of 1871, called 
that body to order. . 

After the oaths of office were admin- 
istered, both branches proceeded to or- 
ganize for the year, the senate electing 
George E. Smith of Everett as president, | 
while James J. Myers of Cambridge, who 
received the nomination at the Republi- 
can caucus, was elected speaker of the 
house, 

The election of the clerks of the re- 
spective bodies, as well as chaplains and 
Sergeant-at-arms, followed, after which 
both bodies adjourned until tomorrow, 
when Governor-elect Crane will be in- 
augurated in the presence of a joint con- 
vention of both branches. 

The legislature this year will have 
many important measures before it, the 
principal one being the approval of the 
jease of the Boston and Albany railroad 
to the New York Central.

QUARANTINE SYSTEM 


Will Be Adopted to Keep. Plague 
From the Philippine Islands, 


The senate committee on foreign re- 
lations presented a report upon Senator 
Hoar’'s resolution in regard to claims 
of citizens of the United States against 
Spain. The committee gave a schedule 
of claims amounting to over $1,000,000 
amid aaned: “it is impracticable to 
State even approximately the amount 
actually due on these claims, or to al- 
lege, in view of the state of records of 
the state department of that date, that 
there may not be others than those men- 
tioned.” As tothe remedy of the claim- 
ants, the committee expressed the opin- 
ion that the only present remedy was by 
diplomatic negotiation. 


Congressman Suizer Would 
Investigate Treasury. 


Senator Pettigrew Would Have Secretary of 
War Answer Certain Questions. 


Washington, Jan. 4.—The war depart- 
ment is taking steps to prevent the in- 
troduction of the plague in the Philip- 
pines, and Secretary Root yesterday 
called into consultation Surgeon General 
Wyman of the marine hospital service 
to discuss the establishment of a quar- 
antine system for the islands. It was 
decided that the war department should 
adopt towards the Philippines a policy 
like that it pursued towards Cuba in the 
matter of the protection of health, 
namely, confide the maintenance of a 
quarantine system to the marine hos- 
pital service. 

The report received by both the state 
department and by Mr. Wyman from 
Honolulu confirm the Associated Press 
dispatches relative to the existence of 
the disease. Mr. Wyman does not feel 
apprehensive as to the possibility of the 
infection of San Francisco from Hono- 
lulu. 

Surgeon General Wyman has no con- 
firmation of the report that three sus- 
pected cases of bubonic plague have been 
discovered within the walled city of 
Manila, but no attempt will be made to 
conceal the gravity of the situation 
should the report prove true. Still, it 
is said, a few sporadic cases need not 
necessarily result in an epidemic in the 
islands. Mr. Wyman says the disease 
no longer creates the dread it once did, 
because it has been demonstrated that 
it can be handled by modern scientific 
work.

It provides for appoint- 
ments to such places regardless of po- 
litical affiliations and without sectional 
favoritism, and for removal only upon 
written charges. No examination is 
required for appointment. 

2y Mr. Proctor—To amend the Chinese 
exclusion laws so as to commit their 
administration to the bureau of im- 
migration of the treasury department. 

By Mr. Lodge—Authorizing an inves- 
tigation of the economic relations of the 
United States with China and the Orient 
generally by a commission to be ap- 
pointed by the president, who is to fix its 
number and also the compensation of 
its members. 

By Mr. McComas—Providing for 
pension of $50 per month to the widow 
of Colonel Stotsenburg of the Nebraska 
regiment, who was killed in the Phil- 
ippines. 

By Mr. Perkins—Providing a fund for 
the pensioning of members of the life 
saving and revenue cutter service, and 
also providing for compensation for 
persons injured while employed in the 
government civil service.

The most notable event of the day 
was an objection entered by Mr. Hoar 
of Massachusetts to the summary dispo- 
sition of resolutions asking for informa- 
tion about the conduct of the Philippine 
war. He indicated a purpose to de- 
mand consideration for such measures 
even at the expense of the financial bill 

One of the most important features of 
the senate was the list of nominations 
sent in by the president. Among them 
were those of Brigadier General J. C. 
Bates and Brigadier General and Col- 
onel S. B. M. Young, Lieutenant Col- 
onel Arthur MacArthur and Lieutenant 
Colonel William Ludlow to be brigadier 
generals in the regular service, It will 
be noticed that in the cases of MacAr- 
thur and Ludlow both were jumped 
over the place of colonel to the brigadier- 
ship. 

Senator Pettigrew offered the follow- 
ing resolution, which went over under 
objection: 

“Resolved, That the secretary of war 
be and he is hereby directed to inform 
the senate whether General Torres, one 
of the officers of the Philippine army, 
came to General Otis with a flag of truce 
on Feb. 5, 1899, the day after the fighting 
commenced between our forces and those 
of Aguinaldo, and stated to General Otis 
that Aguinaldo declared that fighting 
had been begun accidentaNy and was 
not authorized by Aguinaldo, and that 
Aguinaldo wished to have it stopped, 
and that to bring about a conclusion of 
hostilities he proposed the establishment 
of a neutral zone between the two armies 
of a width that would be agreeable to 
General Otis, so that during the peace 
negotiations there might be no further 
danger of conflict between the two 
armies; and whether General Otis re- 
plied that fighting having once begun 
must go on to the grim end. Was Gen- 
eral Otis directed by the secretary of 
war to make such answer? Did General 
Otis telegraph the secretary of war on 
Feb. 9, 1899, as follows: ‘Aguinaldo now 


a-niiee for a ceceatinn af hnctilities and 


in batches, owing to want of evidence, 
only MM. Deroulede, Guerin and Buffet 
have been found guilty, and these three 
are accorded “extenuating circum- 
Stances,” which reduces their punish- 
ment to detention in a fortress or banish- 
ment. Sentence will be pronounced later. 
All the nationalist organs describe the 
result of the trial as a fiasco for the gov- 
ernment after the flourish of trumpets 
with which it announced the discovery 
of a great plot against the republic. 


Charged With Murder. 

Baltimore, Jan. 4.—-Frederick B. Liv- 
ingston, the blind veteran who con- 
fessed that he killed his wife by strang- 
ling her, and was released after arrest, 
Was re-arrested yesterday. Atthetime 
the crime was committed Livingston 
Was arrested on the charge of murder, 
but was released, on the ground that 
the commitment made out by the police 
justice was defective, and was different 
from that signed by the coroner’s jury, 
which stated that Livingston had killed 
the woman in self-defense. 


Social Season Opened. 

Washington, Jan. 4.—The first of the 
formal dinners of the social season at 
the White House was given by President 
and Mrs. McKinley last night, the mem- 
bers of the cabinet and their wives being 
the .guests of honor. Invited to meet 
them were members of the senate and 
house, and a few other persons. The 
east room and other public portions of 
the house were decorated for the occa- 


sion. . The Marine band furnished the 
music. Covers were laid for over 70 
persons. 


Favors New Spelling. 
Chicago, Jan. 4—The University of 
Chicago will use and advocate the new 
spelling. By a vote of 20 to 16 the uni- 
versity congregation placed itself on 
record yesterday as favoring the use of 
the reformed spelling adopted by the 
National Educational association. The 
Vote implies the use of reform spelling 
in a number of magazines and papers 
issued under the auspices of the unl- 

versity.

French Asks For Reinforcements to 
Carry Out His Plans, 


Much Depends Upon Next 
Battle on the Tugela. 


Seizure of Another German Steamer Has 


Caused Intense Bitterness. 


London, Jan, 5.—The center of activity 
for the moment is apparently In the 
Colesberg district, where, so far as is 
ascertainable, there is a great deal of 
maneuvering and counter-maneuvering 
with little solid result. General J. D. P. 
French has asked for small reinforce- 
ments to enable him to capture Coles- 
berg, which the Boers command, though 
some reports represent them as being»in 
a tight corner with their line of retrea 
cut off. 

These reinforcements have been dis- 
patched from De Aar, and include both 
infantry and artillery. The Boers are 
said to have removed their laager out 
of range of the British guns, but are 
holding a strong position. The state- 
ment is made that two British guns 
command Norval’s Pont, over the Or- 
ange river, and the Colesberg road 
bridge. As the Colesberg road bridge 
over the Orange river is put down on 
the maps as nearly 20 miles from Nor- 
val’s Pont, the statement about the 
British guns is improbable. 

It is fully expected that next week will 
see a heavy battle on the Tugela river, 


which is now the real pivot of the cam-

Along the whole of 
this line, except at points actually oc- 
cupied by the British, the population 
seems for the most part hostile. 

A dispatch from Berlin says: The 
imperial mail steamer General has been 
detained at Aden and occupied by Brit- 
ish troops, with the object of searching 
her cargo, which is to be discharged. 
The General is owned by the German 
East African line, the owners of the 
Bundesrath, previously captured by the 
British cruiser Magicienne, off Delagoa 
bay. 

The seizure of the General has con- 
siderably aggravated the situation here, 
and the indignation against England is 
intensified. The government is still 
earnestly endeavoring to preserve 
correct Official relations, but England 
will do well to hasten to make amende 
honorable to Germany. On absolutely 
reliable authority the correspondent of 
the Associated Press learns that Em- 
peror William is now thoroughly 
aroused by the repeated seizures of ves- 
sels, not one of which he has been as- 
sured, is guilty of carrying contraband. 
He regards the seizures as high-handed 
proceedings, which England would not 
have dared undertake if the German 
navy were more powerful than it is. 

His majesty is said to be particularly 
incensed, because information has 
reached him showing that the seizures 
were not due to the blundering of Brit- 
ish naval officers, but to strict orders 
from headquarters, which the officers 
are merely carrying out. Hehasg, there- 
fore, instructed Count Von Buelow, the 
foreign secretary, to demand exact and 
full reparation for the outrage done to 
the German flag. 

No answer that ig considered satis- 
factory has yet been received from Lon- 
don, and, ac“ording to advices here, none 
is to be experted for several days longer 
The latest “ews, however, induced the 
German governmeut to send another 
and iore strongly worded protest to 
London. Significant of the intensity 
of Germany’s indignation against Eng- 
land in this matter is a declaration pub- 
lished by the German Colonial society, 
among whose 80,000 members are a num- 
ber of reigning German princes, which 
gays: 

“England's recent proceedings against 
German vercels ure an outrage. The 
fact remains that the gmall respect 
which the English people feel for Ger- 
many, because of her deficiency in naval 
power, has taken such deep root that the 
commanders of English warships hasten 
to commit breaches of international 
rights so long as only Germany is there- 
by touched. This lack of fear to touch 
the German flag must be thoroughly 
and speedily cured.” 

Indignation meetings have been called 
by branches of the Colonial society. 
The German press, with hardly an ex- 
ception. thunders against England.

SENSATIONAL AND TRAGIC. 


Death’s Hand Falls Upon a Woman While 
Testifying In Behalf of Her Husband. 

New York, Jan. 5.—A most tragic oc- 
currence took place yesterday in part 3 
of general sessions court. The wife ofa 
prisoner Was stricken with apoplexy and 
cerebral hemorrhage while she was in 
the witmess chair te tifying to his in- 
nocence. She was carried unconscious 
and in a dying condition from the room. 

The case was that of Louis Gordon, a 
Russian mechanic, charged by Abra- 
ham Joffe, a cloak maker, with the 
larceny of a chain valued at $90. When 
Gordon took the stand in his own behalf 
and vehemently denied the charge his 
wife, Mary, a small woman witha face 
that betokened suffering and pain, grew 
excited. Finally when she herself was 
called to testify she half arose from the 
chair, and as if declaiming, sald: “Itis 
not true, it is not true that my husband 
took the chain. We are honest people, 
God knows. I met Joffe on the street 
three days before he had my husband 
arrested, My husband was with me. 
He passed and bowed. Why did he not 
Say something then? Why—why— 
wiy—” 

There was a gurgle and the woman 
threw up her hands, fell back in the chair 
and slid off. The woman was borne fiom 
the courtroom with two tiny streams oz 
blood issuing from her ears, Her eyes 
were closed and she was unconscious. 
Gordon wrung his hands and cried out 
that they had killed his wife and was 
prevented from rushing to her side. The 
judge, with the consent of the counsel, 
at once closed the case and it was given 
tothe jury. The latter returned ina few 
minutes with a verdict of acquittal, 

Mrs. Gordon was taken to a hospital, 
where the physician sald she had had & 
stroke of apoplexy and a cerebral 
hemorrhage. She died at a late hour. 


In a Precarious Condition. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 5.—The friends of 
Roland Reed in this city have been ad- 
vised that Dr. Bull, the famous surgeon, 
has performed a second operation upon 
the comedian in New York. The first 
operation, performed about a week ago, 
was supposed to have been made neéces- 
sary by an attack of appendicitis. When 
the wound was explored, however, the 
surgeons discovered that Mr. Reed was 
suffering from an advanced attack of 
intestinal cancer. Mr, Reed waa too 
weak to stind a radical operation at 
that time, and a delay was agreed upon. 
The radical operation was performed 
yesterday, and from its nature little 
hope is heid out for Mr. Reed's re- 
covery. Should he survive the shock 
of the operation, he will, in all prob- 
ability, be an invalid for sometime. 


Not Complimentary to Negroes. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—H. B. Frissell, 
Principal of the Hampton, Va., normal 
and industrial institute, appeared be- 
fore the industrial commission yester- 
day. He spoke of the condition of the 
colored people and industrial conditions 
in the south. He said that although the 
south had spent $100,000,000 on public 
education for negroes, one-third of the 
race had actually retrogaded, one-third 
was where it was at the beginning of the 
war, and the remainder had advanced. 
Negroes, he said, had been taught that 
their salvation would be found through 


(political means rather than by hard 


work. 


Stock Gamblers ‘*Squeal.”’ 

Chicago, Jan. 5.—Edward Boyle, whom 
his lawyer describes as a “reformer, 
philanthropist and philosopher,” has in- 
stituted suit against John Robson, a 
board of trade operator, for $600,000 dam- 
ages. Under the criminal code of 
Illinois, losses by “put and call” opera- 
tions on the board of trade may be re- 
covered by the loser or any one else to 
the amount of three times the original 
loss. Losses of $100,000 each, allegea 
to have been sustained by persons 
named in the suit, were not recovered by 
the losers, and Boyle accordingly sues 
for three times the loss.

WORK QUICKLY DONE. 


Cole Arrives at Boston, Is Arraigued 
and Then Released on Bonds, 


He Pleads Not Guilty to the 
Charge of Embezzlement. 


Ex-Bank President's Return From California | 


Was Entirely Voluntary on His Part. 


Boston, Jan. 5.—Charles H. Cole. for-

bank, who is charged with misappro- | 
priating $900,000 of the funds of that in- | 


stitution, arrived in this city at 5:15 last 
night from Los Angeles, Cal., in charge 
of United States Marshal Osborne and 
Secret Service Agent Browne. 

The party also included Mrs. Cole and 
their son, Eddie, who had accompanied 
the ex-bank president during the entire 
period of his absence from Boston, some 
two months. Mrs. Cole was driven toa 
hotel, while the remainder of the party 
were hurried to the Federal building. 
Deputy Marshal Waters escorted Mr. 
Cole at once to Marshal Darling's room, 
where the personal friends who were 
active in arranging sureties were alone 


| admitted, and the formal arrest was 


made by Mr. Waters, who served the 
Warrant upun Mr. Cole, the latter under- 
going the ordeal calmly. 

After the formalities were over in 
Marshal Iarling's oftice Mr. Cole was 
taken across the corridor into the United 
States district court room. No officer of 


the Globe bank was there to greet him. | 


Some few curious people, a few of,the 
Federal building employes, one or two 
city hall officials, the newspaper men, 


bailiffs and deputies made up the spec- | 
tutors. Marshal Osborne brought forth | 


a bulky parcel of formidable looking

United States Marshal Darling. Cole 
took his seat directly in front of the 
court crier’s desk, and his son seated 
himself on the left, while Deputy Wat- 
ers, a8 custodian of Cole, took the seat 
at the right hand of the prisoner. 
Assistant District Attorney Casey held 
a long consultation with Benjamin W. 
Wells, a city employe; Godfrey Morse, 
an attorney, and William Schofiela, 
counsel for Cole, the result of which was 


that Messrs. Wells and Morse were de- | 


Clared to be acceptable as bondsmen for 
the accused. i 

These preliminaries over adjournment 
Was made to the courtroom, where 
United States Commissioner Fiske had 
already taken his seat. Proceeding at 
once to business the commissioner said: 

“Charles H. Cole, this is a complaint 
charging vou With embezzlement——” 

“We waive the reading of the com- 
plaint,”’ said Mr. Schofield, 

Mr, Cole seented perfectly self-pos- 
sessed. He kept his eyes fixed on the 
commissioner, and at his query, “What 
Say you to this complaint, guilty or not 
guilty’ he emphatically replied, “Not 
guilty.” 

Attorney Schofield said he would like 
a little time in which to prepare himself 


and consult his client and suggested a | 


eontinuance until Jan. 18, to which the 
government consented, and the con- 
tinuance was granted. 

Bonds were then fixed at $50,000, and 


Messrs. Morse and Wells qualified sev- | 


erally in the sum of $50,000 as sureties. 


This being satisfactorily accomplished, | 


there was more handshaking, and then 
Cole walked out of the courtroom with 
his son and Mr. Wells to rejoin Mrs. Cole 
at her hotel. It is anticipated that ne 
may make his home at Hingham for the 
present. 

Mr. Cole expresses confidence in his 
ability to meet the charges that have 
been made against him when his case 
comes to trial, and says he courts the 
fullest investigation that can be made 
of his transactions in connection with 
the Globe bank affairs. 

In speaking of the warrant for Cole’s 
arrest, a copy of which was sent to Cali- 
fornia, United States Marshal Osborne 
said that it was issued in the United 
States court for the district of Massa- 
chusetts and ran only to the deputy 
marshals and bailiffs of Massachusetts. 
It was not operative in California. In 
fact, Marshal Osborne said, Mr. Cole 
Was not under arrest, but simply held 
under the provision of the law that pro- 
vides for the holding of an accused per- 
son on belief. As he came voluntarily 
and agreed that he would come on to 
Boston and submit to prosecution here, 
the southern California marshal acted 
only on the telegraphed instructions 
from Attorney General Griggs to pro- 
ceed with the ex-president, with a proper 
guard, to Boston, 

Marshal Osborne had a copy of the 
Warrant, but did not serve it. Said he: 
“I could have arrested Mr. Cole upon 
that warrant, but would have been 
obliged to commit him to jail in Los 
Angeles, and then notify the United 
States marshal in Boston that I had the 
prisoner awaiting his instructions. Mr. 
Cole could have demanded a hearing in 
‘falifornia and could have been ad- 
snitted to bail there, had he chosen, but 
he made the proffer to come on to Bos- 
ton, the earlier the better, and waived 
all his rights in California. He has 
never, therefore, been arraigned, and it 
has been perfectly possible for him at 
apy time to have obtained his writ of 
habeas corpus to release him from our 
holding.”

: Silver and Nickel, 
RARE SURGICAL OPERATION. 


Piece of Lead Extracted From a Boy’s 
Throat Without Tracheotomy. 

The London Chroniele’s Vienna cor- 
respondent reports a surgical triumph 
achieved by Dr. Schroetter. A 12- 
year-old boy swallowed a piece of lead 
the size of a half sovereign. It passed 
the trachea into a bronchus of the sec- 
ond order. Dr. Schroetter extracted it 
without performing tracheotomy or us- 
ing anwsthetics. Nevertheless the op- 
eration was painless. This is believed 
to have been the first time that such 
4p operation was ever performed with- 
out a dangerous surgical operation. 

The lead was located by means of the 
Roentgen rays at the height of the 
fourth rib. A Kilian’s bronchoscope 
was inserted and electrically lighted, 
and the lead was extracted with a spe-

Malarial Research. 

Nature gives an interesting summary 
of the results achieved in malarial re- 
search by Manson, Ross, Grassi, Big- 
nami and Bastianelli, and then goes on 
to indicate the lines along which fu- 
ture achievements may be expected. 
The different species of anopheles 
should be hunted for, in order to see if 
these are the intermediary hosts of the 
different types of malaria throughout 
the world and what species is most 
concerned in human transmission. An- 
other problem will be whether the ano- 
pheles can be extirpated from a locali- 
ty and by what means. It seems that 
the anopheles is confined to small 
areas, so that “the suggestion of Ross 
to draw off the water from stagnant 
pools may not be so hopeless a task as 
it would at first appear.”

He was 
able to sit by his bedside for a few 
minutes each day. 

Edward McGlynn was born in New 
York city on Sept. 27, 1837. Hewasedu- 
cated at the public schools in that city, 
and in 1851-60 studied theology at the 
college of the Propaganda in Rome, 
where he received his doctorate after 
public examination. 

In 1860 he was ordained to the priest- 
hood, and on his return to America was 
made an assistant pastor, and also be- 
came a hospitalchaplain. In 1866 he was 
appointed pastor of St. Stephen's church 
in New York city and became very 
popular by his eloquence, heartiness and 
quick sympathy with the people,

When Mer. Satolli came to the United 
States as apostolic legate in 1892 he 
examined Dr. McGlynn's case by the 
pope’s special authority. The trial was 
held in the Catholic university in Wash- 
ington. The proceedings were secret. 
Dr. McGlynn was declared free from 
ecclesiastical censures and restored to 
the exercise of priestly functions on 
Dec. 24, after having satisfied the pope’s 
legate on all the points in his case. 

Dr. McGlynn was allowed to officiate 
as a priest on Christmas morning in the 
small oratory attached to St. John’s 
college in Brooklyn. After saying three 
masses Dr. McGlynn went to Cooper 
Union, where an immense crowd awaited 
him. Many of those there were old 
parishioners, who had been afraid to 
talk to him during the period of his ex- 
communication, and they greeted him 
very heartily, and when he mounted the 
platform he was presented with a laurel 
wreath and the great assembly sang 
Christmas carols. 

In his speech that followed, Dr. Mc- 
| Glynn did not utter one word of regret 
at his past course, but, on the contrary, 
he referred to what he calied “‘the cause” 
as a holy one, and to himself and his 
followers as martyrs, and concluded that 
he would preach on the same topics 
every Sunday evening in the same old 
place. 

His old parishioners hoped that he 
would be restored to them or appointed 
to some other church in New York, but 
Archbishop Corrigan appointed him to 
Newburgh. Dr. McGlynn obeyed the 
order implicitly, somewhat to the sur- 
prise of a good many who imagined that 
this would be another struggle. But as 
the preacher had said that Rome had 
acknowledged he was right there was no 
becasion for further fight.

“The national officers met in Washing- 
ton to discuss a demand on the part of 
a large majority of the representatives 
of our 150,000 members that this order 
render some assistance to the Boers in 
the Transvaal. It was agreed to ren- 
der any assistance compatible with our 
loyalty as American citizens, and which 
would not interfere with the neutrality 
laws of the United States. Weare 
the splendid precedent 
shown by the republic in going to war 
With Spain to free Cuba from the op- 
pression of that gountry.

Africans It is unnecessary for the 
Hibernians to proclaim their loyalty to 
the United States, but it becomes them 
to state that no act of theirs will be 
contrary to the laws. 

“Knowing the character of tha British 
governmené, its cruelty, its ambition, 
we are desirous to assist the citizens 
of a sister republic in their struggle to 
defeat English aggression. What kind 
of aid will be given we cannot state at 
the present time, but certainly it will be 
of a practical nature, and acceptable to 
the Boer government. 

“Were this nation the antagonist of 
England, we could from our ranks send 
15 to 20 regiments of the best fighting 
inaterial the world ever saw. In fact,

Colonel Hare and Lieutenant Colonel 
Howze, the latter of the Thirty-fourth 
volunteer infantry, rescued Gilmore's 
party on Dec. 18, near the headquarters 
of the Abalut river, after they had been 
abandoned by the Filipinos, and were 
expecting death from the savage tribes 
around them. When the rescuing force 
reached them (they were nearly starved, 
but were building rafts tn the hope of 
getting down the river to the coast. 

Lieutenant Gilmore made the follow- 
ing statement to a correspondent of the 
Associated Press: 

“The Filipinos abandoned us on the 
night of Dec. 16. We had reached the 
Abalut river near its source that morn- 
ing, and the Filipinos rafted us over. 
We went down the stream, along a rough 
trail, guarded by a company of Fili- 
pinos, That night we were separated 
from this guard, and another company, 
armed with Mausers, was put in charge 
of us. I suspected something, and 
questioned the lieutenant in command. 
He said: “I have orders from General 
Tino to shoot you all, but my conscience 
forbids. I shail leave you here.” 

“I begged him for two rifles to protect 
us from the savages, adding that I would 
give him letters to the Americans, who 
would pay him well, and keep him from 
all harm. He refused this, however, 
saying that he would not dare to comply. 
Soon afterward he left with his com- 
pany. 

“We had seen some savages in war 
paint around us, and we prepared to 
fight them with cobblestones, the only 
weapons that wereavailabletous. The 
next morning we followed the trail of 
the Filipino soldiers, feeling that it was 
better to stick to them than to be mur- 
dered by savages, but we could not 
catchupwiththem. ThenI ordered the 
men to build rafts, in the hope of float- 
ing down the river. It was a forlorn 
hope, but I knew the river must empty 
into the sea somewhere. I wasso weak 
myself that 1 did not expect to get out, 
but I thought some of the men could.

Licutenant Gilmore could not speak 
enthusiastically enough about the 140 
picked men who had rescued him and 
his party. The command spent the day 
in making rafts. Colonel Hare thought 
Lieutenant Gilmore too weak to live 
through the trip, but there was no al- 
ternative. They shot many rapids, the 
men losing all their effects and Lieu- 
tenant Gilmore some valuable papers. 
Only 14 out of 37 rafts survived the 
first night’s experience, and 80 men were 
practically unable to walk when Vigan 
was reached. 

Describing the flight from Benguet, 
when the Americans approached, Lieu- 
tenant Gilmore said: “The Filipinos, 
completely terrified, left Benguet on Dec. 
Z. They hurried the prisoners from 
town to town, often retracing the trail, 
not knowing where the Americans would 
attack. After being without food for 
almost three days, they killed several] 
horses, and we lived on horse flesh for 
several days. I did not have a meal] 
from Dec. 7 until Treached Vigan. In- 
deed, the rescuing party lived largely 
upon rice, without salt. There was one 
day when I was reduced to chewing 
grass and bark. 

“While we were in the hands of Gen- 
eral Tino’s men, he issucd an order that 
any person aiding an Amesican by focd 
or money should be treated asa criminal. 
One citizen of Vigen, Senor Vera, was 
probably killed for befriending us. We

at Vigan. I have seen Tagolo officers 
strike Spaniards in the face with whips 
and revolvers.” 

Lieutenant Gilmore declined to speak 
regarding political conditions, except to 
gay that he thought the insurrection 
would last as long as there were any 
Tagalogs left. 

The members of the party reported to 
General Otis yesterday. They were 
barefooted, sunburned and ragged. 
Some carried rifles, others pet monkeys. 
They attracted a great deal of attention 
as they passed along the streets. Those 
whose enlistments are about expiring 
will be sent to the United States. The 
others will be returned to their respec- 
tive organizations. 

Among the prisoners arriving with 
Lieutenant Gilmore was David Brown, a 
civilian. Brown, who was formerly a 
preacher in Honolulu, twice revealed to 
the insurgents plots of the Americans to 
escape, in the hope of gaining the good 
will of the Filipinos. The rest of the 
party openly accuse him treachery, and 
entertain the bitterest feeling toward 
him. 

Charles Baker of the Third cavalry 
was formerly one of the prisoners, but 
he became too weak to travel, and the 
Filipino guard bayonetted him during 
the last flight through the mountains. 


Insurgents Lost Heavily. 

Manila, Jan. 8.—Reconnaissances out 
of Imus, Cavite province, yesterday, re- 
sulted in the loss of three Americans 
killed and 
loss is estimated at 60 killed 
wounded. Colonel Birkhimer, with a 
battalion of the Twenty-eighth volun- 
tary infantry, advanced toward Novelea. 


Major Taggart, with two battalions of |

erection of a new plant at Willimantic, 
Conn., within a week or two.

Today the authorities issued notices 
warning the public of the danger of be- 
ing fired upon if they approach posts 
guarded by sentries at night time and 
do not stop when challenged.

A dispatch from Pretoriasays: Field

barracks. The fight lasted until 6in the 
evening, when the garrison surrendered, 
issuing from the forts and yielding up 
arms.

Fifteen British were 
wounded. They are being attended by 
us, With the help of Dr. Bearne, an Eng- 
jish physician. The horses, oxen, 
‘mealies’ and flour taken from the pris- 
oners have been sent to Pretoria by w ay 
of Vryburg.”

Eastport, Me., Jan. 8.—During a dis- 
pute which took place in the cabin of 
the Gloucester fishing schooner, Henry 
W. Longfellow, Clarence Artevoldt was 
severely cut in the leg by Curtis Snow, a 
fellow seaman. According to the state- 
ment of the rest of the crew, Snow came 
on board in rather a surly mood, and 
some of the crew attempted to make him 
go to bed. This seemed to enrage him, 
and, seizing a knife, he assaulted Arte- 
veldt, the lung, thin blade severing an 
artery. Arteveldt is in a critical con- 
dition, but, it is thought, will recover.

Whether this is more than for the mo- 
ment is a matter of such grave doubt 
that the situation cannot b> said to be 
perceptibly brighter for the British. To 
be sure a report is afloat in London 
that Builer has crossed the Tugela, 
taken 12 guns, and is marching on Lady- 
smith, but this rumor gains little cred- 
ence. That an engagement is pending 
or in progress, may be true, however. 


The Huzzars and battery and field ar- | 


tillery for which General! Buller has been 
Waiting, while Ladysmith is in deadly 
peril, are now at the front, and he has 
every available man, gun, horse and 
mule. General Joubert’s army, after 
a belated and desperate attempt to 
carry Ladysmith by incessant bombard- 
ment, and deliberate and persistent at- 
tacks in front, should be on the defensive 
today, with the superior force opposed 
to it on the Tugela. 

Buller needs to be an exceptionally 
strong general in order to resist the pres- 
sure from thg military authorities at 
home. from the colonial governing class 
in Natal and from his own army to de- 
liver a single crushing blow. What the 
emergency requires is a cautious, yet 
far-sighted plan of operation, like that 
adopted by Wellington in the peninsula 
campaign. No British general since 
the battle of Waterloo has ever had so 
brillant an opportunity for delivering 
a series of rapid and effective blows, by 
which the enemy may be paralyzed and 
demoralized in the course of a single 
week. 

General White still needs relief; and 
the difficulties confronting General 
Buller are as great as before. The 
former's unadorned) sentences, as read 
and reread, suggest eloquently the peril 
in which the town was for 14 hours and 
how barely able his 9000 men were to 
keep from being overcome. 

The chief concern for General White 
is in respect of ammunition. Sixty- 
eight days ago, at the beginning of the 
siege, his small arm ammunition was 
vaguely described as “plenty.”” His 
artillery then had 3200 rounds per gun. 
Some of the batteries have been in action 
frequently since then; and all were 
probably engaged last Saturday. His 
stock of shells, consequently, must be 
low, and this will make it difficult for 
General White to co-operate in a move- 
ment by General Buller. 

The entrenchments at Ladysmith, as 
described in a message that left a day 
or two before the fight, and has just 
come through, are fortified hills, well 
covered with rifle pits and trenches, 
down which the infantry move in single 
file to the various posts in absolute 
safety. Full rationsare still served, but 
no whisky or tobacco. 

Spenzer Wilkinson, in The Morning 
Post, points out that there is one di- 
vision only at Chieveley, another at 
Frere and a third at Estcourt. As 
Chieveley is seven miles from Colenso 
the second division would have had to 
march 12 miles to get into action, and 
the third division 22 miles. General 
Buller’s 20,000 men and 70 guns were 
therefore almost inactive on Saturday, 
and when General White heliographed 
General Buller could really make no 
move but an ineffective demonstration. 

England is preparing fresh arma- 
ments and 22 transports will be on the 
way to South Africa during the present 
month. According to the program, 
25,000 additienal troops and 72 guns will 
soon be afloat. The government has or- 
dered Vickers Sons & Maxim, limited, to 
manufacture as many 4.7-inch and 6- 
inch quick-firers as can be turned out 
until otherwise notified. 

The Boer agents, according to the 
Cairo correspondent of The Daily Mail, 
are evading British vigilance respect- 
ing the importation of ammunition. 
The correspondent says: A large quan- 
tity of quick-firing ammunition goes to 
Ras Jibeutil, from which point it is con- 
veyed by scows along the coast or trans- 
shipped to vessels bound for Portuguese 
ports in East Africa. French steamers 
touching at Ras Jibeutil before reach- 
ing Aden contrive to evade search by 
trans-shipping at Madagascar to steam- 
ers apparently not connected with 
European lines. In this way they es- 
cape suspicion.

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THINKS MOLINEUX WROTE IT. 


Another Handwriting Expert Gives Opinion 
on the Poison Package Address. 

New York, Jan. 9.—The most important 
witnesses in the Molineux trial yesterday 
were Morris Herrmann, a member of the 
firm in Newark for which Molineux was 
superintendent, and Edwin B. Hay of 
Washington, who gave testimony as a 
handwriting expert. 

Mr. Herrmann said that the firm of 
Morris Herrmann & Co. went into the 
dry color business in 1896 With Molineux 
as superintendent, and it was upon the 
latter’s knowledge of dry colors and 
chemical receipts that the firm started 
the work. Molineux was not the only 
One in the factory then who had a 
know!ledge of chemistry, but Mr. Herr- 
mann said that neither he himself nor 
any other member of the firm knew any- 
thing of chemistry. He said that Moli- 
neux had apartments at the factory for 
a long time and made experiments in 
them. He said that Molineux had talked 
somewhat about going into the enamel 
business. 

After Luther S. White had put photo- 
graphs of the Herrmann factory in evi- 
dence, Mr. Hay was called to the stand, 
and almost the entire time which re- 
mained was taken up by his examina- 
tion. He gave it as his opinion that the 
letters signed “Barnet” and ‘‘Cornish” 
and the admitted handwritings were 
written by the same person. He also 
said that it was his opinion that the ad- 
mitted handwritings and the disputed 
writings in the Barnet and Cornish let- 
ters, and that of the poison package ad- 
dress, were all written by one man, and 
that man was the defendant. Mr. Hay 
then gave his reasons for reaching this 
conclusion and his recital of the re- 
semblances and characteristics in the 
writings was similar to those made by 
others who testified as handwriting ex- 
perts. 

Alfred H. Graham, paying teller of the 
Bank of North America, testified to hav- 
ing carefully studied the writings in evi- 
dence in the case. He said there was 
absolutely no doubt in his mind that the 
address on the poison package and the 
bogus Barnet and Cornish letters were 
all written by the same hand that wrote 
the admitted letters, 

Assets Show Up Well. 

Boston, Jan. ¥.—The Herald says: It 
is reported, and on pretty good author- 
ity, that the stockholders of the Broad- 
way National bank will lose none of their 
invested capital. It is certain that they 
need have no fear of an assessment to 
pay depositors in full. The bank owes, 
to depositors and in bills payable, the 
sum of $2,220,747.54. Its assets consist 
of loans, discounts, stocks, securities, 
cash and exchange, aggregating $2,647,- 
671.49. This does not take into account 
its capital nor its surplus. Its principal 
creditors are the Squires. It was given 
out, when the bank closed its doors, that 
the Squire indebtedness was something 
about $600,000. Assuming for the sake 
of a general computation that this ac- 
count is a total loss, and that the other 
loanstare good for their face value, there 
is still a sufficient value in assets and 
surplus to more than pay this account. 


The Kentucky Muddle. 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 9.—The Republican 
joint caucus last night nominated ex- 
Governor William O. Bradley as the Re- 
publican candidate for United States 
senator by acclamation. Representative 
Slack, in placing Bradley in nomination, 
declared his belief ‘that the Democratic 
majority in the legislature has deter- 
mined to rob the present occupants of 
the state offices to which they were 
fairly and honestly elected by the peo- 
ple in November in spite of the most 
gigantic frauds that ever disgraced the 
state and put in their places the gang of 
conspirators who dominate the party in 
the majority in the legislature.” He 
dramatically declared that the people 
would not submit to the unseating of 
Governor Taylor. 

Wants Sentence Shortened. 

Albany, Jan. 9.—Bill Cook, the notori- 
ous outlaw, who was captured in 1895 in 
Indian Territory, is said to be slowly 
dying at the penitentiary here. Cook 
was the leader of a terrible band of out- 
Jaws and was associated with Cherokee 
Bill. Cherokee Bill was tried and 
hanged. Cook received a sentence of 45 
years. There are those who believe that 
Cook’s sentence was out of all propor- 
tion to his crimes. He never killed any- 
one, and it has been thought in some 
quarters that his crimes and Cherokee 
Bill's were mixed, and that Cook is now 


bearing the burden of some of Bill's 
sins. He is but 25 years old. Cock has 
asked for a commutation of his sen- 


tence. 
Bravery Rewarded. 
Provincetown, Mass., Jan, 9.—For the 
daring and herole rescue of William 
Forrest from the schooner F. H. Smith 
in the height of. the great storm of No- 
vember, "98, 11 men of this town were 
last night presented by Congressman 
Greene with bronze medals from the 
treasury department of the United 
States.

Horton, Antone Souze, Charles Forrest, 
James Burke, Joseph Brown, Joseph 
Settes and James Lopez. 


The Phi'adclphia Election Frauds. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 9—AlIl the de- 
fendants under indictment charged with 
impersonating election officers, making 
fraudulent returns and stuffing the 
ballot box at the election for state 
treasurer last November, failed to an- 
swer their names in court yesterday and 
their bail was declared forfeited.

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EVILS OF MONOTONY. 


It Gives Rise to More Insanity Than 
Any Other Cause. 2 

One would be pardoned for thinking 
that a man who earned his livelihood 
by working in the fresh air of the 
country, surrounded by sights delight- 
ful to the eye and refreshing to the 
mind, would be far less liable to brain 
diseases than the man sitting on a 
stool over a ledger in the stuffy atmos- 
phere of a smoke dyed city. 

But if statistics prove anything they 
prove the worthlessness of that possi- 
ble supposition, says the Cincinnati 
Enquirer. More agricultural laborers 
go mad, per cent for per cent, than 
any other workers. It is monotony 
which excites disinterestedness, which 
leads to depression, which develops in- 
to melancholia, which ends perhaps in 
a cure, possibly in a suicidal act, prob- 
ably in an asylum. It may safely be 
said that Sunday saves thousands up- 
on thousands from the adhouse. It 
is the one break from week to week 
which thousands of natures demand. 

The agricultural laborer, the artisan 
and other similar classes of workers 
live on monotony. broken here and 
there by a small incident which in time 
becomes itself monotonous. A man 
perhaps drives rivets; he drives them 
every day of the week except Sunday; 
every motion of his work becomes 
mechanical; he has no interest in his 
work beyond what it finds for him on 
Saturday. He has one thing to do, 
and the more he does that the less he 
does everything else. Consequently 
the brain becomes weak for want of 
more general use and weakens until it 
snaps. 

A fine thing is a healthy hobby, but 
a finer, especially for indoor workers, 
is a sport. Healthy recreation keeps 
more people out of the madhouse than 
anything the doctors could do. Na- 
ture demands a certain amount of bal- 
ance, and she will have it or be re- 
venged. 


Age of the Earth. 

Scientists are still disagreeing about 
the age of the earth. They have been 
actively discussing the subject for the 
last 30 years, and yet no general agree- 
ment has been arrived at. The school 
of Hutton and Playfair bad come to 
believe that the whole of eternity was 
at the disposal of the geologists, when 
Sir W. Thomson, now Lord Kelvin, as- 
tonished the scientific world by declar- 
ing that the age of our planet must be 
more than 20,000,000 years, but less 
than 400,000,000 years. This larger es- 
timate has now been restricted by him 
to not much more than 20,000,000, 
while Professor Tait grudgingly allows 
something less than 10,000,000. © Sir 
Archibald Geikie showed that even the 
phenomena of denudation which had 
been adduced in support of the Incon- 
ceivably vast antiquity of our globe 
might be accounted for at the present 
rate of action within such a period as 
100,000,000 years. Sir Archibald, in an 
address before the British association, 
now concedes that it is just as well to 
leave the dispute about the age of the 
earth to the decision of the future. He 
still, however, adheres to his belief 
that 100,000,000 years would suffice for 
that portion of the history which is 
registered in the stratified rocks of the 
crust. At the same time he concedes 
that there is no reason on the geolog- 
ical side why scientists should not be 
at liberty to enlarge it as far as they 
might find to be needful for the evolu- 
tion of organized existence on the 
globe. To the end of following inves- 
tigations which might be turned to ac- 
count in the solution of this vast prob- 
lem Sir Archibald recommended a 
study of atmospheric denudations of 
buildings, and he urged upon town 
geologists that they might do good 
service by careful scrutiny of ancient 
building and monuments, so as to ob- 
tain definite measures of the rate of 
their decay. 


Lunar Possibilities. 

The fate of the earth if the moon 
should cease to exist would depend 
upon several circumstances, says the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. Her proper mo- 
tion is now held in check by the 
earth’s attraction, which converts it 
into a circular motion round us. If we 
ceased to be, this motion would be in 
a straight line at right angles to a line 
joining the centers of the earth and 
moon. The force that carries her round 
the sun in the earth’s orbit would con- 
tinue to act, but this would be com- 
plicated by her proper motion, which 
again would depend upon her position 
at the time of our disappearance. If 
she were full, her proper motion would 
be added to that of the earth’s orbital 
motion, and if new it would be sub- 
tracted; but, as it is only a thirtieth 
part, it Would not be an important ad- 
dition. If she were in her first quar- 
ter, it would act in a direction away 
from the sun and might carry her into 
space, and if she were in third quarter 
it would set toward the sun and would 
probably precipitate her into that lu- 
minary. If, however, one of the other 
planets happened to fall in her new 
track, she would probably become 
again a moon, or she might fall into 
one of them and be destroyed. The re- 
moval of the earth would probably up- 
set the whole solar system, so any fore- 
cast cannot be very trustworthy.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


Democrats Will Not Oppose Financial Bill. 
Other Maiters of Interest. 
Washington, Jan. 9.—During a discus- 
sion of a resolution of inquiry offered 
by Mr. Pettigrew (S. D.) some sensa- 
tional statements were made in the sen- 
ate regarding the attitude of the United 
States towards the Filipino insurgents, 
Mr. Pettigrew declared that this gov- 
ernment had attacked its allies and 
thereby haa Seen guilty of the grossest 
treachery. This statement was re- 
sented warmly by Mr. Lodge (Mass.), 


; who declared that this government had 


done nothing of the kind and that, not 
even remotely, had it recognized the so- 
called government of the Filipinos, 

Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.) discussed at 
length the race question in the south, 
basing his remarks upon a resolution 
offered by Mr. Pritchard (Rep., N. C5: 
imperative that some 
course should be adopted which would 
prevent a repetition of the Hayes-Tilden 
controversy, and discussed fully the 
lith and 15th amendments to the cone 
stitution. He maintained that to at- 
tempt to force the black race into a social 
and political equality with the white 
race Was only to clog the progress of all 
mankind. The speech was a strong ap- 
peal for action that would benefit both 
races and a defense of the new consti- 
tution of Louisiana and North Carolina. 

Mr. Jones announced that the Demo- 
crats would not delay the currency bill, 
Knowing full well that the Republicans 
had a majority and could pass it with 
ease, 


On the opening of the senate Mr. Gal- 


| linger was warmiy congratulated on the 


failure of the charges of violating the 
civil service. 

Mr. McLaurin gave notice of an 
amendment to the finance bill repealing 
the tax on circulation of state banks;

Statement Sounds Rather Flimsy. 

Louisville, Jan. 9.—Colonel Whallen, 
who is now under bond on a charge of 
offering $4500 to Senator Harrell for the 
latter's vote against Goebel in the or- 
Sanization of the legislature, yesterday 
Swore out @ Warrant against Harrell, 
charging the latter with obtaining money 
under false pretenses. Whallen states 
that Harrell told him: he (Harrell) was 
against Goebel, but had accepted $500 
to vote for Goebel and had a promise of 
an oftice from Goebel. As he could not 
support Goebel, and as he wanted to re- 
Pay the Goebel manager his money and 
put himself on a sure footing, he wanted 
$5000. Whallen says that he gave $5000 
of his money to Harrell; that Harrell 
kept $500 and put the balance in a box of 
the safety vault of the Louisville Trust 
company, and that Harrell obtained 
this money on a false pretense, as it was 
false that he had already received $500 
from a representative of Goebel. 


Two Men Decapitated. 

Newbury, Mass., Jan. 9.—While try- 
ing to make a short cut home by cross- 
ing the tracks of the Boston and Maine 
railroad over what is known as a farm 
crossing, Thomas Thornton and George 
Poole were instantly killed yesterday 
through the pung in which they were 
riding being struck by a train, while Ea- 
ward Thornton and William Burns, who 
were riding on the back seat, narrowly 
escaped a similar fate. The engine 
ground the pung in pieces, killing the 
horse and decapitating both men, the 
bodies being bacly cut up.

Balfour Talks to His Countrymen 
Upon Possibilities of Defeat, 


Says Great Britain Is Not 
After Wealthy Regions. 


War Office Gives Out No Fresh News as to 
Present Movements In Natal. 


London, Jan. 10.—Arthur J. Balfour, 
first lord of the treasury, speaking last 
evening in East Manchester, said: 

“I know of no way in which Great 
Britain has been engaged, except that 
resulting in the independence of the 
American colonies, which did not end 
triumphantly. Yet I do not know of 
one which began triumphantly. True, 
the war in South Africa is disappointing, 
but it is not a fact that Great Britain has 
suffered exceptional reverses of great 
disaster. On the other hand, the war 
has knit together every branch of the 
English speaking race, making all feel 
that they have a great, common destiny, 
which it is their duty to accomplish. 

“These are thoughts which ought to 
support us in far greater trials thanany 
this war may produce. Remember that 
a nation which cannot bear defeat isa 


nation unworthy of empire, and, al- 
though defeat has not yet come, and 


although we hope and believe it will 
not come in the course of the present 
war, yet, if matters should turn out 
othe we should still rely upon the 
courage and patriotism of our country- 
men.” 

Addressing a second meeting at Ard- 
wick, Mr. Balfour said: “While Iam 
loth to claim, in any proud and arrogant 
spirit, that we are in any special sense 
the leaders of a great humanitarian 
cause, 1 deny in the strongest manner 
that we are animated by ignoble motives. 
No more false or stupid calumny was 
ever invented than the accusation that 
Great Britain is animated by a petty 
desire to add wealthy regions to an al- 
ready gigantic empire. No mere ac- 
quisition of territory could compensate 
for a war costing so much blood and 
treescure.”” 

Rear Admiral Beresford, adddressing 
the London chamber of commerce, and 
dealing with questions of national de- 
fense, said that now that war prevailed 
more attention would be paid, perhaps, 
to those who had warned the country 
that it was laboring under a “rotten, 
false and inialeading system of admin- 
istration so far as the services were 
concerned. While I would deprecate 
the adoption of conscription,” said he, 
“T hope the country will insist upon over- 
hauling and reforming the ‘naval and 
military services. In connection with 
the war in South Africa I contend that 
our generals should be held blameless, 
for they have been set to do an impos- 
sibility.”

It would be better 
for the country and for the ministers 
themselves if the latter frankly owned 
that they had made a mistake, pleaded 
extenuating circumstances and pledged 
themselves to a serious effort to reform 
al! which had proved wanting.

A Penalty For Being Polite. 

It is more difficult to be polite in the 
city of Hamburg than in any other 
place in Europe. There the most chivy- 
alrous man has to think twice before 
giving up his seat in a car to a lady, as 
he may be turned off the car for po- 
liteness. It seems that the Hamburg 
trolley cars will seat, according to size, 
20 or 28 persons, 10 to 14 on each side. 
In addition four persons are allowed 
on the front and five persons on the 
back platform. When the car is full, 
the conductor hangs out a sign, “Be- 
setzt,” which means “occupied,” and is 
absolutely forbidden to take on another 
passenger until some one gets off the 
ear. 

Sometimes, while the conductor is in 
front collecting fares, a lady will step 
on the car which {fs already “occupied.” 
As there is no conductor on hand to 
prevent her, the lady steps inside, and 
the gentleman who may offer her a 
seat comes out and takes his stand on 
the platform. When the conductor aft- 
er going his rounds returns to his post, 
he promptly requests the gentleman to 
step off the car, as he has forfeited his 
seat and the car ts fully ‘‘occupled.” 
Should he refuse to leave the car he Is 
put off. The policemen on the streets 
are instructed to watch the cars sharp- 
ly, and if they find a car carries even 
one more passenger than Its proper 
complement the conductor {fs fined 72 
cents, which is paid to a charity fund 
of the street railway company.—Phila- 
delphia Press. 


Salt and Horse Radish. 

Some people care for nothing but 
lemon on raw oysters, but there are 
others who desire horse radish. Usual- 
ly such folk regard the strongest horse 
radish as the best, but an experienced 
vender of the condiment poohpoohs 
this point of view. 

“Why should the strong horse radish 
be considered good?” says he. “It 
brings tears to your eyes and lifts the 
top of your head off and makes you 
want to sneeze. It has no taste what- 
ever. The mild horse radish, that which 
has stood awhile, is the best and pleas- 
antest always. 

“There is nothing so foolish as to 
think that the strong, biting kind is 
the fresh—that is the reason why it is 
preferred to the mild sort—for the very 
stalest, weakest horse radish can be 
made in 20 minutes strong enough to 
blow your head off. All you need to 
do is to add salt to It. Try this some 
time. Just take any old horse radish, 
dump in a spoonful of salt and then 
notice the difference. I don’t know 
why salt should have such a powerful 
effect on the stuff, but no doubt a 
chemist could tell you that.”—Philadel- 
phia Record.

A Derbyshire man, accompanied by 
his wife, happened to be traveling in a 
train when, near Stafford, a collision 
occurred.

A Natural Bridge In Arizona, 

Natural bridge, on Pine creek, in the 
northern part of Gila county, is one of 
the greatest natural curiosities in the 
United States, equaling if not sur- 
passing the Natural bridge of Virginia. 
It spans the creek at a height of about 
200 feet, and the walls of the canyon 
rise above it on either side 700 or 800 
feet and on one side form a perpendic- 
ular precipice. The bridge is of lime 
formation, and the inside of the great 
arch, which is some 250 feet across, 
is worn by the water as smooth as 
though ehiseled by the skillful hand 
of a stonemason. The arch on top is 
nearly, if not quite, 400 feet in width, 
1,000 feet in length across the canyon 
and at the thinnest part only six feet 
through. About the center of the arch 
is a hole large enough to admit the 
body of a man and through which one 
can look down into the crystal pool of 
water 200 feet below.—Globe (A. T.)

The government's defense as put forth 
by Mr. Balfour at Manchester has pro- 
duced a disagreeable impression upon 
the country. The Standard, Times and 
St. James Gazette join in the almost 
unanimous metropolitan and provincial 
gisapproval of the government's ex- 
planations. 

Great Britain's losses since the war 
began are fast approaching 8000. A war 
office compilation of casualties, issued 
last evening, shows a total of 7213—1027 
killed, 3675 wounded and 2511 missing. 
These do not include 140 who have suc- 
cumbed to disease nor the casualties at 
Ladysmith last Saturday. 

The Daily Graphic makes the follow- 
ing statement regarding the seizures 
cf German vessels by British warships; 
Germany has addressed two notes to 
the British foreign office, challenging 
Great Britain's right to detain any ves- 
sels travelling between two neutral 
ports. These notes have been duly an- 
swered. The queen's government find 
themselves wholly unable to acquiesce 
in Germany's contention. Germany 
cited a case in support of her contention, 
but, on examination, this so-called pre- 
cedent proved to be quite inapplicable 
to the seizure under discussion. The 
correspondence between the two gov- 
ernments rests there, pending a decision 
by the prize court.

Expert’s Opinion of Letters Signed Roland 8.| Teacher of Painting and 


Molineux. H. Cornish and H. C. Barnet. 

New York, Jan. 10.—Dr. 
Frazer, a geologist, chemist and hand- 
writing expert of Philadelphia, was the 
first witness in the Molineux trial yester- 
day. In answer to questions by the 
prosecuting attorney, he said: “I have 
come to the conclusion, and it is my opin- 
ion, that the author of the letters signed 
Roland Molineux is also the author of 
the letters signed H. Cornish and H. C. 
Barnet.” 

In making his comparisons, Mr. Frazer 
said that he wished it understood that he 
made no use of the so-called solicited 
specimens of the defendant's handwrit- 
ing, obtained while he was under sus- 
picion. lie had used, he said, only 
specimens of Molineux’s writing which 
were done prior to Mrs. Adams’ death. 
Mr. Frazer said that he believed Mol- 


ineux wrote the address on the poison | 


package wrapper for the fol!owing rea- 
fons: 

First, 21 characteristics found in the 
soneceded Molineux writings were found 
in the writing on the poison package; 
second, the deficiencies, where they exist, 
are those which would naturally be 
adopted for the purpose of disguise, and 
third, the microscopical examination of 
the ink lines of the conceded writings 
and the address on the poison package 
show the same structure in both, the 
swelling and deviations caused by nerve 
tremor when highly magnified are the 
Same, and the characteristics pf the 
margin and edge lines are the same. 
Thes resemblances, Professor Frazer 
said, were more than could ac- 
counted for by accident. 

In stating his reasons for his conclu- 
sion that the writer of the conceded 
Molineux exhibits wrote also the so- 
called Barnet and Cornish letters ex- 
hibited, Mr. Frazer said that a great 
number of characteristics were found 
to be the same thing in all the writings. 
A comparison with some undoubted 
Writings of Barnet and Cornish, he said, 
had convinced him that neither Barnet 
nor Cornish had written the address 
on the poison package. 

Mr. Frazer said that no single one of 
the characteristics enumerated by him 
could be used as a sole basis upon which 
to formulate a conclusion. It was not 
one characteristic alone, or the frequent 
recurrence of that characteristic that 
could be used to form an opinion. But it 
was the fact that there were so many, 
and that they could all be traced through 
the admitted and disputed writings, and 
that they occurred dozens and sometimes 
hundreds of times when all the writings 
in evidence were studied from a micro- 
scopic standpoint. The rest of Professor 
Frazer's testimony was devoted to a 
detailed study of the handwriting. 

The only other witness of the day, 
Augustus F, R. Martin, paying teller 
of the Essex County National bank of 
Newark, N. J., identified the handwrit- 
ing on the poison package as that of 
Molineux, who had a deposit at his bank 
for some years.

I therefore request all parents in 
whose household a birth has occurred in the 
year 1899, to place upon a paper or card the re- 
quired information, and keep it in a convenient 
place until the canvasser appears.

| If the above accurately outlines Eng- 
land's policy as regards food in war 
times, it is pointed out that it may prove 
a terrible boomerang to her later.

guarantee against starvation, would be 
her assurance that ample food supplies 
could reach her trom the United States 
under our neutral flag. In a quite 
|} conceivable conjuncture it might be- 
| come for England a matter of life and 
death to see upheld the principle, first, 
| that free ships make free geods, and, 
| Secondly, that food is not a contraband 


of war. 
| It is true that during the first 15 years 
of this century England invariably 


| treated food as contraband, but neither 

she nor any other country has done so 

since the promulgation of the treaty of 
| Paris. No doubt, the food which keeps 
|a soldier alive is quite as indispensable 
| to him as the rifle with which he fires 
| or the cartridge with which he loads It. 
| It was upon this theory that during 
her Wars against the French republic 
and empire England tried to starve out 
| the French, 


| Now, however, the situation is al- 
|tered. France and Germany are,well- 
{nigh self-supporting. as regards food 


| supplies, and Russia actually has a sur- 
| plus of them for export. England, on 
! the contrary, depends upon outsiders for 
|a great preponderance of the food she 
[apes It is, doubtless, possible, just 
now, that the food supplies of the Trans 
vaal and Orange Free Stateare growing 
short, but the Boer8 are still incom- 
|parably better off from this point of 

view than the inhabitants of Great Brit- 
; ian would be in the course ofa few weeks 
| after the.outbreak of a waravith contl- 
nental powers, in case the shipment of 
grain from the United States were 
stopped, on the ground either that free 
ships do not make free goods, or that 
food must be considered contraband of 
war. 

It was impossible for the British for- 
eign office to defend the seizure of Amer-

egregious blunder on the part of a coun- 
try, which, in event of a war with the 
continental powers, would be mainly, de- 
pendent for its food supplies on neutral 
powers. If England cannot defeat the 
| Boers without establishing such a fatal 
precedent, says a diplomat, it would be 
better for her future security to recall 
her soldiers from South Africa, and ac- 
knowledge the absolute independence of 
the Transvaal.

National Oity Bank Matier and Custom House 
Transter Explained by Gage. 
‘Washington, Jan. 11.—Secretary.Gage's 
answer to the resolutions of inquiry sent 
to him by both house and senate chiefs 
regarding the relations of thetreasury 
and -the Natignal City bank of New 
York was gent to the Capitol yesterday. 

The. secretary’s answer to the main 
question is very simple. The National 
City bank, so far from receiving any 
favors at hig-hands in connection with 
the~disiribution-of-the receipts of -in- 
ternal revenue, has been actually left 
considerably in the lurch, although the 
first and largest depositors of bonds. 
The treasury took that course because, 
as thé’ bank was to be the general de- 
pository, it was deemed wise to make 
sure of the balance being alwaysin favor 
of the government. 

As to the payment made by the bank 
Qn account of the purchase price of the 
old custom ‘house building and the de- 
Posit of this cheque with the bank itself, 
the deposit was as abundantly covered 
by bond security as any of the other 
government deposits. -The point that the 
money was not first put into the treas- 
ufy falls to the ground in the light of 
the comptroller’s decisions and precedent 
showing that in all cases except receipts 
from customs money is constructively 
in the treasury as soon as it passes un- 
der the control of the treasurer of the 
United States and he assumes reeponsi- 
bility for it. It does not need to go 
physically into the underground vaults 
of the treasury building. This was the 
case, with the payment made on pur- 
chase account by the City bank and the 
‘redeposit in the bank was as much a 
matter of discretion with the treasury 
authorities as their deposits of internal 
revenue receipts, against the legality of 
which nobody has thought of raising 2 
question. 

The text of his reply, which is an ex- 
haustive exposition of the management 
of that branch of the treasury finances 
under his administration relating to na- 
tional bank depositories, contains about 
$000 words, which is supplemented by 
special reports. from department of- 
ficials relative toespecial inquiries in the 
resolutions, including copies of over 
1000 letters on the subject under consid- 
eration.

THE WORK OF CENSORS 


Prevents Faets Coneerning the War 
Being Transmitted by Mail, 


Transportation Is a Serious 
Question For British. 


Report That War Office Has Decided to Fall 
Back Upon Expanding Bullets. 


London, Jan. 12.—The newspapers were 
reconciled during the early days of the 


granted that full narratives sent by mail 
would supply all deficiencies. Forsome 
weeks, however, even the mail corre- 
spondence that has arrived in London 
has shown signs of habitual scissoring 
by the censor. Pages are renumbered 


without chronological or logical con- 
nection, leaving the happenings de- 
scribed quite unintelligible in many 


cases. The editors, acting possibly in 
concert, are laying these facts before the 
public and insisting that they be per- 
mitted to know and to print the facts. 
The Daily Mail formally accuses the war 
office of ‘“‘doctoring” in editing official 
dispatches before their issuance and 
cites particulars, The Daily Chronicle 
avers that there seems to be an official 
conspiracy against letting the truth be 
known, 

Although the number of deaths from 
dysentery and entric fever at Lady- 
smith have been published by the war 
office since Saturday’s fight, nothing has 
been given out regarding the losses in 
the engagement. The war office as- 
serts that it has nothing to give out. 

Arm-chair critics, who, in the absence 
of reportorial or official descriptions 
from the seat of war, pour forth pages 
of conjecture and opinion, conclude that 
not much is to be expected of the Brit- 
ish hosts in South Africa until Lord 
Roberts shall have had plenty of time 
to think and fresh levies shall have ar- 
rived. Time is working now for the 
Boers. Each day makes more difficult 
the three beleagured positions: 


Lord Roberts finds his troops on the 
defensive from the Tugela to the Mod- 
der if the scant dispatches available 
speak the truth. From Buller’s camp 
continue to come hints of a movement 
impending, but the inactivity of his 
troops on Saturday, when Ladysmith 
was in extremity, and the fact.of 
Lord Roberts’ arrival, seem to negative 
action until such time as the new com- 
mander-in-chief shall have looked over 
the ground. If White should be again 
assaulted and “hard pressed” Buller 
may move, hoping to avail himself of 
the oppcrtunity he failed to take Satur- 
day, when the Boer lines on the Tugela 
were weakened for the assault on Lady- 
smith. 

The clamor against the government 
continues in England, but until the re- 
assembling of varliament it can result 
in little else than talk. 

A matter iat absolute silence 
is ny ed is the extent to which the 
orse sickness igs ravaging among the 
animals with the British army south of 
the Tugela. It is some weeks since 
glanders and the rinderpest were said to 
be causing great losses of horses, and 
there is certainly some such cause at 
work to prevent more active operations 
on the part of General Builer than he 
has appeared disposed to undertake 
since his repulse at Colenso, three weeks 
ago. The calls that are being made 
upon India to supply horses prove that 
both the cavalry and artilléry, as well 
as the transport service, is In urgent 
need of animals, which would explain 
the inadequate efforts made to reach 
Ladysmith, 

It is this question of transport that Is 
going to be the gravest which the Brit- 
ish will have to face, and that may be 
decisive of the campaign, particularly as 
this and next month are the two worst 
In the season for the horse sickness. 


While a good deal of criticism is being 
wasted on the strategy and tactics of 
the generals, no one seems to have 
pointed out the neglect of the transport 
service in the British army as one of 
the main causes of its present troubles. 
Two army corps, on paper, were said 
to he always ready to embark for foreign 
service quicker than the shipping could 
be provided for them, but in no case 
during the past 50 years has a British 
army gone into the field with an ade- 
quate transport service. It always had 
to be improvised at the last moment 
at an enormous cost, was invariably 
inefficient, and generally failed at a 
critical moment. The fault, perhaps, 
is not in the men of today at the head of 
the war department, but in the system 
sanctioned by parliament, under which 
one of the most incompetent chiefs it 
has almost ever had was allowed to re- 
main for a long series of years at the 
head of the army, because he was a rel- 
ative of the sovereign.

New York, Jan. 12.—The Molineux trial 
commenced yesterday with William A. 
Maguire, formerly aistenographer in the 
employ of Weeks & Brattle, on the 
stdnd. Mrs. Fiorence E. Rogers, the 
daughter of Mrs, Kate J. Adams, was 
afterwards called to the witness stand, 

Mrs. Rogers said she was married 14 
years ago and had lived with her mother 
practically’ever since her marriage un- 
til her mother’s death. Asked to state 
what occurred on the day of her mother's 
death, Mrs. Rogers said: 

“I rose at the usual time, and, on going 
out of my bedroom, found my mother 
suffering froma headache. Ithoughtof 
the bromo seltzer which Mr. Cornish had 
and went to the door of his room and 
asked him if he would not let me have 
some for my mother. He gave me the 
bottle and my mother drank it. 

“A moment later she was taken vio- 
lently ill and almost fainted. I called 
for Mr. Cornish and he came out. We 
ealled in Dr. Hitchcotk and he gave her 
an injection; a hypodermic syringe was 
used, I think. There was something 
said about using a stomach pump, but 
Dr. Hitchcock said that shé had vomited 
So much that there was nothing on her 
stomach.

After 
he came Dr. Hitchcock called me out of 
the room and told me my mother was 
very sick.

skeptical as to its merits, says The 
Medical Record. There can be little 


doubt that the sympathetic physician 
is the one best calculated to lead his 
patient to recovery. Again, in many 
diseases the good that may be wrought 
to the sufferer by the agency of mental 
suggestion undeniable. Professor 
J. M. Baldwin, referring to this fact in 
connection with insomnia, says: 

“In experimenting upon the possibili- 
ty of suggesting sleep to another I 
have found certain strong reactive in- 
fluences upon my own mental condi- 
tion. Such an effort which involves 
the picturing of another as asleep is a 
strong auto-suggestion of sleep, taking 
effect in my own in about five 
minutes if the conditions be kept con- 
stant. The more clearly the patient's 
esleep is pictured the stronger becomes 
the subjective feeling of drowsiness. 
An unfailing cure for insomnia, speak- 
ing for myself, is the persistent effort 
to put some one else asleep by hard 
thinking of the end in view, with a 
continued gentle movement, such 
stroking the other with the hand.”

Dr. E. C. Spitzka of New York has 
recently given some really remarka- 


ble instances of the power of mental 
suggestion. He cites the well known 
fact that the mortality from wounds 
and diseases in a defeated army cam- 
pared with a victorious army is as 
to 3 and even 3 to 2. He also refers 
to the incontrovertible fact that per- 
sons in robust health have been known 
to die apparently of starvation after 
being without food for from three to 
five days. Dr. Spitzka is of the opin- 
jon that these individuals did not die 
of actual starvation, but from the 
physical effects of the hunger. The 
proof of this contention lies in the fact 
that persons have been known to fast 
of their free will for more than 40 
days without injuring their constitu- 
tions to any appreciable extent. 

Many examples establishing the truth 
of this statament might be given, but it 
will be sufficient to quote one from Dr. 
Spitzka’s paper. He says: 

“In the graver form of hysteria, 
when loss of sensation occurs in ex- 
actly one-half of the body, you can lay 
a piece of tinted paper on the sensitive 
side, then suggesting it to be a mustard 
plaster a red area will appear on the 
corresponding unsensitive side.  Blis- 
ters’ of such a character that scars 
have permanently remained from them 
have been produced in similar cases by 
the same method.” 

The medical profession, it appears 
more than likely, has not as yet wholly 
appreciated the advantages to be de- 
rived from the employment of mental 
suggestion.

The American Academy of Railway 
Surgeons is moving in the direction of 
miking railroad cars more healthful. 
It long has been felt by the profession 
that reform in the hygiene of railway 
travel is imperatively needed, and the 
hew movement promises to be both ac- 
tive and effective. It is shown that the 
material used in furnishing railway 
coaches—plushes and velvet cushions, 
woolens and draperies of every kind— 
afford the best possible nest for the 
protection and preservation of germs, 
and they are also the most difficult to 
clean. It is now recommended that 
cars be finished and furnished with a 
smooth surfaced material, like hard- 
wood or leather, which, while capable 
of being quickly cleaned, will lend it- 
self to the most tasteful afrangement. 
Not only should plush, velvet and dra- 
pery be almost entirely done away 
with, but there should be less emboss- 
ing and carving in the ornamentation 
of the cars. The tendency in this coun- 
try in the matter of decoration is to ex- 
travagance, and in railway cars this 
overelaboration greatly increases the 
labor of keeping the cars clean.

BULLER ON THE MOVE, 


Has Advanced to Springfield After 
Having. Dislodged the Boers, 


Latter’s Strength Augmented 
by Cape Colonists. 


Londoners Are Treated to a Most Remarkable 


Scene of Enthusiasm. 


London, Jan. 13.—Dispatches from 
South Africa indicate that General Bul- 
ler is making a desperate effort to get to 
Ladysmith. Having found the Beer 
position in front of him on the Tuge’a 
river too strong to take by a frontal at- 
tack, he decided to advance by a round- 
about way. 

General Buller’s announcement of his 
forward movement of Thursday is in- 
terpreted as meaning that he has passed

From General Buller’s dispatch, 
coupled with the fact that unofficial in- 
telligence from the seat of war has vir- 
tually ceased since Monday, the deduc- 
tion is drawn that important operations 
are in progress, as he cannot move far 
without going against the Boer 
trenchments. 

The death lists from entric fever and 
dysentery at Ladysmith, averaging from 
Six to 10 daily, are considered more 
serious than the 420 casualties of Sat- 
urday’s fight, as they indicate the 
frightful insanitary condition of the be- 
leagured town. A letter from Lady- 
smith, dated Dec. 7, says that even then 
90 out of 540 men in the battalion of 
which the writer was a member were 
sick with dysentery or entric fever, and, 
according to a dispatch to The Daily 
Chronicle, dated Jan. §, the putients 
and attendants in Tombi cemp, where 
the hospital is, then numbered 2800. 

An apparently well-informed corre- 
spondent of The M -rning Post says: 

“The Boer strength, originally 83,0060 
men, is now heavily augmented by Cape 
Colonists, and the enemy's fghting 
forces may be estimated fairly ct i¢0.- 
000 menand 206guns. The Boers are not 
compelled to guard the communicitions, 
Their grass is good, the crops are grow- 
ing, vegetables, cattle and sheep are 
plenty, and game is abundant.” 

2emarkable scenes of patriotism were 
witnessed in London last evening after 
a short service held for the volunteers 
in St. Paul's cathedral. The vast 
audience was slow to disperse. Ladies 
stood upon the chairs, beckoning and 
calling to brothers, sons and friends in 
the ranks, the latter signalling back.

TWENTY GRAINS OF POISON. 


Professor Witthaus Thinks That Was the 
Amount Swallowed by Mrs. Adams. 
New York, Jan. 13.—Friday’s proceed- 
ings in the trial of Roland B. Molineux 
were begun by recalling to the witness 
Stand Harry S. Cornish and Mrs. Flor- 
Eva to identify the glass 

from which Mrs. Adams drank. 

Dr. Witthaus, the chemist, had pro- 
duced this glass in court to tell of the 
analysis he had made of its contents, 
Cornish was not able to say where the 
glass was piasted immediately after Mrs. 
Adams drank. Mrs. Rogers testified 

| that she was certain the poison glass 
had been placed in a locked china closet 
and not disturbed until given to the 
police. She was shown the glass, and 
said that to the best of her knowledge it 
Was the from which Mrs. Adams 
drank, 

The next witness, Herman J. White of 
Cincinnati, said he had obtained from a 
medical firm in that city exhibits ‘G,”

he received the poison glass from tle 
police and had analyzed its contents.

He told next of aa 
examination of Mrs. Adams’ stomach 
tissue, by which he found 3% grains of 
cyanide of mercury. Altogether, ‘in 
Mrs. Adams’ body he found a little over

Lively Demonstration at St. Louis.

Middletown, N. Y., Jan. 13.—Dr. Will- 
jam T. Jones of Pine Bush has been held 
on a warrant issued by Coroner Decker, 
charged with the killing of Charles 
Lewis, his colored driver and cook. The 
death of Lewis was at first reported as 
a suicide, but the coroner’s inquest re- 
vealed circumstantial evidence against 
Dr. Jones so pronounced that the cor- 
oner decided to hold him.

BOER KINDNESS TO PRISONERS. 


How Captured British Are Being 
Cared For at Pretoria—Boers 
They Won't 
Any 


Say 
Exchange Officers at 
It Feels Be 
Trapped—A Grim Picture,

The following extract from a British 
soldier's letter to his father is taken 
from the London Chronicle. Second 
Lieutenant C. E. Kinahan of the 
Royal Irish fusileers, writing to his 
father, Mr. G. P. Kinahan, Bagshott, 
from Staatsmodel Schule, Pretoria, 
says: 

“We were all taken prisoners, togeth- 
er with the Gloucester regiment and a 
battery of mountain artillery, which 
accounts for us being in Pretoria so 
soon. We went out at night to occupy 
a hill right in the midst of the enemy 
in order to protect White's flank for an 
intended attack next day. Everybody 


knew that to be able to relieve us he} 
would have to be entirely successful, | 


and from what we hear he was not. 
As we were going up the hill in the 
dark a small party of Boers dashed 
through our ammunition mules, caus- 
ing them to stampede. By this move 
we lost all our mules, 200, and with 
them all our ammunition and artillery. 
We started fighting at 5 a. m., and in 


a few hours’ time the Boers were fir-| 


ing on us from all four sides, until by 
2 o'clock they were firing at about 200 
yards’ range and doing fearful execu- 
tion. You don’t know what it means 
shooting at a Boer. He is behind a 
rock, and all you can ever see is his 
rifle sticking out. For the last hour 
of the fight I had a rifle and ammuni- 
tion which | took from a dead man 
and blazed away for all | was worth. 
Then we fixed bayonets and prepared 
for a rush, when the cease fire sound- 
ed. 
except two officers killed and eight 
wounded, and marched to the Boer 
laager and sent off that night to a sta- 
tion 20 miles distant in wagons. While 
we were in their laager they treated 
us extremely well and gave us food 
and tobacco. All you read about the 
Boers in England is absolutely untrue. 
They are most kind to the wounded 
and prisoners, looking after them as 
well as their own wounded, and any- 
thing they've got they will give you if 
if they deprive 


you ask them, even 
themselves. 
“We came up to Pretoria in first 


class sleeping carriages, and the way 
they treated us was most considerate, 
feeding us and giving us coffee every 
time we stopped. The day we arrived 
we took up quarters on the race course, 
but we kave been moved into a fine 


brick building, with baths, electric 
light, ete. They provide us with every- 
thing, from clothes down to tooth- 


brushes. 
are coustantly getting presents of veg- 
etables and cigars from private people. 
In fact, we can have everything we 
like except our liberty. For some rea- 
son or other they won't at present give 
us parole, and we are surrounded by 
sentries. There are close upon 50 offi- 
cers in this building, and they have got 
any number of wounded ones in differ- 
ent places. They say they won't ex- 
change the officers at any price.” 

An exciting bit of outpost work is de- 
scribed in a letter from Private Albert 
James, serving with the mounted in- 
fantry, says The Westminster Gazette: 

“Another of our fellows who was out 
scouting came across a nigger minding 
some sheep, or pretending to be any- 
way, and he had an Express rifle with 
him. So our chap loads his own rifle 
in the saddle, gallops up to him, dis- 
mounts and covers him with it, makes 
him put his rifle down and then go 
back a step or two. Our chap then 
goes and picks it up, questions him on 
different things, and he tells him there 
are no Boers knocking about. He is 
going to take him prisoner when all of 
a sudden he hears voices shouting 
‘Dick’ and ‘Joe.’ So he leaves his pris- 
oner and goes up toward the rocks un- 
til he is in speaking distance of them. 
Then he sees he has been led into a 
trap, and he mounts again and rides 
for his life. You can tell what shots 
they are. There were, I'll swear, at 
least 50 shots fired after him at ran- 
dom, and not one hit the mark. 

“That was the commencement of the 
firing and we had to gallop and go as 
bard as ever our horses could take us} 
over ground you would scarcely be- 
lieve a horse could walk on. It was 
full of holes—some like rabbit holes,

He was waited on by dele- 
gates of the Democratic state committee 
and asked if his informal declination of 
the nomination was final. They urged 
that it was his duty to the state De- 
mocracy to accept the nomination and 
make the race. The mayor replied that 
there were plenty of good men who would 
make acceptable candidates, and he 
must decline. As a result of Mayor 
Harrison’s action, friends of former 
Vice President Stevenson are urging him 
to accept the nomination. 


Thought to Be the Falk. 

Halifax, Jan. 15.—It si reported here 
that the steamer wrecked in St. Mary’s 
bay, N. F., is the Falk, and that she has 
a black and’red smokestack, with a 
black diamond.

Ex-Minister Barrett’s of 


Speech Delivered by Senator Hoar, 


Opinion 


Was Forwarded to Hong Kong 
at Very Heavy Expense. 


Was Published and Then Freely Distributed 
Among the Filipino Troops. 


Chicago, Jan. 15.—Senator Hoar for the 
first time was publicly named at Lake 
Forest university by John Barrett, ex- 
United States minister to Siam, as the 
United States senator whose anti-ex- 
pansion speech was cabled to Hong Kong 
and subsequently put in the hands of 
the Filipino soldiers, causing, as Mr. 
Barrett believed, the open insurrection. 

Frequently this speech and its pre- 
sumed effect have been mentioned, and 
the reading public has connected the 
name of Senator Hoar with it, and it is 
probable that Mr. Barrett would not 
have used the lawmaker’s name on this 
occasion had he not been facing an au- 
dience known to be largely hostile to the 
administration's policy in the Oriental 
islands. 

It appeared further from the ex-min- 
ister’s speech that the government has 
discovered privately the stages by which 
the anti-expansion address reached Lu- 
zon. 

There was much interest as to the 
reception Mr. Barrett's speech would 
meet. At the close of the meeting he 
was cheered, and the audience of several 
hundred people waited in line to shake 
hands with him. 

In the course of his address, which 
Was on the general subject of the Phil- 
ippines, the speaker said it had been 
discovered in the government investiga- 
tion that Senator Hoar’s speech was 
cabled in cipher and in fragments to 
Paris, where it was put together and 
forwarded to Hong Kong. The message 
included several thousand words, and 
the cost for transmission was said to 
have been $4000. It interested the gov- 
ernment to know what friends the Fil- 
ipinos had at this time, who were in a 
position to send the message. 

“T was In Hong Kong at the time,” 
said Mr. Rarrett, and I remember the 
incident distinctly. Iwas coming down 
stairs in the hotel when I met the presi- 
dent of the Hong Kong junta, and he 
had in his hand the long dispatch he 
had just received. It gavea large part 
of Senator Hoar’s speech in full, anda 
summary of the rest ofit. Iasked the 
president what he was going to do with 
it, and he told me that he meant to send 
it to the officers of the army in the Phil- 
ippines. He was urged not to do it, 
but he protesied that it had been printed 
in the United States, and was public 
property. Four days after that had 
been delivered it was in the hands of 
those who saw an opportunity to make 
political capital of it. The speech was 
published and distributed among the 
soldiers, and I believe it was the cul- 
minating influence that brought about 
the open insurrection. This speech, 
you must remember, was delivered be- 
fore there was an open insurrection.” 

Won't Notice Statements. 

Washington, Jan. 15.—Senator Hoar 
last night declined to take any notice of 
the statements attributed to Mr. Barrett, 
ex-minister to Siam, in an address on 
the Philippine question. The senator 
said that General Otis’ reports give the 
fullest account of the events that led to 
hostilities, and that he expects, as he has 
already given notice, to deal with the 
whole matter in the senate. 


Set a Bad Example. 

Lynn, Mass., Jan. 15.—Two special 
police» officers who were employed for 
Saturday night duty in Central square 
by several of the merchants doing bus!- 
ness in that locality, it is alleged, be- 
came very much under the influence of 
liquor Saturday night and attracted the 
attention of a crowd of men and boys, 
who chased them all around the square. 
They were finally taken to the police 
station, where the city’ marshal de- 
prived them of their badges and buttons 
and then sent them to their homes. 


Was an Authority on Hygeine. 

Newport, R. I., Jan. 15.—Dr. Charles A 
Seigfried, medical inspector, U. S. N., in 
charge of the naval hospital at the 
"Jnited States training station here, died 
yesterday from pneumonia. He was 50 
years old. He was an authority on 
hygiene, and his writings on hygiene and 
sanitation are accepted as standard 
works. His last term of sea service was 
on the battleship Massachusetts. 


Medical Men Puzzied. 

Montreal, Jan. 15.—Eva Roch, the 
famous French-Canadian sleeping girl, 
has been awake for a few minutes, dur- 
ing which she asked for a drink of cider, 
but is now again in a sleep or trance. 
The doctors say she cannot live this time. 
She fell asleep on Christmas evening. 
Last year she fell asleep at about the 
same time and slept for 28 days.

THE PHILIPPINE QUESTION 


Very Likely to Consume Considerable Time In 
Both Branches of Congress This Week. 


Washington, Jan. 15.—The senate will 


today resume consideration of the 
Pettigrew resolution making request for 
certain information concerning the be- 


ginning o e war in the Philippines. 
This will be succeeded at 2 o'clock by a 
speech on the financial bill by Senator 
Rawlings of Utah, if the present pro- 
gram is followed, 

Senator Pettigrew will continue his 
speech on the Philippine resolution, and 
after he concludes, Senator Berry of Ar- 
kansas will take the floor for a general 
speech on the Philippine problem, it 
sufficient time remains of the morning 
hour. When the Pettigrew resolution 
is disposed of, the Hoar resolution will 
supply food for talk each day in the 
morning hour, and after that the Hale 
resolution, concerning the seizure of 
American goods by Great Britain, wil 
be taken up. 

It is Senator Aldrich's announced pur- 
pose to press consideration of the finan- 
cial bill each day after the conclusion 
of the morning hour, but ft is not prob- 
able that he will succeed in securing 
a daily speech on that subject. Senator 
Teller probably will speak some time 
during the week, after Senator Rawlings 
concludes. It is also understood that 
Senator Daniel will be heard soon on 
the question of the finances. Other ad- 
dresses on this subject will come later. 

The consideration of the Samoan 
treaty, in executive session, will be re- 
sumed if the legislative work permits, 
and Senators Bacon and Money will 
make speeches in opposition to it. It 
is also probable that the report in the 
Quay case may be presented late in the 
week. 

The house will plunge into the routine 
work of the session this week. Most of 
the time, excepting Friday, which ha 
been set apart for paying tribute to the 
memory of the late Vice President Ho- 
bart, wil! be devoted to consideration of 
appropriation bills. 


It is expected that both the urgent de- 
ficiency and the pension appropriation 
bill will be passed this week. The for- 


mer, containing as it does many millions 
for the army and navy, may raise the 
whole question as to the insurrection In 
the Philippines, with its allied Issues, 
and lead toa very protracted debate. 

How far the Republican leaders will 
allow the debate to run has not yet been 
determined, but if the Democrats are 
insistent and persistent they can hardly 
refuse them several days in.view of the 
large amount of the appropriations In- 
volved. The pension appropriation bill 
is also likely to cause some spirited de- 
bate, owing to the disposition én certain 
quarters to criticise the conduct v@ the 
pension office. Attempts doubtless wi 
be made to legislate upon the Dill re- 
versals of some of the pension commis- 
sioners’ rulings, but as all such legis- 
lation is subject toa point of order ft will 
fail. There is no present prospect that 
the Roberts case will get into the house 
before next week.

Roberts Reports “No Change 
In the Situation.” 


Campaign at a Standstill, So For as Fresh 


News Is Concerned. 


London, Jan. 15.-The Modder 
River battle, with its many dra- 
matic incidents, its heavy losses, its 


long duration, proves a never failing 
topic for the war correspondent lucky 
enough to have witnessed it. Julian 
Ralph, in The Daily Mail, gives a 
lengthy and vivid account of this en- 
gagement. Speaking of the Boer losses, 
this correspondent declares: 

“First in the mind of the Boer is the 
desire to hide his dead and to lie about 
their number. It is from their own that 
they most desire to hide the truth. The 
prisoners we took all said that only 18 
had been killed, but the deserters said 
the loss of life was very great, and that 
in the river alone 100 were sunk with 
weights. For my part, I shall not be 
surprised if we learn some day that in 
killed alone the Boers lost quite 300. 

“After every battle the veldt had been 
dotted with Boer horses in consequence 
of the custom of bringing two horses for 
each well-to-do man, and in conse- 
quence of the loss of riders by death and 
wounding. But both previous battle- 
fields combined showed no such number 
of riderless horses as Modder River. 
There were literally hundreds of them. 
I had lost mine in the fight, but in the 
first half hour of the next morning I took 
my choice of four and might have made 
my pick from a hundred, saddled and 
bridled, before I had gone half over the 
field. 

“One word as to that phase of their 
warfare which must be touched upon, in 
justice, in every account we correspon- 
dents write of it. With my own eyes I 
saw the vutt-putt gun and the fire of the 
sharpshooters trained upon our ambu- 
lances three times, and upon our 
stretcher bearers on innumerable oc- 
casions—in fact, whenever they rose to 
their feet (on the right of the line) and 
attempted to perform their work.” 

Ralph relates with the feeling of one 
who suffered the hardships w hich lack 
of2 water impose th 


mg chneir march tow ards Kimberley. 
ow e never joke about water now,” he 
says. ‘The first time we really appre- 
ciated it we were starting out frem 
Orange River. We were marching and 
watching the day break. In breaking it 
seemed to rend the earth’s blanket of 
atmosphere and let the sun’s heat out 
upon us as if we were s0 many thou- 
sand stokers in the broiling belly of a 
ship. 

“On and on we marched, in heavy sand, 
or over stones, or stumbling across fur- 
rowed ground—all gasping like fishes 
thrown on a beach. 


“At first our Hps dried and cracked, 
then our mouths parched, and finally 
our throats became asif they were 
coated with plaster of paris. The hair 
shrivelled on our hands and our feet 
grew dry as devilled bones. Here and 
there a man fell forward on his hands| 
and knees or stumbled out of the ranks 
and lurched prone on the veldt. 


“We came to Finchams, a yellow 
Spanish looking house, all set about 
with trees. In and out of its yard 


horses and mules passed in scores, and 
behind the house the Tommies crowded 
like bees around a honey pot, filling their 
cloth-clad bottles out of a stone tank, 
while other Tommies walked round and 
round a sort of windlass that pumped 
new water into the tank, 

“Every man filled his bottle, emptied 
it down his throat and filled it again. 
A water mania, a thirst madness, was 
upon the army. We paddled in spilled 
Water, and the sounds it made in pour- 
ing, gurgling and splashing were as deli- 
cate music to all our ears. 

“We have learned what war is, and 
more about the Boer than we knew a 
month ago; but, above all, we have 
learned the value of water.” 


Lord Roberts’ enigmatical announce- 
ment, “No change in the situation,” does 
nothing to allay publicanxiety or to ex- 
plain the mystery surrounding General 
Buller’s movements on the Tugela, and, 
although there is a disposition to re- 
gard the dispatch as disposing of Sat- 
urday’s adverse rumors, the week has 
opened in 4 state of suspense almost 
equal to,that of last week, because it is 
recognized that failure in General Bul- 
ler’s present attempt would seal the fate 
of Ladysmith. 

Presumably, “no change in the situa- 
tion” refers to previous dispatches sent 
to the war office, which have not yet 
been revealed to the public. Except the 
announcement of the seizure of Pot- 
gieter’s drift and of the advance of Gen- 
eral Warren, there has been no news 
from the Tugela for a week. A ray of} 
hope is in the fact that the same silence 
prevails on the Boerside. Thusit may, 
perhaps, be fairly inferred that Genera] 
Buller has not yet met a serious check. 

If the announcement of General War- 
ten’s movement be correct, it is evident 
that General Buller’s forces are spread 
over a very wide front, perhaps 25 miles, 
and in the event of a sudden fall of the 
river, his operations might be full of dan- 
ger. It is believed that General Ruller 
has no good survey maps of the dis- 
trict. This will add to his difficulties. 

Sir Charles Warren's advance prob- 
ably means an attempt to seize Klang- 
wane Hill, the main post of the Boers 
eouth of the Tugela. Upon the success 
or failure of these operations depends 
the whole future of the campaign. -Un- 
til the result is known, Lord Roberts wil} 
be unable to decide how to dispose of 
the two divisions and the reinforce- 
ments now arriving. 

The news from other points is of no 
great importance. Boer accounts tell 
of another é4ortie from Kimberley, on 
Jan. 9, in the direction of Kanifer’s dam

Bastard’s Nek, mentioned in Lord 
Roberts’ dispatch as the locality of a 
reconnaissance, is northwest of Coles- 
burg. 

Doubts are beginning to be raised 
whether it will be possible to get any- 
thing like 10,000 yeomanry. Only a very 
small percentage of the applicants sat- 
isfy the standard of riding and shooting. 
A large number of officers from the 
Egyptian army have just left Cairo for 
South Africa, to replace those killed and 
wounded. 


A Pretoria dispatch says that Presi- 
dent Kruger, inthe course of a stirring 
address, just issued to the burghers, af- 
firms that providence is on their side, 
that their cause is just and that they 
must succeed. Reports from Colesburg 
represent the position there as favorable 
to the Boers, but that the British are 
concentrating for operations on a large 
scale. The official list of the Boer 
casualties, in what is called the Plat- 
Rand fight, on Saturday, Jan, 6 (the at- 
tack on Ladysmith), shows 26 killed and 
77 wounded. These figures are de- 
scribed as the first returns. 

The embargo at Delagoa bay upon the 
Transvaal imports is the question of the 
hour with the burghers. If this he not 
removed, it is asserted that steps will 
be taken prejudicial t6 prisoners and 
aliens. 


Cape Town advices say that the pro- 
ceedings for treason instituted against 
the Dutch colonials who were taken In 
arms at Sunnyside are being pressed. 
Witnesses have been interrogated and 
the preliminary examination before the 
magistrate will be held later. The trial 
will probably be conducted by the su- 
preme court. 

The colonial Dutch point out that these 
prosecutions will serve to make more 
rebels, as they consider the treatment 
of the prisoners designed to terrify them. 
Some Britons regard the prosecutions as 
impolitic, in view of the fact that the 
Boers are able to retaliate upon the 100 
British officers and the 2500 privates in 
their hands, and might do so unless all 
who fight in the Boer ranks are treated 
as prisoners of war. 


A Durban dispatch states that there 
is a Boer commando in Zambaan’'s coun- 
try, Sululand, within a day's march of 
the sea, with wagons. It is believed to 
be waiting for supplies and ammunition 
secretly landed near Delagoa bay. The 
Boers have looted all the stores and 
mines in the Swanziland territory, and,&

A special dispatch from the Hoofd 
Laager, at Ladysmith, dated Jan. 9, via 
Lourenzo Marquez, describing the as- 
sault on Jan. §6 upon Ladysmith, says: 

The British made no attempt to hold 
the first line of breastworks, but made 
an exceedingly stubborn resistance at 
the next row. Every inche was stub- 
bornly contested, and conspicuous bravy- 
ery was displayed on both sides. 

After 10 o'clock the British artillery 
fire slackened, and a terrible individual 
contest ensued among the riflemen for 
the possession of Plat-Randridg>. At 
noon a heavy thunderstorm interrupted 
the battle, lasting for two hours. 

Although the burghers succeeded i 
ultimately gaining possession of m 
of the British positions on the western 
side of the Plat-Rand they were finally 
obliged to retire from most of the ground 
they occupied. The British we 
strongly entrenched, their redoubts be- 
ing skillfully loopholed, and the com- 
bat was so close that rifles were fre- 
quently at arms’ length. It was a 
hand-to-hand encounter. The menon 
both sides fought like demons, and the 
horror and bewilderment of the scene 
could scarcely be paralleled.

Lord Lansdown, secretary of state 
for war, hase accepted the offer of Lord 
Strathcona, Canadian high commis- 
sioner in London, to provide, distinct 
from the Canadian contingents, a force 
of at least 400 mounted men from Man- 
itoba, Northwest Territory and Rritish 
Columbia, and to arm, equip and con- 
vey them to South Africa at his own 
expense. All will be expert marksmen, 
rough ridersand scouts. Itis estimated 
that the offer will involve an expenditure 
of $1,000,000. The war office regards 
Lord Strathcona’s proposal as an ex- 
traordinary proof of colonial patriotism. 

A dispatch to The Daily Mail, dated 
Jan. 12, from Pietermaritzburg, says: 
Sir Charles Warren marched with 1l,- 
000 men castward from Frere, by way of 
Weonen. His scouts found no sign of 
the enemy at Grobler’s Kloof, while 
Colenso was ascertained to be deserted. 
There are rumors that the Boerg are 
preparing to leave Natal, discouraged 
by the failure to reduce Ladysmith. All 
the coloniais and regulars have been 
placed under General Warren’s com- 
mand. Among the Free Staters killed 
in the attack on Ladysmith on Jan 6 
was Commandant DeVilliers, who, but 
for his well-known friendliness to Eng- 
land, would have been commander-in- 
chief of the Free State forces. 


A dispatch to The Times from Lourenzo 
Marquez says: The British consul has 
issued a notice warning British subjects 
against enlisting for service with the 
Boers trading with the republics, or 
treasonable conduct in the Transvaal. 

Herr Pott has protested against this 
notice as constituting an interference 
with the sovereign rights of Portugal. 

Five thousand Boers were sent from 
Natal last week to defend the Free State 
border and to resist the attacks of Gen- 
eral Gatacre and General French, which 
are causing some alarm. 

A leading Transvaaler says the Boers 
will make another desperate attempt to 
reduce Ladysmith.

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TERRIBLE HARDSHIPS | 


SHOWS RAPID GROWTH, 


Interesting Figures Concerning United 
States Agricultural Exports, 


Have Reached Annual Aver- 
age of $663,536,201. 


Great Britain. Germany and France Furnis 
Three Most Important Markets. 


Washington, Jan. 15—Frank H. 
Hitcheock, chief of the foreign markets 
division of the agricultural department, 
has prepared an interesting collection of 
figures showing for the first time the re- 
epective amounts of our agricultural ex- 
ports which go to the several countries 
of Europe and for other countries. 

The period covered is 1894 to 1898. The 
statement shows that the agricultural 
products exported from the United 
States during the five years had an aver- 
age annual value of $662,536,201. 

Of these enormous exports, about 60 
percent found a market in the United 
Kingdom and its various dependencies. 
The sui paid by the British people for 
the American farm produce purchased 
during the period mentioned reached as 
high as $403,958,954 a year. Great Britain 
alone took more than one-half of all our 
agricultural exports, the consignments 
credited to that country forming about 
the total shipments, and 
value of $362,- 


55 percent of 


having an average annual 
407,701. 
Germany, which ranks next to the 


United Kingdom, received about 13 per- 
cent of the exports for 1894-1898, the aver- 
age yearly value amounting to $86,320,274. 

France, with purchases that averaged 
$43,988,790 a year, or about 6.6 percent of 
the total, was the third country in im- 
portance. These three countries, the 
United Kingdom, Germany and France, 
received nearly 75 percent cf the total 
agricultural exports. 

After the three countries just men- 
tioned, the Netherlands, Belgium, Can- 
ada, Italy and Spain afforded the most 
important markets. The Netherlands 
bought 3.4 percent, Italy 2.2 percent and 


Spain 15 percent. The average annual 
values of ¢he eapers to these coun- 
tries were: Nethe rlands. $28. 312-Kl oe 
sium, rs. Canada, $23,020,157; 
levy, $14 24, and Spain, $9,761,870 
Brazil too 58,729; Cuba, $6,099,824;

The average yearly exports to Hong 
Kong were valued at $3,555,588, and those 
to Japan at $3,407,800. For Portugal, the 
average annual record was $2,709,694; for 
Sweden and Norway, $2,635,549; for 
Hayti, $2,281,966, and for British Aus- 
tralia, $2,030,804. 

The other countries to which the 
United States sent agricultural products 
during 1894-1898, having an average 
yearly value in excess of $1,000,000, were 
Austria-Hungary, Venezuela, British 
Guiana, Puerto Rico, the Hawaiians is!- 
ands and the French West Indies. 

These figures show that with very few 
exceptions the leading foreign countries 
materially increased their purchases of 
American agricultural products during 
1894-1898. In the total value of the agri- 
cultural. anne there was an advance 
1898, making a gain of $221.874,195.. The 
countries of destination that contributed 
most to this increase were the United 
Kingdom, Germany, France, Belgium, 
Canada, the Netherlands, Japan, Italy, 
Denmark and British Africa. 

Our exports of farm products to the 
United Kingdom Increased $82,588,854 
during the five years, to Germany $46,- 
441,338 and to France $33,415,208. 

The summary brings out the fact that 
about 88 percent of all the farm produce 
shipped from the United States during 
the five years mentioned was marketed 
in Europe, the annual average being 
$586,958,907. In 1898 it reached as high as 
$761,870,782, showing an increase of $195,- 
588,939 over the value for 1894. Of the 
remaining 12 percent the chief part went 
to Canada and the other North Ameri- 
can countries, averaging annually $48,- 
724,257, or slightly more than 7 percent 
of the total. The records for the five 
years show only a slight gain. South 
America took 1.72 percent of the total, 
the average yearly value being $11,389,761, 
and were less in 1898 than 1894. To Asia 
there was a marked increase during the 
five years, the value advancing from 
$3,801,099 in 1894 to $4,467,349 in 1898.

It often happers that only children or serv- 
ants are at home when the canvasser makes his 
call, and the answers to his questions are open 
to doubt. I therefore request all parents in 
whose household a birth has occurred in the 
year 1899, to place upon a paper or card the re- 
quired information, and keep it in a convenient 
place until the canvasser appears. 

The canvasser will begin on Jan. 1, 1900.

PLANNED BY RHODES. 


Kruger Talks of Jameson Raid and 
Why He Lost Faith In England, 


Nothing Definite Known as to 
Buller’s Movements. 
rT 


Every Available Man, including Leading Mer- 
chants, Called Out-by Free State. 


London, Jan. 16.—J. B. Robinson, the 
South African millionaire, in a signed 
article in The Daily News, this morning, 
relates conversations he has had with 
President Kruger, and describes sev- 
eral interviews in which the Jameson 
raid was talked over. On one of these 
occasions, President Kruger said: 

“Do you mean to tell me that you do 
not know that the men who organized 
and engineered the raid organized it 
for their own benefit? They had decided 
how they would divide the Transvaal 
and how each of the parities was to 
have certain interests in this country. 

“Many reformers who were put in jail 
were perfectly innocent. They were 
ignorant of the schemes of the men from 
the inner circle. There were only 12 
men in that inner circle, and they were 
to divide the Transvaal among them- 
selves. 

“They and their companies found the 
money for the raid. Do you think we 
are so innocent as not to know that 
Rhodes, metaphorically speaking, helda 
pistol at the heads of certain men in 
England, and said to them: ‘If you 
do not support me, I shall denounce you 
and your complicity in the raid.’ ”’ 

At this stage, according to Mr. Robin- 
son, President Kruger became more ex- 
cited and shouted so loudly that people 
in the street stopped to listen io the con- 
versation. Mr. Kruger then said: 
“And now you are remonstrating with 
me about arming. It is true. Iam 
arming, and it is because [ see clearly 
that I must defend my country.” 

To this Mr. Robinson replied: “The 
British public is aroused. If any at- 
tempt were made again to enter this 
country there would be a great outcry 
in England, and the imperial authorities 
would take steps to punish the organ- 
izers and to prevent such free looting 
expeditions.” 

President Kruger approached Mr. 
Robinson, placed his hand on his shoul- 
der, made a violent effort to suppress his 
excitement, and said: “You mean well, 
but I have iost all confidence. What 
has happened would take place again, 
and I am determined to guard against it. 

Later Mr. Kruger said: ‘What is to 
prevent Rhodes and his coadjutors again 
engineering some diabolical attempt 
against the independence of my coun- 
try?” 

Mr. Robinson purposes to publish a 
book giving ‘‘the true history of the 
Jamescva raia.” 

The Birmingham Mail, the organ of 
Joseph Chamberlain, says: We under- 
stand, on the highest authority, that, iz 
the government is defeated in parlia- 
ment on the question of the war, the cab- 
inet will immediately appeal to the 
country, all the ministers having decided 
to stand together and not to permit any 
individual minister to be made the 
scapegoat. 


General Buller’s latest authentic word 
as to what he and his 30,000 men are do- 
ing was wired from Springffeld after his 
first forward step. Striving to think 
out the unknown, London is confused 
by surmise and rumor and disquited by 
suspense. 

Spencer Wilkinson, the lucid military 
expert of The Morning Post, asserts that 
the Boer force in northern Natal is 
larger than General Buller’s and Gen- 
eral White’s combined, so that the Boers 
are able to leave a force around Lady- 
smith larger than that within the town 
and yet to oppose General Buller witha 
force superior to his own. 

Reposts from the Boer camps affirm 
that the circle of investment has been 
drawn closer by the occupation of some 
hills nearer the town, thus liberating 
reinforcements to oppose General Buller. 

The Daily News suggests that a multi- 
tude of the rumors that originate in 
South Africa and London are given cur- 
rency by the English military authorities 
in order to mislead the Boers. The war 
pages of the great dailies this morning 
are almost barren.’ Nevertheless, the 
instruments on the loops connecting the 
war office with the cables continue to 
click. 

The yeomanry recruiters are disturbed 
by the fact that they are able to get only 
on 1% companies out of up- 
wards of 1000 applicants in the metro- 
politan districts. All the other appli- 
cants fall short of the requirements. 
One thousand would be regarded as a 
very small number, even were all ac- 
cepted. The provinces are doing better, 
although to raise 10,000 appears far from 
the easy matter it did a fortnight ago. 

Among the minor perplexities of the 
war office is astrike among the military 
tailore, which causes delay in uniform- 
ing the recruits, 


The correspondent of The Times at 
Lourenzo Marquez, telegraphing last 
Saturday, says: The Free State has 
now called out every available man, in- 
cluding the leading merchants, who have 
expected to enjoy immunity. The 
Volksstem. in the course of an article 
obviously insnired. vindicates the gold 


| tax as a political move, h@ditig that, ir 
the assumption be correct that the bulk 
of the Rand shares is held on the con- 
tinent, Germany, France and other 
countries must recognize the desirabil- 
ity of bringing the war to a speedy close. 
It adds that every day the war con- 
tinues costs the shareholders £17,000. 
A threat of confiscation will be used to 
enforce the tax. 

With the invaluable assistance of a 
considerable number of British subjects, 
the Boer government Is steadily increas- 
ing the yield from the mines, thus se- 
curing funds to pay foreigners employed 
in the manufacture of explosives, shells 
and other agents for the prosecution of 


the war. The time must come when the 
imperial government will proclaim that 
such British subjects will be prosecuted 
for treason or deprived of British citizen- 
ship. 

The Boer government is feeding 14,000 
British subjects. I am informed that 
the Portuguese customs officials recent- 
ly seized three case® of contraband con- 
taining fieid signalling appliances con- 
signed by a French firm, 

A dispatch to The Daily Mail, dated 
Saturday, Jan. 13, from Lourenzo Mar- 
quez, says: President Kruger has is- 
sued a proclamation ordering all 
burghers to the front. The Volksstem, 
the Transvaal official organ, suggests 
that the moment the British cross the 
border the gold industry should be ir- 
retrievably destroyed. President Kruger 
also issued a circular, dated Jan. 8, to 
Boer commandants and burghers, urg- 
ing them to show more energy in the 
Transvaal cause. 


A Novel Proposition. 

St Louis, Jan. 16.—William J. Bryan 
and President Arthur T. Hadley of Yale 
university were interviewed yesterday 
relative to the latter’s proposal to ostra- 
cise trust magnates. Both are agreed on 
the idea that social recognition should 
be denied to any man engaged ina trust 
or other business enterprise inimical to 
the public welfare, and that the public 
mind should be educated to see those 
evils that exist in the trust system. 
President Hadley said: ‘My opinion is 
that many of the evils commonly at- 
tributed to trusts donot properly belong 
there. The evils that do exist ought to 
be clearly pointed out and where it is 
shown that a man is engaged in an un- 
worthy enterprise the people should 
deny him social recognition. I believe 
the time will come when they will do so.” 
Mr. Bryan said: ‘A man who tries to 
rob the public by means of a trust or by 
wrecking a bank or a railroad should no 
more be countenanced by society thana 
plain highwayman.” 

Charges Against Dr. McGiffert. 

New York, Jan. 16.—The Presbytery of 
New York yesterday listened to the for- 
mal charges of heresy made against 
Rev. Arthur C. McGiffert, D. D., by the 
stated clerk, Rev. W. F. Birch, and 
thereupon ciiid Dr McGiffert to appear 
on Feb. 12 and plead. The charges 
brought by the stated clerk aver that 
Dr. McGiffert, in his book entitled, “A 
History of Christianity in the Apostolic 

ge,”’ denies the immediate iuspiration 
by God and the Infallible authority of 
holy scripture by discrediting or con- 
tradicting statements of its writers; by 
teaching that the authors of holy scrip- 
ture contradict each other, or that scrip- 
ture contradicts scripture, and by de- 
nying the genuineness, truthfulness and 
authority of portions of the gospel to 
John, and the discourses of our Lord as 
they are contained in said gospel. 


Actively Chasing the Insurgents. 

Manila, Jan. 16.—Part of General 
Bates’ troops are operating about Lake 
Taai. The insurgents continue to re- 
treat south. Colonel Hayes, with the 
Fourth cavalry, is supposed to have 
reached Lipa, where many Spanish 
prisoners are held. Colonel Anderson, 
with the Thirty-eighth infantry, took 
Talisay, on the north shore of the lake, 
with but little opposition. Major Cheat- 
ham, with a battalion of the Thirty- 
seventh, on his way to San Pablo, dis- 
persed 400 insurgents, whom the cavalry 
are pursuing toward Alaminos. A 
troop of the Third cavalry lost two men 
killed and three wounded in an encoun- 
ter with the insurgents near San 
Fernando de la Union on Jan. 12. 


Experienced Terrible Suffering. 

San Francisco, Jan. 16.—Hong Kong 
advices say that the British steamer St. 
Helene, on the voyage from Hong Kong 
to Singapore, on the night of Nov. 14, 
during heavy weather, struck Bombay 
rock, 420 miles from Cape St. James. 
The crew remained on board eight days, 
when, seeing the vessel was about to 
sink, the crew left the wreck in boats. 
Fifteen days of terrible suffering from 
hunger, thirst and heat were experi- 
enced and then the boats arrived at 
Cape St. James. One boat with five 
Chinese was lost. 


Big Piece of Skull Removed. 

Beaumont, Tex., Jan. 16.—J. Scott 
Harrison of Kansas City, a brother of 
ex-President Harrison, who was kicked 
in the head by a horse Saturday, is more 
dangerously hurt than at first thought. 
His physicians have removed a piece of 
the skull an inch wide and three inches 
long. He has recovered from the shock 
of the operation and it is believed will 
recover. Physicians say that such an 
injury would ordinarily cause instant 
death. 


Whailen and Ryan Indicted. 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 16.—The Frank- 
lin county grand jury yesterday re- 
turned indictments against John H. 
Whallen and Charles H. Ryan, charging 
them with unlawfully conspiring to bribe 
a member of the general assembly, Sen- 
ator S. B. Harrell. Bench warrants 
were at once issued for Whallen and 
Ryan, bond being fixed at $1000 in each 
ease. The cases were set for trial on 
the 25th instant.

IN WICKED NEW YORK, 


Reports the 
Investigations, 


Mazet 
Result 


Committee 
of Its 


Outlines Many Great Evils 
Which Were Disclosed. 


“Pull” 
Appears to Have Been the Rule. 


and Favoritism For Private Gain 


Albany, Jan. 16.—The members of the 
Mazet investigating committee pre- 
sented their report last night to the as- 
sembly. The majority report is signed 
by Assemblymen Mazet, Fallows, Wil- 
son, Costello and McEwan, and the mi- 
nority by Assemblymen Hoffman and 
Boland. 

The majority report opens by stating 
that a great part of the testimony was 
directed to the conduct and control of 
the various offices and departments in 
New York city, and in this connection 
Says: 

“In many of these great evils were 
disclosed. For such as were adminis- 
trative in their nature, the remedy must 
be sought at the ballot box and not at 
the hands of the legislature. The one 
clear and distinct fact brought out by 
this investigation is that we have in this 
great city the most perfect instance of 
centralized party government yet 
known.” 

It declares that ‘‘we see the central 
power, not the man who sits in the 
mayor's chair, but the man who stands 
behind it. We see the same arbitrary 
power dictating appointments, direct- 
ing officials controlling boards, lectur- 
ing members of the legislature and the 
municipal assembly. We see an enor- 
mous and ever-increasing crowd of of- 
tice holders with ever-increasing sal- 
aries; the powers of government prosti- 
tuted to protect criminals, to demoralize 
the police, to debauch the public con- 
science, and to turn governmental func- 
tions into channels for private gain. 
The proof is conclusive, not that the 
public treasury has been directly robbed, 
but that great opportunities have been 
given by manipulation of public offices 
to enable favored individuals to work 
for their own personal benefit. The 
people alone can remedy these evils. 
There is no legislative panacea for such 
administrative ills. 

“The present mayor has not conceived 
his duties to be as contemplated by the 
charter commission.

jects. So far as appointments were 
concerned, it is a fair inference from all 
the evidence that he has practically ab- 
dicated his powers and exercises merely 
a registering function of the determina-

“We are strongly of the opinion that

“The conduct of the present police de- 
partment of the city of New York is un- 
qualifiedly bad. Not only are the laws 
against pool rooms, gaming: idiisces, 
policy shops, excise violations, dance 
halls and wicked resorts of all kinds not 
enforced, or enforced in such a way as 
to be ridiculously ineffective, but the 
general discipline is lax; grave offenses 
of personal dereliction in the way of 
drunkenness, absence from post, inat- 
tention to duty, etc., go unpunished or 
are visited with such small fines as al- 
most to be an encouragement and nota 
deterrent for wrongdoing. 
~ “Robberies, bunco games, deceits, 
frauds, thefts, have increased in an 
alarming degrees, and the detection of 
these crimes and the recovery of prop- 
erty has steadily decreased during the 
last two years. 

“We believe that the great mass of the 
rank and file of the departments under 
proper leadership would execute all the 
laws with courage and vigilance, but it 
is not in the nature of things that sub- 
ordinates dependent on their superiors 
for continuance and promotion in rank 
should conduct themselves in direct op- 
position to the clearly known views of 
those superiors. When, at the direct in- 
stance of the gambling and pool-selling 
fraternity, officers have been ‘pounded,’ 
captains transferred and a chief retired, 
it is hopeless to expect any other admin- 
istration of such laws than that which 
the overwhelming evidence proves to 
exist.”

The annnal meeting of the Quincy 
City Hospital Corporation was held 
Monday evening at the residence of Dr. 
Gordon. President, William B. Rice, 
presided. Warren W. Adams, the 
clerk, read the call, after which Ellen 
M. Fothler, Francis Morrison, John T. 
Whicker and Gordon M. Keating were 
elected as members of the corporation. 

The trustees report showed that the 
total number of patients admited dur- 
ing, the past year was 202, of which 
number 162 had been discharged, 25 
had died and 15 remained. Four nurses 
tad been graduated during the year 
and there were now six in the train- 
ing school. The report also alluded to 
the death of Dr. Gilbert.

Dr.Gordon said that during the com- 
ing year necessary repairs would have 
to be made. The work has gone on in 
the regular way. At times the Hospi- 
tal had plenty of room, but during the 
latter part of the year it was crowded, 
There was a constant need of enlarge- 
ment. The increased number of deaths 
was due to the fact that with the ex- 
ception of one or two, the cases were 


necessarily fatal when entered.

London, Jan. 17.—Even rumors are no 
longer telegraphed from Natal. The 
conclusion deduced from this silence 
from the military experts generally is 
that no decisive blow has been struck 
either way, as, in such an event, there 
would be no necessity for silence.

20,000 applicants to be examined. 

The war office has wired to counter- 
mand the departure from Egypt of a 
number of officers previously ordered to 
South Africa. The Daily Chronicle, 
commenting upon this and upon other 
news related toit,says: There are some 
curious reports in circulation, appar- 
ently with some authority behind them 
—which point to the stoppage of the dis- 
patch of further reinforcements when 
the troops now mobilized shall have em- 
barked. The new cavalry brigade is not 
to leave England at present. 

The military and civil authorities at 
the Cape are in conflict over the treason 
cases. A dispatch to The Daily Mail 
from Sterkstroom says on this point: 
Kegkumons and Nel, two Dutchmen, 
who were tried by court-martial during 
Christmas week, with General Buller’s 
sanction, were committed on Jan. 12 for 
civil trial, the court-martial proceed- 
ings having been stopped by the inter- 
vention of the attorney general of Cape 
Colony.

A Rensburg dispatch says that the 
Boers yesterday attempted to rush a 
hill held by a company of the Yorkshires 
and the New Zealanders, but they were 
repulsed at the point of the bayonet. 
The Boers had 21 men killed and about 
60 wounded. 

The hill commands a tract of country 
éast of the main position of the Boers, 
and they had determined to make an at- 
tempt to seize the heights. They ad- 
vanced cautiously, directing their fire 
at a smal! wall held by the Yorkshires 
and compelling the latter to keep close 
under cover. When the Boers rushed 
the wall the Yorkshires fixed bayonets 
and charged. Just at that moment 
Captain Maddocks, with a small party 
of New Zealanders, came up, and the 
combined force leaped over the wall and 
charged straight for the enemy, who 
fled, followed by a withering fire at close 
range. The Boers literally tumbled over 
each other in their hurry to escape, but 
the persistent fire of the British in- 
flicted a heavy loss. 

Desultory firing continued for some 
time, but the attack was an utter failure 
and the Boers retreated to the shelter of 
the small kopjes at the base of the hill. 


The Durban correspondent of The 
Standard deals today with the numerous 
reports that the Free Staters have tired 
of the war and will abandon the struggle 
as soon as the British cross the border. 
He mentions an extraordinary story with 
reference to a journey of President 
Kruger’s son-m-law, Eloff, to Delagoa 
Bay in a German warship. According 
to this, Eloff has been making arrange- 
ments for President Kruger’s escape 
through German Damaraland in the 
event of the capture of Pretoria. 

The Times publishes the following 
from Pietermaritzburg, dated Tuesday: 
Very heavy artillery firing was heard 
yesterday in the direction of Springfield. 
The Delagoa Bay correspondent of the 
Natal Times asserta that six big Creu- 


sot guns and 5? tons of shells were landea 
from the French steamer Gironde about 
the middie of last month, under the noses 
of two British warships, and were dis- 
patched to Pretoria, causing much re- 
joicing at the ease with which contra- 
band of war can runthe blockade. The 
Swazi Queen Mother, since the death of 
King Bunu, has killed all the chiefs who 
were ever in England or Cape Town, and 
is now plotting withthe Boers. Thesit- 
uation may fairly be considered grave, 
and it would be well to send regiments of 
Gurkhas to Swaziland, and immediately. 
The correspondent of The Times at 
Lourenzo Marquez, telegraphing Mon- 
day, Jan. 15, says: Iam informed on 
the best authority that six days ago 
Mafeking was holding out as pluckily as 
ever. Phere was then no liklihood of 
capitulation. The garrisen hada plenty 
of cattle and tinned meats. Itis openly 
stated at Johannesburg that 20 fleld guns 
were recently smuggled through Dela- 
goa bay.

RESULT OF A FEUD. 


Ex-Congressman Colson Kills Three 
Men In a Crowded Hotel Lobby. 


Bullets, However, Were In- 
tended but For One Man. 


Several Shots Were Fired Into Dead Body 
of the Victim of His Wrath. 


Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 17.—As the result 
of a renewal of a feud between ex-Con- 
gressman David G. Colson and Ethelbert 
Scott, Colson shot and killed Scott, 
Luther Demaree and Charles Julian and 
wounded James Golden and Harry Mc- 
Ewing in the Capitol hotel yesterday. 
Demaree, Julian, Golden and McEwing 
were bystanders and were shot by acci- 
dent. Colson was shot in the arm, but 
not seriously hurt. After the shooting 
he gave himself up. Later a warrant 
Was sworn out by Clint Fogg, who wit- 
nessed the killing. Fogg says Colson 
shot first. Julian was thought to be only 
slightly hurt, but ~e died of shock and 
loss of blood. 

The killing occurred in the lobby of 
the Capitol hotel, which was densely 
packed with people, who are here at- 
tending the trial of the contests before 
the legislature. Persons who were in 
the hotel when the tragedy occurred say 
fully 20 shots were fired. Scott, who 
was the first killed, was a nephew of ex- 
Governor Bradley. Demaree was as- 
sistant postmaster at Shelbyville and a 
prominent Republican politician. 

The trouble between Scott and Colson, 
which began in the army last year, re- 
sulted in Colson being shot by Scott, 
and it has been predicted since that one 
or both would be killed should they meet 
as they did yesterday. Colonel Colson is 
in a highly nervous state resulting from 
excitement attending the tragedy. 

Accounts of the killing differ, and it Is 
impossible to give detail further than 
that while Colson and a party of friends 
Were standing in the southwest corner 
of the hotel lobby, Scott came into the 
hotel and when near Colson the firing 
began. Scott, after being shot, walked 
backward toward the stairway leading 
to the barroom and fell down the stairs, 
dead, as he reached them. His body 
rolled over against the barroom door, 
and as it did Colonel Colson, who fol- 
lowed, shooting at every step, fired one 
or more shots into the prostrate form. 

Demaree, who was killed in the gen- 
€ral fusillade, was shet twice, one ball 
piercing the head and the other either 
penetrating the heart or going directly 
under it. 

The most profound sorrow exists over 
the accidental killing of Demaree and 
Julian, and the feeling against Colson 
among their friends is exceedingly bit- 
ter. Charles Julian was one of the 
wealthiest farmers of this county and 
belonged to one of Kentucky's best 
known families. 

Examination of Scott’s body shows 


that he Was shot at least six times. The ; 


fact that a part of the bullets were of 38 
and part of 44 caliber indicates that he 
was shot by somebody else, or that Col- 
son had two revolvers. Witnesses to 
the killing say that Demaree was direct- 
ly between Scott and Colson when the 
shooting began, and that he was killed 
by the first shot fired. 

Colson lives at Middlesboro and repre- 
sented the Eleventh district in congress 
for two terms. Scott was a young law- 
yer living at Mount Sterling and wasa 
lieutenant in Colson’s regiment in the 
Spanish war. 

When the killing occurred the city was 
thrown into a state of the greatest ex- 
citement, it being supposed at first that 
it was the result of a clash growing out 
of the political contests or trial in the 
legislature. 

Captain B. B. Golden, who is thought 
to be fatally wounded, fs a lawyer, who 
lives at Barboursville, and was captain 
of the Kentucky cavalry troop during 
the Spanish-American war. 

Captain Golden made a statement in 
which he said no words paseed between 
Scott and Colson before the shooting, 
and that Colson fired first. 

W. O. Ridpath of Chicago sustained 
a broken leg by the lifeless form of Scott 
falling against him as it rolled down the 
stairway. Captain Golden, when shot, 
reeled to one side, faling into the arms of 
ex-Governor McCreery. 

It was later learned that Colson used 
two revolvers, one of 38 and the other of 
44 calibre. The battle was terrific, and 
bullets fairly rained through the lobby, 
several going wild and piercing window 
glass, walls and furniture. When Col- 
son reached the residence of Chief Will- 
jams he was almost exhausted, and 
gasped “I am sorry he would not let 
me alone. There were three of them 
shooting at me.” 

The wildest excitement prevailed at 
the hotel when the fusillade began. Men 
fell over each other in frantic efforts to 
get into places of sefety, women fainted 
and it was several minutes before the 
awful scope of the tragedy was fully 
known. 

Colson is in jail, charged with mur- 
der, but claims self-defense. He was 
golonel of the Fourth Kentucky regiment 
during the Spanish war. Scott was a 
lieutenant, and Golden was captain of 
a@ company in Colgon’s regiment. A 
feud sprang up between Colson and 
Scott, while the troops were at Anniston, 
Ala. It is said Golden was a partisan 
of Seott. The men met ina restaurant 
and Colson was shot by Scott. The regi- 
ment was mustered out asa result of the 
feud.

Public interest was excited a month 
or 80 ago by the detention in New 
York harbor of several vessels having 
in their cargoes coffees which it was

American ports, where there existed 
more or less of the bubonic plague. 
This proved quite an unnecessary 
alarm, as the government authorities 
decided that no danger existed, and 
thorough fumigation of the 
cargoes the coffee was admitted, and 
no bubonic plague exists today in 
New York or in the United States.

Wrec. Peeuoably Identified. _ 

St. John's, Jan. 17.—Everything goes to 
show that the wrecked steamer in St. 
Mary's bay is the Helgoland, the prop- 
erty of the Dutch-American Petroleum 
company. Among a humber of flags 
picked up last evening near Holyrood 
Was one with the colors blue, white and 
red, with the letter “R” in the center. 
This is the house flag of that company. 
Taken with the finding of a boat off 
Cape Pine it seems to leave no doubt as 
to the identity of the vessel.

Equal Wages For Men and Women. 

Columbus, O., Jan. 17.—At the request 
of the legislative committee of the Ohio 
Federation of Labor, Representative 
Ross yesterday introduced in the house 
a bill providing for equal wages for men 
and women. The provisions of the bill 
are: That in any profession, pursuit 
or service of any kind where female la- 
bor of professional service is employed, 
such female shall be paid for such labor 
or professional service the customary 
amount of compensation paid male em- 
ployes for like service. Any person, 
firm, corporation or public board vio- 
lating the provisions of this act, shall, 
under conviction thereof, be fined in any 
sum not less than $100, nor more than 
3600 for each such offense.

INTO JAWS OF DEATH 


———____ 


The Highland Brig ide Unflinchingly 


Marched at Magersfontein, 


Men and Officers Fell In Heaps 


Before Hail of Lead. 


Boers Said to Have Lost Heavily In a Hot 
Engagement Near Colenso. 


London, Jan. 18.—The correspondent 
of The Daily News thus depicts the way 
in which disaster overtook the Highland 
brigade at Magersfontein: 

During the night it was considered ex- 
pedient that the Highland brigade, about 
4000 strong, under Wauchope, 
should get close enough to the lines of 
the foe to make It possible to charge the 
heights. At midnight the gallant, but 
ill-fated, general moved cautiously 
through the darkness toward the kopje 
where the Boers were most strongly en- 
trenched. The troops were led by a 
guide who was supposed to know every 
inch of the country out into the darkness 
of an African night. 

The brigade marched in line of quarter 
column, each man stepping cautiously 
and slowly, for they knew that any 
sound meant death. Every order was 
given in a hoarse whisper, and in whis- 
pers it Was passed along the ranks from 
man to man; nothing was heard as they 
moved toward the gloomy, steel-fronted 
heights but the brushing of their feet in 
the veldt grass and the deep drawn 
breaths of the marching men. 

So, onward, until 2 o’clock of the morn- 
ing Monday. Then out of the darkness 
a rifle rang, sharp and clear, a herald of 
disaster—a soldier had tripped in the 
dark over the hidden wires laid down by 
the enemy. In a second, in the twink- 
ling of an eye, the searchlights of the 
Boers fell broad and clear as the noon- 
day sun on the ranks of the 
Highlanders, though it left the enemy 
concealed in the shadows of the frown 
ing mass of hills behind them, 

For one brief moment the Scots seemed 
paralyzed by the suddenness of their 
discovery, for they knew that they were 
huddled like sheep within 50

yards of the trenches of the fue. Then, 
clear above the confusion, rolled the 
voice of the general—‘Steady, men, 
steady’’—and, like an echo to the veter- 


ans, out came the crash of nearly a 
thousand rifles not 60 paces from them. 
The Highlanders reeled before the shock 
like trees before the tempest. Their 
best, their bravest fell in that wild hail 
of lead. General Wauchope was down, 
riddied with bullets; yet gasping, dying, 
bleeding from every vein, the Highland 
chieftain raised himself on his hands 
and knees, and cheered his men forward. 
Men and officers fell in heaps together. 

The Black Watch charged and the 
Gordons and the Seaforths, with a yell 
that stirred the British camp below, 
rushed onward—onward to death or 
disaster. The accursed wires caught 
them round the legs until they floun- 
dered like trapped wolves, and all the 
time the rifles of the foe sang the song 
of death in their ears. Then they fell 
back, broken and beaten, leaving nearly 
1300 dead and wounded just where the 
broad breast of the grassy veldt melts 
into the embrace of the rugged African 
hills, and an hour later the dawning 
came of the dreariest day that Scotland 
has known for a generation past. Of 
her officers, the flower of her cavalry, 
the pride of her breeding, but few re- 
mained to tell the tale, a sad tale truly, 
but one untainted with dishonor or 
smirched with disgrace, for up those 
heights, under similar circumstances, 
even a brigade of devils could scarce 
have hoped to pass. All that mortal 
men could do the Scots did; they tried, 
they failed, they fell and there is noth- 
ing left now but to mourn for them and 
avenge them. 

All that fateful day our wounded men 
lay close to the Boer lines under a blaz- 
ing sun; over their heads the shots of 
friends and foes passed, without ceas- 
ing. All day long the battle raged; 
scarcely could we see the foe—all that 
met our eyes was the rocky heights that 
spoke with tongue of flames whenever 
our troops drew near, 

Once our guards made a brilliant dash 
at the trenches, and like a torrent their 
resistless valour bore all before them 
and for a few brief moments they got 
within hitting distance of the foe. Well 
did they avenge the slaughter of the 
Scots; the bayonets like tongues of 
flame passed above or below the rifles 
guard and swept through brisket and 
breastbone. Out of their trenches the 
guardsmen tossed the Boers, as men in 
English harvest fields toss the hay when 
the reapers’ scythes have whitened the 
cornfields; and the human streams were 
plentiful where the British guardsmen 
Btood. 

Then they fell back, for the fire fron 
the heights above them fell thick as the 
spume of the surf on an Australian 
rock-ribbed coast, but the guards had 
proved to the Boers that man to man 
the Br.con was his master. 

In vain all that day Methuen tried by 
every rule he knew to draw the enemy; 
vainly the Lancers rode recklessly to 
induce those humap rock limpots to 
come out and cut them off. Cronje 
knew the mettle of our men and an 
ironic laugh played around his iron 
mouth, and still he stayed within his 
native fastness; but death sat ever at 
his elbow, for our gunners dropped the 
lyddite shells and the howling shrapnel 
all along his lines, until the trenches ran

In the valley behind his outer line of 
hills his dead lay piled in hundreds and 
the slope of the hill was a charne! house, 
where the wounded all writhed amidst 
the masses of the dead; a ghastly tribute 
to British gunnery. When at 1:30 p. m. 
of Tuesday we drew off to Modder river 
to recuperate we left nearly 3000 dead 
and wounded of grim old Cronje’s men

MOLINEUX IDENTIFIED 


As the “H, C, Barnet” Who Hired a 
Private Letter Box of Heckman, 


The Latter Makes Clear and 
Emphatic Statements. 


Another Owner of Vrivate Letter Boxes 
Identifies a Cornish Letter. 
New York, Jan. 18.—Roland B. Mol- 


ineux was positively identified yesterday 
by Nicholas Heckman as the man who 
had rented a letter box from him at 
£57 West Forty-second street under the 
name of H. C. Barnet. Heckman said 
that he had known Molineux for at 
least five years, and that he had seen him 
at least 150 times. He said the box was 
rented on May 27, 1898, and that he had 
given mail to Molinenx 20 times. 

When Molineux hired the private letter 
box, under the name of H. C. Barnet, wit- 
ness said that he put down the name 
with a double “tt,” but the defendant 
corrected him, and asked him to spell 
it with one “t.”. Witness produced his 
memecrandum book, containing the name 
With the extra “t’ crossed out, and it 
was admitted as evidence. The wit- 
ness described a package containing a 
Kutnow powder box which had been re- 
ceived after Molineux stopped calling 
for his mail. 

During a severe cross-examination, 
Mr. Werks brought out the fact thata 
newspaper had agreed to pay Heckman 
$350 if he could identify Molineux as his 
customer. Ife told of a visit which he 
made with a reporter to the factory in 
Newark, where Molineux was employed, 
and of a positive identification which he 
made of the defendant as “H, C. Bar- 
net.” The witness said that Molineux 
almost fainted when he called upon him, 
and that the defendant left immediately, 
saying that he did not want to talk to 
newspaper men, 

The questions which followed were 
asked evidently for the purpose of re- 
flecting upon the honesty of the witness. 
He said that his conscience commenced 
to trouble him about the time of the 
coroner's inquest, because he thought 
Cornish was going to be accused of the 
murder, and that accordingly he told all 
that he knew about the case. 

Asked by Mr. Osborne if anyone had 
given him a cent or offered him a cent 


in connection with the case, he replied 


in the affirmative. Mr, Osborne in- 
quired whether it was for the identifica- 
tion of Molineux, and Heckman an- 
swered “No.” Then Mr. Osborne in- 
quired: “It was the other way, wasn't 
it?” 

“Yes,” was the reply of the witnes 
“Tt was Mr. Walsh.” 

Mr. Weeks thundered an objection, and 


the recorder refused to allow this line of 
questioning to continue. 

J. C. Walsh is said to have been in- 
terested in extradition proceedings 
brought some months ago for the pur- 
pose of securing the removal of Heckman 
to Tennessee, as an escaped convict. 
Heckman proved that he had never been 
in Tennessee. 

Recorder Goff impressively cross-ex- 
amined the witness, questioning him 
closely as to whether he had ever been 
promised anything or offered any in- 
ducements to testify as he had, but the 
denial of the witness was clear and em- 
phatic. Finally the recorder said: 

“You are positive that you have made 
no mistake when you say that this de- 
fendant is the man who rented a letter 
box of you in the name of H. C. Bar- 
net?” 

“I am certain. 
was the reply. 

The only other witness examined yes- 
terday was Joseph Koch, also owner of 
a private letter box, alleged to have been 
used by the defendant. Koch identified 
an envelope which contained a letter 
received by him at his place of business 
for “H. Cornish.” The letter was from 
the Von Mohl company of Cincinnati. 
The witness was cross-examined, and 
gave a detailed description of the man 
who rented the private letter box under 
the name of “H,. Cornish.” 

Mr. Weeks inquired whether the man 
wore a white alpine hat, and received 
an affirmative reply. The significance 
of this line of questioning is found in the 
fact that Mr. Weeks, in his cross-ex- 
amination of Harry Cornish, asked that 
witness whether he wore a white alpine 
hat in 1898S. 

Mr. Weeks drew from the witness the 
admission that he had said that the man 
who hired the letter box was of the 
size and general appearance of Harry 
Cornish, except for a difference in mous- 
tache. 

Mr. Weeks endeavored to discredit the 
witness by showing that he had re- 
ceived money from certain newspapers. 
Koch said that the money for one paper 
story was not to be paid until after he 
had testified at the trial. 

Mr. Weeks inquired whether the wit- 
ness had ever had anything to do with 
sending a letter to Genera! Molineux, 
saying that for certain prices facts 
could be suppressed. This the witness 
emphatically denied. Mr. Weeks then 
produced a typewritten letter containing 
statements of this nature, but Mr. Koch 
said that he had never seen it.

Long Debate Over

An Agreement That Roberts 
Is a Polygamist. 


Senate Resolution Regarding Conduct of the 
Phi.ippine War Is Adopted. 


Washington, Jan. 18.—The house had 
another inning yesterday over the sale 
of the New York custom house by Secre- 
tary Gage. Mr. Sulzer of New York, 
the author of the resolution for an tn- 
vestigation of the secretary's transac- 
tions with the New York banks, started 
the ball rolling by charging that the 
mandate had already gone forth to sup- 
press it. Mr. Sibley, a Pennsylvania 
Democrat, formerly a radical advocate 
of free silver, who is now out of sym- 
pathy with the Democrats in the house, 
warmly commended Mr. Gage’s course. 

These two speeches precipitated a de- 
bate which lasted about three hours. 
Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio explained that 
the committee on rules, to which the 
Sulzer resoluiion had gone, had not 
acted because no evidence had been pro- 
duced before the committee to warrant 
the ordering of such a far-reaching in- 
vestigation. Not a single person had 
appeared before the committee to press 
it. : 

Mr. Hepburn (Rep., Ia.) assailed Mr. 
Sulzer for some of his extravagant 
statements and declared there ought to 
be some way to rebuke a member for 
slandering honored officials. 

Later in the day, during the discus- 
sion of the appropriation for the army, 
Mr. Cannon, in charge of the bill, chal- 
lenged any member to move to strike it 
out. Mr. Williams (Dem., Miss.) re 
plied to Mr. Cannon in an_ eloquent 
speech, in which he affirmed the loyalty 
of every American citizen to the flag, 
and charged Mr. Cannon with shrewdly 
issuing a challenge that he knew would 
not be accepted. He maintained the 
right, however, of members to criticise 
the policy of the government, asserting 
that loyalty to the flag was often con- 
founded with loyalty to a policy of the 
government. ee IES

With only one unimportant amendment. 


The house committee discussing the 
Roberts case agreed on the polygamous 
status of Mr. Roberts, but not on the 
method of procedure. A statement of 
facts is presented by the committee, 
showing that he had married three times, 
and that he had not made any denial 
of these facts, which were generally 
known in Utah. 

The culminating session of the com- 
mittee followed many prolonged ex- 
ecutive sessions, which left no doubt as 
to the attitude of the several members, 
with the exception of Mr. Miers of In- 
diana, who has been out of the city. He 
returned yesterday, and it was deter- 
mined to bring the matter to a direct 
issue. Accordingly, when the com- 
mittee met, McPherson of lIowa offered 
a resolution for the exclusion of Roberts. 

Mr. De Armond immediately proposed 
a substitute, recognizing the constitu- 
tional rights of Roberts to take his seat 
on his credentials, and providing for his 
expulsion. 

There was no discussion beyond in- 
formal remarks, and the vote was first 
taken on Mr. De Armond'’s substitute, 
Mr. Littlefied joining him in the affirma- 
tive, and the others voting in opposition. 
The vote was then taken on Mr, McPher- 
son's motion to exclude, resulting és 
follows: 

Yeus—Taylor (Ohio), Frear, Morris 
and McPherson, Republicans; Lanham 
and Miers, Democrats. 

Nays—Littlefield, 
Armond, Democrat. 

Chairman Taylor was authorized to 
prepare the majority report. It will be 
ready in a few days, and the prospects 
are that the subject will be brought be- 
fore the house early next week. 

Mr. De Armond will submit the views 
of the minority. He will include an ex- 
haustive review of the law, covering 
about 70 typewritten pages, prepared by 
Mr. Littlefield. The main point of this 
is that the house cannot add to the re- 
quirements that the only constitutional 
remedy is to admit and then expel on the 
finding of facts. 

Chairman Taylor says the report of 
the committee will be made on Saturday 
and that the subject will be taken up in 
the house next Tuesday. 

The house committee on appropria- 
tions agreed on the pension appropria- 
tion bill and reported it to the house. 
It carries a total of $143,245,230, exactly 
the amount estimated by the pension 
office.

An agreement was easily reached in 
the senate to take the final vote on Feb. 
15 on the pending bill fixing gold as the 
standard of value in the United States. 
In the intervening time the measure 
will be discussed. 

After several days of debate the drag- 
net resolution of inquiry regarding the 


conduct of the Philippine war was 
adopted. It was introduced by Mr. 
Hoar (Mass.) and practically was 


adopted as a general substitute for 
resolutions of a similar, but less ex- 
tended character, offered by Mr. Petti- 
grew and Mr. Lodge. Beyond a vigor- 
ous speech by Mr. Pettigrew the reso- 
lution aroused no debate, as it is within 
the discretion of the president to send 
or not to send any information required. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Hale of 
Maine as to the,seizure of flour by the 
British authorities was adopted, but 
only after a spirited debate and after 
the resolution had been materially 
amended. Mr. Davis, chairman of the 
committee on foreign relations, made a 
sharp attack upon the resolution, but 
withdrew his objections after it had 
been amended. 

Mr. Teller (Sil.-Rep., Colo.) addressed 
the senate upon the financial bill and 
will cop*inue his speech today.

BOER CAUSE IS ENDORSED. 


Citizens of Boston Besiege Faneuil Hall to 
Give Expression to Their Snmpathy. 


Boston, Jan. 18.—The echoes of Fan- 
euil hall rang loud for “The Farmer of 
the Transvaal” last night. For the 
Boers doing battle in South Africa went 
forth the good wishes of a thousand 
citizens assembled within the newly- 
bedecked cradle of liberty, while half as 
many more struggled vainly for ad- 
mittance outside the doors. 

Joseph Chamberlain was roundly 
hissed, and President Kruger cheered in 
proportion. And when Mr. Williams re- 
ferred to the possibility of a secret un- 
derstanding between the President of the 
United States and the Queen of England 
hisses again followed. 

George F. Hollis, former United States 
consul at Pretoria; George Fred Will- 
jams, P. J. Flatley, Professor Camille 
Ried of Harvard university, Robert 
Sturn, a German-American resident of 
Boston, and Mr. Gulesian, a naturalized 
Armenian resident of this city, were the 
Speakers. Letters were read from Scn- 
ator Hoar, ex-Attorney General Pills- 
bury and others, assuring their entire 
sympathy with the objects for which the 
meeting was held. Resolutions, em- 
bodying the sentiment of the meeting, 
were adopted and copies will be sent to 
President McKinley, President Kruger 
and Joseph Chamberlain, the English co- 
jonial secretary. 

The sympathies of the audience were 
enlisted in the movement at the opening 
of the meeting in a speech by Chairman 
Flatley, in which he asserted that the 
real cause of the South African war was 
England's attempt to burglarize the 
gold fields. There was no doubt in his 
mind that the ultimate result would 
be a united confederacy in South Africa. 

Ex-Consul Hollis spoke from the 
standpoint of one personally acquainted 
with the Boers and their leaders. His 
address was chiefly of an historical na- 
ture, describing the Boer nation, and 
their work in building up the South 
Arfican country. There was no trouble 
until the natural arrogance of the Eng- 
lishman asserted itself. They wanted 
a voice in the making of the laws. There 
was no objection to that. But when 
shown that the privileges carried re- 
sponsibilities, they wanted none of it. 
They wanted the privilege to call on the 
mother country in time ofr trouble. Then 
they claimed that they were taxed un- 
duly and without representation. The 
products of the mines were only taxed 
5 percent. Was that onerous? 

The speaker believed it to be an un- 
necessary, causeless war, and he thought 
public opinion was awakening to this 
belief ,onethe,other side of the water, 
fie ridiculed one of the excuses given for 
carrying on the war—that the Dutch in 
Cape Colony would be forced to join 
the Orange Free State—saying that Eng- 
land never had more loyal allies than 
the Cape Dutch. Should England gain 
the day, racial hate would be so strong 
that the whole of South Africa would 
throw off the yoke of England. 

Bugbee Convicted of Murder. 

Woodstock, Vt., Jan. 18.—Selim M. 
Bugbee, whose trial on the charge of 
killing Robert Emerton at Norwich on 
Noy. 18 last occupied the attention of 
the court for this county for eight days, 
was found guilty of murder in the second 
degree. Sentence was deferred. Emer- 
ton was night fireman at the heating 
plant at Dartmouth college in Hanover, 
N. H., while Bugbee resided at Wilder, 
his occupation being that of a fish 
peddier. The tragedy occurred near the 
store of I. L. Niles, father-in-law of 
Emerton. The two men had met in 
Niles’ store, some words passing be- 
tween them, and upon leaving the prem- 
ises the dispute was resumed and finally 
resulted in the stabbing of Emerton. 


Sweeping Charges by Republicans. 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 18.—Governor. 
Taylor and Lieutenant Governor Mar- 
shall last night filed their counter notice 
of contest against Mr. Goebel and Mr. 
Beckham. The document goes into de- 
tails regarding alleged Democratic 
frauds all over the state. It is charged 
that the Democrats prevented many 
votes from being cast in Louisville by 
fraud and intimidation; that returns 
were wilfully made inaccurate, and that 
the thinnest ballots used during the elec- 
tion were used by the Democrats. 


Hospital Attendants Poisoned. 

New York, Jan. 18.—One hundred and 
eighty employes in Bellevue hospital 
were poisoned by something they ate or 
drank at dinner yesterday. All ex- 
hibited intestinal symptoms of more or 
less severity. It is suspected that the 
assistants in the hospital kitchen did not 
clean the big urns in which the coffee is 
made, and that the metal of the urns or 
@n accumulation of sediment in them 
caused the poisoning. 


“Faith Healer’ Indicted. 

Council Bluffs, Ia., Jan. 18.—The grand 
jury has returned true bills against S. 
F. James, the “divine healer,”’ and Mrs. 
P. B. Yates on the charge of being crim- 
inally responsible for the death of the 
latter's daughter, Ethel Yates, which 
occurred here Jan. 5. Miss Yates’ death 
was the result of appendicitis. A phy- 
sician who had been in attendance upon 
the case was discharged and the girl was 
*reated by faith cure. 


Concessions on Both Sides. 

Pittsfield, Mass., Jan. 18.—The general 
strike in the woclen mills of the Cook 
Manufacturing company, in this city, 
which has been in operation since Sat- 
urday, was declared off yesterday, cnd 
the men went back towork. Bothsides 
made concessions, the question at issue 
being the amount of the increase of 
wages. 


Weather Conditions and Forecast. 
The temperature has fallen in New 
England, the middle and north Atlantic 
states, and in Arkansas, and has re- 
mained nearly stationary elsewhere.

MUST WAIT TILL STORM ABATES. 


May Be Many Days Before Wreck In 
St. Mary's Bay Can Be Reached. 

St. John's, Jan. 18.—No further news 
in regard to the steamer wrecked in St. 
Mary’s bay has been received here this 
morning. The weather is stormy and 
it is feared that it will be difficult for the 
men or the boats at the scene of the dis- 
aster to do much, 

The magistrate expects to receive the 
camaged life buoy picked up which has 
the name of the steamer painted on it, 
but the lettering of which was partly 
illegible from fire and water. 

On the life buoy are the letters “‘elgo- 
land,’ and underneath is the latter part 
of another word. What is legible is 
“munde.”” No doubt these letters are 
part of the word Geestemunde, the Hel- 
goland’s port of registry. 

The reported recovery of several bodies 
is now denied. It seems that this grew 
out of the fact that three additional 
bodies have been located on the coast. 

People along the shore fear that several 
days must elapse before anyone can get 
at the wreck, owing to the continuance 
of the gale, which is raising heavy seas 
where the bodies have been located on 
the coast. 

The tug Ingraham is returning, aftera 
succession of vain efforts. The shore 
folks and their boats will endeavor to 
collect the bodies, ; 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, Jan. 18.—A somewhat ingen- 
ious attempt to involve the state in the 
introduction of a system of phonetic 
spelling was evidenced in a bill put into 
the house by Mr. Fitts, who wishes to 
drop the silent letters in words used in 
al] the ordinary state documents. 

Among the documents of interest were 
two calling for election of the presiding 
officers of the Boston city council by 
popular vote, and the petition of certain 
suburban street railway companies for 
locations in the metropolitan park reser- 
vation. The house discussed the pro- 
posed gypsy inoth investigation for a 
few minutes. 

A convention of both branches was 
subsequently held to allow the qualifi- 
cation of Oliver H. Durrell of the execu- 
tive council. Mr. Durrell was prevented 
from qualifying with the other members 
by absence in Europe.

Chicago, Jan. 18.—The Times-Herald 


Says: A movement, which is being 
carried on under the name of the 
‘Liberty Alliance, to give aid to the 


Boers has been on foot in Chicago for 
the past 10 days. Associated with it 
are a number of well-known citizens of 
Chicago. Several United States sena- 
tors, it is sald, have signified their in- 
tention of giving the organization sup- 
port. When asked if the alliance was 
recruiting men for service in South Af- 
rica, one of the promoters said: ‘No.’ 
He said that the organization was merely 
“colonizing” in the western states, and 
in the Transvaal. 


A Novel invention. 

London, Jan, 18.—Lieutenant Com- 
mander Colwell, United States naval at- 
tache in London, witnessed yesterday at 
Yoevil the test of an invention offered 
to the United States government for 
steering torpedoes and submarine 
craft by means of a wireless electrical 
device. The experiments left no doubt 
that craft can be directed by means of 
an ether wave, the model being con- 
trolled by a shore motor with no other 
connection save the current working 
upon the rudder. The inventor claims 
that this can be applied to torpedoes and 
submarine craft.

At midnight the war office announ ed 
that it had no father-mews for publi- 
cation. When questioned with reseed 
to the rumored British victory and the 
relief of Ladysmith, the officials replied 
that they had received noinformation to 
bear out either feature of the rumor, and 
were inclined to think that serious fiight- 
ing must precede the relief of the town. 
Military critics in affiliation with the 
war office consider that the expected 
battle, along the wide are south and west 
of Ladysmith, can hardly be delayed 
beyond today. From Durban it is re- 
ported that fighting has already begun. 

General Buller has issued a spirited 
appeal and instructions to the forces, be- 
ginning: “We are going to the relief 
of our comrades in Ladysmith. There 
will be no turning back.” ‘The order 
proceeds to advise the men, when they 
charge, regarding the conditions under 
which they should receive the sur 
render of any of the enemy. It also 
warns them that the Boers are treach- 
erous in the use of the white flag. 

The order has been receivcd with en- 
thusiasm in every camp. The 1iarch 
was very trying, but the troops are row 
encamped amid very pleasant surround- 
ings. Their health is excellent, and all 
are confident. 

General Buller’s forces, engaged in the 
flanking operation across the Tugela, 
are some 13,000 or 14,000 bayonets, 1200 
horses and 40 guns. The disposition of 
his other 15,000 or 20,000 men is not known, 
although the assumption is that the 
whole army will be in action when the 
hour for combined movement arrives. 

Three weeks ago General Buller had 
30,000 men. Considerable reinforcements 
have since reached him, giving him prob- 
ably 35,000 men and 80 guns all told. 
Estimates of how many men and guns 
the Boers have to oppose him are mere 
guesswork. In not replying to General 
Lyttleton’s shells they are using the 
tactics that proved so successful in the 
battles of Magersfontein and Colenso— 
lying low in their trenches and thus hop- 
ing to tonceal their precise position until 
the infantry advances. 


The Daily Chronicle's military expert 
sees a curious analogy between General 
Buller’s situation now and the eve of 
Magersfontein. Now, as then, the Boers 
are making a stand, with their backs to 
investing lines within a few miles. As 
Lord Methuen, after crossing Modder 
river, had to attack the Spyfontein an! 
Magersfontein hills, so General Buller, 
after passing the Tugela, faces invisible 
entrenchments in a rough country. 

One correspondent mentions General 
Buller’s wheeled transport of 5000 vehi- 
cles, which connect him with the rail 
head, about 30 miles to the rear. Among 
these vehicles are 30 traction engines, 
which draw from 10 to 15 wagons each. 

General Buller’s warning about the 
misuse of' the white flag by the Boers ia 
his proclamation to the troops is con- 
sidered a rather broad hint to give no 
quarter. His phrase, “there will be no 
turning back,” is played upon editorially 
by the morning papers as presaging 
cheerful announcements, 

The absorbing interest felt in the situa- 
tion in Natal makes other points in the 
theater of warseem miscroscopic. Lod 
Methuen lies behind his works at Mod- 
der river. Jt is estimated that his forces 
will have to be nearly or quite doubled 
before he can relieve Kimberley. 

British reinforcements are moving to- 
ward General French at Rensburg. 
With these he is expected to advance. 
General Gatacre’s men occupy Lops- 
burg, a slight advance. 

The war office announces that next 
week will be embarked 72 guns, 3710 men 
and 2210 horses. This is the largest 
consignment of artillery ever sent 
abroad. The war office invites 500 vol- 
unteers to form a sharpshooters’ bat 
talion of yeomanry. 
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Sir Wilnam MacCormac, in The Lancet, 
says that of the 309 wounded in the hos- 
pitais visited by him only eight had 
been hit by shells. 

The British losses in killed, wounded 
and captured up to date are 7987 officers 
and men. 


The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Times, discussing Afrikander disloyalty, 
says: I believe the sympathy of every 
Dutchman in South Africa is with the 
two republics, and that a general rising 
is still quite possible.

Martin Bergen Murders His 
Wife and Two Children. 


He Then Nearly Severed His 
Own Head With a Razor. 


Blows Had Been Rained 


Upon Victims With an Axe,

But Little Doubt That Unfortunate 


Had Long Been Insane. 


Worcs Mass., Jan. 20.—Martin 
Bergen, known as the catcher of 
the Boston baseball team, killed his wife 
and two children and then himself at 
his home in North Brookfield yesterday. 
It is believed the crime was due to in- 
sanity. It has been suspected for some 
time that Bergen was a victim of mental 
His conduct in connec- 


ster,

derangement. 
tion with his professional contracts and 
manager last led to the spp- 
Position at that time. 

The horrible discovery was first made 
by Michael Bergen, the father of Martin, 


season 


who was staying at the house of a 
neighbor about half a mile from the 


scene of the murder. Mr. Bergen 
went to his son's house about 8 o'clock 
Friday morning, but finding the curtains 
drawn and no signs of life about the 
place went away without making an at- 
tempt to arouse the inmates, supposing 
the family to be asleep. About noon he 
returned to the house and finding every- 
thing in the same condition as when he 
left earlier in the day he tried the door, 
and, finding it unfastened, entered the 
house. 

As he passed in a terrible sight greeted 
his eyes. Martin Bergen's body, and 
that of the little girl, Florence, 614 years 
old, were lying on the kitchen floor, while 
in the adjoining bedroom were the bodies 
of Mrs. Bergen and her 3-year-old son, 
Joseph. Mrs. Bergen Was lying on the 
bed with her feet hanging over the side, 
while her hands were raised as though 
in supplication, or trying to ward off a 
blow. The little boy was lying on the 
fioor with his brains oozing from a large 
wound in the head. Mrs. Bergen's skull 
was terribly crushed, having evidently 
been struck more than one blow by the 
infuriated husband. The appearance of 
the little girl also showed that a num- 
ber of savage blows had been rained 
upon the top and side of her head. Ber- 
fen's throat had been cut with a razor 
and the head was nearly severed from 
the body. 

Mr. Bergen spread the alarm as quick- 
ly as possible, and Medical Examiner 
Norwood and the local authorities were 
soon onthe ground. In the bedroom was 
found an ax, besmeared with blood. 
which was evidently the weapon with 
which the murders were committed. 
The ashes had been cleared out of the 
stove and paper placed in position for 
lighting, but the kindling had not been 
putin. The beds in the house bore evi- 
dence of having been slept in Thursday 
night as usual. 

There were signs of warmth in the 
bodies of Mrs. Bergen and her husband 
when found, and all the circumstances 
seem to indicate that the murders had 
been committed but a short time before 
the elder Bergen paid his first visit to 
his son’s house. 


Medical Examiner Norwood, after a 
careful examination of the bodies, ex- 
pressed his opinion that the murders 
were committed by Martin Bergen, and 
that the latter was, without doubt, in- 
fane. He thought Mrs. Bergen was the 
first victim, that the boy and then the 
girl next received their fatal blows, and 
that after he had slain all the rest of his 
family Bergen stood before the looking 
glass and with a razor nearly severed 
his head from his body, reeled around 
and fell lifeless to the floor. 

A chair that stood near the spot where 
the little girl lay had a large piece broken 
from it and had the appearance of hav- 
ing been struck a heavy blow with an 
ax, probably a blow that had been in- 
tended for the unfortunate victim. 

In view of all the facts ascertained by 
his examination, Medical Examiner Nor- 
wood stated that there would be no 
necessity for holding an autopsy. 

Mre. Bergen, the murdered woman, 
was 31 years of age, and as Miss Harriet 
Gaines of Pittsfield married Martin Ber- 
gen about seven yearsago. Shecameto 
North Brookfield about eight years ago 
to work in the mill and boarded with 
Mrs. Rufus Ingraham. Mrs. Ingraham 
says Mrs. Bergen was a very nice 
women. She said thet while Martin 
was waiting upon her, she invited him 
to come to the house whenever he 
pleased, but he came there only once. 
They were married by Rev. Father 
Tuige in Worcester while the latter was 
there at his retreat at Holy Cross col- 
lege. 

After their marriage Mr. and Mrs. 
Bergen boarded with her for some time, 
Bergen was fussy and continually find- 
ing fault, and this he continued to do 
after they began keeping house on the 
little farm called “Snowball farm,” 

Mrs. Bergen had frequently called upon 
Mrs. Ingraham, and was at her house 
only about four weeks ago. At that

Heckman had testified that Molineux 
hired a letter box from him in Barnet’s 
name, and that after doing so he made 
some corrections with a pen to a letter 
which he had in his hand. The prose- 
cution is of the opinion that if it can 
show that two different kinds of ink 
were used in writing this letter, it will 
have strong evidence that Heckman was 
telling the truth in this matter. 

This line of procedure was suggested 
as a result of a clever examination of 
the witness by Foreman Martin of the 
jury concerning the different appearance 
of writing when a blotter is used and 
when the ink is allowed to dry naturally. 
Mr. Osborne also requested the witness 
to make tests of the ink on the poison 
package and the other disputed and ad- 
mitted handwritings. 

Dr. Douglass, being recalled to the 
stand, some rather stormy passages at 
arms occurred between Mr. Osborne and 
the medical man, though Dr. Douglass 
appeared as a witness for the people. 
Dr. Douglass persistently insisted that 
his patient, H. C. Barnet, had died from 
cardiac failure, due to poisoning caused 
by germs on the left tonsil, these germs 
being the streptococci and not from 
cyanide of mercury poisoning. How- 
ever, Mr. Osborne scored a point during 
the examination, though it was only by 
stating to the court that he desired to 
attack the credibility of his own witness 
that he was allowed to ask the desired 
question. In response to inquiries from 
Mr. Osborne, Dr. Douglass finally said: 
“Mr, Barnet told me that he had re- 
ceived a package of powder through the 
mails.” 

“And that he didn’t know 
came from?” continued the 
digtrict attorney. 

This latter question was not allowed, 
but Mr. Osborne, after trying for a 
month, had succeeded in showing that 
the powder had been sent through the 
mail to Barnet. 

The last witness of the day was Dr. 
Andrew H. Smith, who, in answer to 
long hypothetical questions, said that 
in the Barnet case, if the symptoms 
were all continuous, death would have 
resulted from mercurial poisoning, while 
if the symptoms were not continuous 
and if the throat exudations were not 
of a certain character, then he would 
not be justified in saying that death 
ensued as a result of cyanide of mercury 
poisoning. At this point the court ad- 
journed until Monday.

“Mr. Hale made the question the text of 
an impassioned speech, in which he de- 
clared that nine-tenths of the American 
people sympathized with the Boers in 
their gallant struggle for liberty against 
one of the greatest powers in the world. 
He declared that “the war which Eng- 
land is waging is the most fell blow at 
human liberty that has been struck in 
the century.” He denied that the 
American people were “in sympafhy 
with Great Britain in the South African 
war tostamp out the liberty of a people,” 
and when Mr. Balfour in the house of 
commons made such a statement “he 
should be met with disclaimer 
from this side of the Atlantic."” He de- 
clared that the English people them- 
selves were not in favor of the war 
which “had been brought on by a sharp 
cabinet minister engaged 
speculators.” 

Mr. Hale spoke with unusual force, 
decisiveness and earnestness, even for 
him, and his passionate eloquence 
claimed the closest attention of every 
auditor. 

Mr. Spooner declared that the senate 
had no right to demand information, 
and that the president was absolutely 
judge whether it was proper to impart 
such knowledge. “Diplomacy,” said he, 
“to be successful must be secret.” 

Several other senators spoke on the 
resolution, among them Mr. Chandler, 
who made an impassioned speech, in 
which he expressed regret that England 
was trying to crush a republic which 
was endeavoring to establish itself in 
South Africa. 

The measure was finally amended so 
as to read, “if not incompatible with 
public interests,”’ and passed.

Women In Legislature—Training the 
Eyebrows—Simple Amusements For 
Children—How to Utilize Cold Meat. 

| New Field For Women, 


There is often a great deal in a 
mame. It carries with it countless as- 
sociations, and many belonging to the 
world of musical art, on hearing of the 
fiftieth musical anniversary of Mme. 
Mathilde Marchesi, will recall to mem- 
ory days of hard study followed by 
success, of which a large part is due to 
Mme. la Marquise de la Rajata de 
Castrone, nee Mathilde Graumann, 
known in the United States and Eu- 
rope as Mme. Mathilde Marchesi, who 
has just celebrated her fiftieth anniver- 
sary. To be credited with the proud 
honor of having prepared for the stage 
the best artists of the day is no slight 
matter, yet this we may confidently 
assert is due to Mme. Mathilde Mar- 
chesi. Born at Frankfort, she studied 
at an early age with Otto Nicolai of 
“Merry Wives of Windsor’ fame. Lat- 
er, acting on the advice of Mendels- 
sohn and contrary to the wishes of 
her family circle, the Denzels, Baron 
Haussmann and D’Ertmans, the prom- 
ising young lady decided to take up the 
stage as a profession, a hardy step in 
those days when the “boards” were 
not recognized in society. We next 
find her in Paris, studying under Man- 
uel Garcia and Samson. Mme. Mathilde 
s00n rose to be the idol of the concert 
room, both in Paris and in London.

vada, Koppmeyer, Staudig, Boulichoff, 
D’Angeri, Stahl, Melba, Eames, Calve, 
Sanderson, Saville, Horwitz, Adams 
and, last, but not least, her daughter, 
Blanche Marchesi. Mme. Mathilde 
Marches! is too well known as a com- 
poser for it to be necessary to dwell 
upon that chapter. Suffice it to add 
that, a member of most of the musical 
academies of Europe, her greatest joy 
is always to find herself surrounded 
by her numerous friends. 
Women In Legislature. 

There are three women in the house 
of representatives of Colorado. Mrs. 
Frances 8. Lee, who is the youngest 
of the three woman representatives, 
was born in Chicago less than 30 years 
ago. When 11 years old, she went to 
Colorado with her parents, who settled 
in Denver. She was graduated from 


the West Denver High school and 
taught for a short time before her 


marriage to Frank W. Lee, a leader in 
the Colorado State Federation of La- 
bor. Mrs. Lee is the mother of five 
children. The youngest was 3 years 
old when the campaign of 1898 began. 
Although her duties had kept 
her busy for a number of years, she 
had been a student. 
Through her husband's affiliations she 
had acquired a wide knowledge of la- 
bor conditions. She joined the Colo- 
rado Woman's Democratie club  be- 
cause she felt it to be her duty to do 
her part as a citizen. She soon gained 
the friendship of the members, who 
put her forward as their candidate for 
the legislature. 
accept the honor, for she had been too 
much occupied to cultivate the art of 
public speaking, and she hesitated to 
assume duties so at variance with her 
quiet habits. The club bad chosen its 
candidate, and the members would not 
bear of her refusal to run for office. 
When Mrs. Lee pleaded that she could 
not neglect the children, there were 
members who offered to stay with the 
baby if necessary. Mrs. Lee wae re- 
minded that where there is a will there 
is always a way. Her name was pre- 
sented to the Democratic convention, 
and she was nominated without oppo- 
sition. 

The campaign showed that the wo- 
man who could manage a house suc- 
cessfully and who could care for a 
family of children had the qualities of 
a leader. When the time came for her 
to take up her public duties, it was 
evident that the retiring home woman 
could be trusted to do her part in the 
legislature.

Simple Amusements For Children. 

Having a 6-year-old girl, an only 
child, on a New Hampshire farm, 
during the long “blizzardy” winter, we 
have used our wits to provide home- 
made games which would teach as 
well as amuse, and I have thought that 
my experience might prove of use to 
some other mother. Toothpicks costing 
5 cents for a box containing 1,000 were 
used to make letters, stars, houses 
with yards, and fields and many other 
forms. An apple with four legs, horns 
and tail of toothpicks was a cow. An- 
other stuck full of them was a porcu- 
bine. Tiny splinters of wood or pieces 
cut from little twigs of bushes would 
do as well. 

Dominos are good to teach addition 
and can be made of pasteboard. Inch 
squares are cut from pasteboard boxes 
and on them are pasted, with starch or 
flour paste, letters from advertisements 
in newspapers and figures from old cal- 
endars. Sets of letters and figures have 
been made for smaller children, and 
j}some have been reserved for next 

Christmas, teaching our girl to be 
thoughtful for others. 

A cup of beans has helped in study- 
ing arithmetic. A slate and pencil or 
tablets of paper with pencil and rubber 
are cheap and can be made instructive. 

|The paper used for wrapping around 
| butter bought at a grocer’s for a few 
;cents makes nice tracing paper. A 
| package of soft tissue toilet paper was 
}used to cut doll patterns which looked 
jalmost like “really ones” when pinned 
on Miss Dolly. A paper of cheap pins 
and some pieces of print aid in doll 
dressmaking. Round pieces of card- 
board of different sizes, marked with 
the value of each coin, serve as money, 
teaching the little one to make change. 
Blowing soap bubbles with a clay pipe 
and a dish of warm water is always 
enjoyed for a change. 

Of course the little girl must learn 
to sew, but don't give too big a task. 
A doll’s quilt or a holder will be more 
readily undertaken, because it can be 
quickly done. Sewing over edge is 
most easily learned. A new thimble 
makes the work more attractive. Braid- 
ing bright colored old print in three 
strands was easily learned, and even 
the sewing into a small rug was ac- 
complished with a little help from 
mamma.—Lizzie Linwood in House- 
keeper. 


How to Utilize Cold Meat. 

Cold meat is usually objected to as 
unappetizing, and as it is frequently 
reheated matters are not improved. 
To cook cold meat daintily is an art on- 
ly known, as a rule, to an experienced 
housekeeper. 

When beef, mutton, veal, chicken, 
etc., are no longer to be served in their 
original form, all gristle, skin and fat 
that will not be eaten should be remov- 


ed. The method of reheating or cook- 
ing now depends upon the condition 
of the meat. Stewing, which requires 
long, slow cooking, is entirely unsuit- 


ed for meat already well done, while 


{ 


frying, a quick method, 1s equally un- 
suitable for too rare meat. 

For stews the largest and best parts 
of the meat should be used, while from 
the smaller pieces pates and hashes 
may be prepared, the remaining por- 
tions serving, with the addition of the 
bones, some vegetables, herbs and sea- 
soning, to increase the stock pot. 

To insure a well made stew out of 
cooked meat plenty of time must be 
given to the process. It is a mistake 
to suppose a good stew can be made 
by simply reheating cold meat in left 
over gravy. Long, gentle simmering is 
more necessary for cooked meat than 
for fresh, for having lost a great deal 
of its juice in the first cooking it must 
absorb flavor from the well flavored 
stock which all stews should have for 
a foundation. In all cases special care 
should be exercised to use seasoning 


and flavorings suitable to the meat 
used. Having lost much of its color- 


ing substance during its first cooking, 
this also must be supplied in “made 
dishes.” For this purpose caramel is 
generally used. Where onion is admit- 
ted as a flavoring browning it first will 
greatly help to give color to the dish. 

All dishes made from cold meats are 
much improved if vegetables, such as 
macaroni, vermicelli, rice or tomatoes, 
fre served with them.—Mrs. Ernest 
Turpin in American Queen. 


New Field For Women, 

One of the latest fields into which 
the enterprising woman of today who 
must earn a livelihood for herself and 
others perhaps has entered and runs 
an excellent chance of entirely usurp- 
ing is the proprietor of or saleswoman 
in a gentleman's furnishing goods store, 
and there is an excellent warrant for it 
too. 

Who so well as a bright, keen bus!- 
ness woman knows how to select silks, 
cottons, flannels, ete., for their wearing 
and other advantages? Who so well 
knows when articles for men’s wear 
are properly made? 

Women make most of the ties and 
searfs worn by men. In this branch of 
the business alone there is money to be 
made, and there is no reason why she 
should not sell her wares direct to the 
consumers. 

The wearing qualities of the materi- 
als employed, the latest styles of make 
up, the selection of colors and a varie- 
ty of other necessary points appeal 
more strongly to her than to a man. 

Women who are at the head of these 
establishments run a separate counter 
for women’s trade, display tempting 
collars, scarfs, etc., for their particular 
use, and thus frequently make extra 
sales. 

There are but few women who enter 
a store to buy ties, shirts, collars, cuffs 
or other essentials for a husband’s or 
son’s wear (90 per cent of this purchas- 
ing is done by women) who if there is 
a tempting display of articles which 
appeal to her artistic taste for her own 
personal adornment displayed will not 
buy this or that for their immediate 
use. And again there are matiy men 
who if then enter these stores and see 
advantageously displayed pretty, dain- 
ty articles for women’s wear would 
willingly invest in some of them. 

There certainly is good money to be 
made in this branch of enterprise for 
the wide awake woman.—Carrie Car- 
rington in American Queen. 


Corsets Must Go. 

Miss Elizabeth Carnes, teacher of 
physical culture in the public schools 
of Detroit, has issued a “semiultima- 
tum” to the teachers that they must 
discard their corsets. Miss Carnes 
says she has the co-operation and ap- 
proval of Superintendent Martindale, 
who will help her in the anticorset 
crusade. She declares that the teach- 
ers cannot go through the gymnastics 
designed by her without bodily harm 
when wearing corsets. The members

The Boer accounts of the passage of 
the Tugela river are given in the follow- 
ing two dispatches from Commandant 
Viljoen’s camp, on the upper Tugela, via 
Lourenzo Marquez: 

“Jan. 16—Buller’s second move was a 
reconnaissance in force with an ar- 
mored train and a large body, supported 
by cannon, toward Colenso last night. 
A heavy bombardment ensued; and 
thereupon the British returned, having 
wounded one of ourmen. No reply was 
made. This move was a feint to cover 
extensive movements up the river.

Graphic Account of General Bul- 
ler’s Repulse. 


TERRIFIO FIRE OF BOER MUSKETRY 


Correspondent Tells How the British 
Guns Were Lost—Repeated At- 
tempts Made to Rescue Them From 
the Enemy—Many Incidents of Self 
Sacrifice and Heroism. 


The London Telegraph recently re- 
ceived in New York city contains a let- 
ter from its correspondent, writing 
from Chieveley on Dec. 24, which gives 
the following account of General Bul- 
ler’s disaster: 

The action was begun shortly before 
6 a. m. by the naval contingent firing 
lyddite and 12 pounders. Heavily did 
they pound the trenches upon their 
front, Grobler’s hill and the lesser 
ridges from Fort Wylie northward, but 
not an answer came from the Boers.

It seemed 
impossible that anything could face 
and live in that fire. Few have ever 
seen so heavy and deadly a fusillade, 
but neither the British gunners nor in- 
fantry hesitated or winced. The can- 
non were wheeled into position, al- 
though many horses and men were 
shot down ere the maneuver Was com- 
pleted. Our indomitable soldiers walk- 
ed erect and straight onward. Not 
Rome in her palmiest days ever pos- 
sessed more devoted sons. As the 
gladiators marched proud and beaming 
to meet death, so the British soldiers 
doomed to die saluted and then and 
with alacrity stepped forward to do 
their duty—glory or the grave. I, like 
hundreds more, am eager to proclaim 
that Tommy Atkins is a far grander 
hero than ninety-nine hundredths of 
the people in England have any con- 
ception of. f 

With magnificent courage Long and 
Hunt fought their guns, shelling the 
ridges across the Tugela for over an 
bour. Fort Wylie and the adjacent 
stony crest were swept with shrapnel, 
buf the Boer fire from other coigns of 
vantage grew in volume during the 
temporary pacification by shell of Fort 
Wylie. The Mausers did their work all 
too well, and gradually two of Long’s 
batteries were put out of action, but 
pot before he and Hunt had been 
wounded, as well as most of the offi- 
cers and men. The horses had been 
shot down, and the others brought up 
to retire the guns shared their fate. 
Happily the naval battery and the 
Third field battery were able to with- 
draw to a safer position. 

Matters were at their worst about 10 
a.m.

houses. The spouting hail of lead and 

iron snapped and spluttered; dust puff- 
ed more than ever. Lord Roberts’ son, 

Lieutenant Roberts, K. R. R., with 

Captains Schofield and Congreve of the 
staff, volunteered to ride out and en- 
deavor to save the two field batteries 
in the open. Readily other volunteers 
were found. Corporals from the lines- 
men and drivers of the ammunition 

wagons, taking spare teams, galloped 

out, and men and horses again began 
falling on every side. Young Roberts’ 

horse was blown up with a shell, which 
inflicted severe wounds upon his body 

and limbs. Congreve was hit in the 
leg with a bullet and his clothes cut by 
other missiles. Schofield alone escaped 
untouched across that valley of death. 
Quickly the surviving animals were 
rounded up, the guns hooked and drag- 
ged away. Again and again that day 
were attempts made to haul off the re- 
maining guns, which belonged to the 
Fourteenth and Sixty-sixth field bat- 

teries, but the Boer cannon and rifle 
fire was incessant and withering. Self 
sacrifice and heroism were common 
during those hours before Colenso. The 
difficulty was to restrain too many 
from rushing out to help the gunners, 
but that detracts not an iota from the 
merit of Roberts, Congreve and Scho- 
field, who have earned the V. C. as 
worthily as it was ever won. Scores 
of times did I see horse and rider fall 
beneath the stroke of Boer bullet and 
shell into the vortex, and then some 
soldier comrade would ride and assist 
his mate to rise, or two or more would 
set the wounded man on horseback and 
bear him from the field. How shall I 

find space to tell half of the incidents? 


WHO WROTE DAVID HARUM? 


Kansas Man Insists That It Is Rad- 
yard Kipling'’s Work. 

Did Rudyard Wipling write “David 
Harum?’ William Allen White of 
Kansas insists that the popular novel 
is really’ the work of Kipling. C. W. 
Daggett, librarian of the Wells-Fargo 
and Illinois and Northwestern Library 
association, that Kipling had 
nothing to do with It. 

In support of his position Mr. White, 
whose editorial, “What Is the Matter 
With Kansas?’ made him very popular 
in Wall street, appeals to Edward W. 
Bok, Frank N. Doubleday and 
well M. Field to eerroborate his state- 
ment. In a letter to Mr. Daggett Mr. 
White says: 

“Four years ago Mr. and Mr. 
Doubleday made a bet, Mr. Doubleday 
the aflirmative, that Iipling’s 
books would sell under any other name 
as well as under Kipling’s. For a con- 
sideration Mr. Kipling wrote “David 
Harum,” and Bok invented ‘the name 
oer ard Noyes Westcott” from a very 
noisy waistcoat of English pattern 
that Kipling wore at that time. To 
avoid suspicion Mr. Doubleday, whe 
is Kipling’s regular publisher, had an- 
other publisher bring out the book, 
and R. M. Field was appointed ref- 
eree.”’ 

Mr. White goes on to say that there 
Was a recent meeting in Chicago be- 
tween Doubleday, and 
Field, when the result of their wager 
Was agreed upon. 

It is to be regretted that Mr. Double- 
day was compelled to leave Chicago 
immediately after this meeting and 
that Mr. Bok also felt it necessary to 
return to the east before the full im- 
port of their Chicago meeting became 
known to the literary world. 

Mr. Daggett makes light of the sto- 
ry, and Mr. Field is inclined to be 
evasive, says the St. Louis Republic. 
Iie calls attention to the fact that two 
Chicago firms refused the story and 
alleges that they might have recogniz- 
ed Kipling’s style. But the question, 
Did Kipling write “David Harum?’ 
still remains. 

Roswell Field is a brother of the late 
Eugene Vield.* He regarded as a 
wag, and the suggestion that Wipling 
wrote “David Harum” emanated from 
him. 
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Refrigerating Magazines For Battle- 
ships. 

Experiments are now being made at 
the Washington navy yard, under a 
plan proposed by Rear Admiral O'Neil, 
for refrigerating magazines of battle- 
ships to minimize the danger of explo- 
sion through overheating.

ENGLAND DENOUNCED 


For the Course She Has Taken Ip 
Waging War With the Boers, 


Latter Are Fighting Against 
“Piracy and Tyranny.” 


Mass Meeting at Washington Addressed by 
Senators and Members of House. 


Washington, Jan, 22.—A demonstra- 
tion planned by Boer sympathizers asa 
means of evidencing public sentiment 
toward the war in South Africa occurred 
in the Grand Opera House last night, and 
in numbers and enthusiasm was fully 
up to expectations. 

The speakers included members of 
both branches of congress, and on the 
Stage were other public men who came 
merely to add their moral support. 

The keynote of the speeches was that 
the Boers were fighting for their inde- 
pendence as our forefathers had done 
in 1776. The gathering assembled un- 
der the auspices of the United Irish so- 
cieties and a number of leading Ger- 
mans of the city joined in the move- 
ment. 

The meeting was called to order by 
the chairman of the executive committee, 
M. P. Moran, the national treasurer of 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians, who 
introduced Congressman Sulzer as the 
Presiding officer of the evening. 

Mr. Sulzer said in part: “As an 

American citizen I am not ashamed to 
have it known that my sympathies are 
with the heroic Boers in their determined 
effort to maintain their homes and their 
independence against the piracy and the 
tyranny of the British crown. In a 
fight between liberty and monarchy I 
Want to see liberty win. Their cause is 
ajustcause. The courage of the Boers 
in the face of tremendous odds has chal- 
lenged the admiration of mankind, and 
their heroism against almost insur- 
mountable obstacles has won the re- 
spect of the civilized world. They are 
tled to our sympathy, and we would 
be false to ourselves and all our history 
if we did not give it to them.” 
Senator Mason of Illinois said: Be 
hold that there is no hour too sacred or 
place too dear to speak for the cause of 
liberty. The conflict in the Transvaal 
is a struggle between liberty and slavery. 
The Boers are right, but unless we can 
~ ‘4 them in some way the cause ma 
arm ” J sist 
triumph. “s":“Cica of liberty has hither- 
to always found a resting place in this 
country. 

“Lately the American eagle, it appears, 
has taken toeating corrion. We donot 
want for the Boers the kind of liberty 
that England would give them. We 
Want the Boers to have the kind of 
liberty they want. If you have any in- 
fluence lend your voice to the cause of 
the Boers. If you have no influence, but 
have convictions, speak your sentt!- 
ments.”’ 

Representative Bailey of Texas said: 
“I am sick of hearing about our brothers 
across the sea. England is brutal. 
She has hunted the Irish down and shot 
them in a brutal manner among the 
bogs and fens of Ireland. It is not 
merely English greed for gold or desire 
for wealth that urges England on during 
this war. She finds an opportunity to 
out a republic from the map of the 
d, and she does not hesitate to doit. 
I blush to say that there are men under 
this flag who hope to see this crime 
prepetrated. But they hope in vain.” 
Senator Allen of Nebraska, in a vig- 

ous address, said: “If there is any 
country on the face of the earth that 
owes the British empire nothing that 
y is the United States of America. 
England seeks to rule all people for mer- 
cenary ends. There is not a lofty mo- 
tive about her policy. Wherever she 
can advantageously extend her com- 
merce into that locality she carries her 
arms. Whether it is fertile fieias or 
diamonds or gold the same greed for 
gain has actuated her conquests. Iam 
not a believer in non-intervention when 
liberty is at stake. I would not only 
intervene with sympathy, but with prac- 
tical assistance.” 

Representative Champ Clark of Mis- 
souri said in part: “Wherever people 
are Struggling for liberty they should 
have the friendship of all Americans. 
It is astounding that there should beany 
argument as to that proposition within 
the broad confines of this puissant re- 
public. Two years ago there would not 
have been. In the elder day we would 
have made the welkin ring; now, gov- 
ernmentally epeaking, we are dumb as 
oysters. Wherefore? Because Eng- 
land is a robber nation, we are ambitious 
to become a robber nation, and all rob- 
ber natious must stand together for self- 
protection—and because it is so Eng- 
lish, don’t you know. Now, that we 
are so strong that we cannot estimate 
pur strength, we have fallen to the low

That 
the exigencies of the situation require 
an attack upon such a position, even 
under the cover of night, is not reas- 
suring to the British public, and the 
absence of news, which in the event of 
a successful assault it is assumed Buller 
would be quick to cable, adds to the un- 
mistakable feeling of gioom in London. 

Anxiety is augmented by the knowl- 
edge that Buller’s army is in a position 
where defeat might readily become dis- 
aster, since with two rivers in its rear, 
spanned only by a pontoon bridge, hur- 
ried retreat in good order would be al- 
most impossible. With an enemy able 
to take the aggressive after a battle, 
a British reverse in the present situation 
might be attended by consequencs 
graver far than any earlier defeat suf- 
fered by the British arms, involving not 
only a swift fall of Ladysmith, but the 
integrity of the chief British army in 
South Africa. Of this Buller cannot be 
unaware, and consequently his move- 
ments may be expected to temper vigor 
with caution. 


The assemblage in Pall Mall, outside 
of the war office, and those privileged to 
wait in the lobbies, reluctantly dis- 
persed at midnight, after the final word 
that nothing more would be announced. 
The morning papers went to press with 
conjectures and forecasts of all sorts, 
striving to guess out something from 
Spion Kop. 

Topography maps show that Spion 
Kop is the highest part of a rocky 
plateau. Eastward for eight miles are 
the Boer positions along the Tugela. 
Northwestward from Spion Kop the 
plateau runs gradually up to a great 
spur of the Drakensburg. General Bul- 
ler’s infantry, to reach the summit of 
Spion Kop, must cross a natural glacis 
three-quarters of a mile wide and «limb 
600 feet up a steep slope. 

Nobody here seems to know, not even 
the war office, what Lord Roberis has 
done with his large reinforcements. Six 
thousand troops awaited his arrival at 
Cape Town; since then 6000 others have 
reached there. Military critics cre ail 
hoping that a good share +f *hese 12,00 
have gone to help General Buller; and 
they argue that a few days’ vait unay 
make him strong enough to overcome 
the deadlock. 

There are 19,000 troops at sea; and this 
heavy weight on the British side ‘s ex- 
pected to destroy the equilibrium now 
existing on every field of operations.

John Morley, addressing his constitu- 
ents last evening at Forfar, made but 
little reference to ithe present aspect of 
the war in South Africa, confining him- 
relf chiefly to a renewal of his indict- 
ment of the policy which led to hostill- 
ies.

American independence. 

“It is quite certain,” continued Mr.

It 
is dreadful, but true, that a want of 
decent foresight and decent informa- 
tion led the government to stumble in- 
to war into the dark.

TENDER OF $5,000,000 


For Capital Stock of Fitchburg Rail- 
road Held by State of Massachusetts, 


Meets With Approval of Gov- 
ernor and Council. 


Property Will Go to Soston and Maine If 
Approved by Legislature. 


Boston, Jan. 25.—As a result of con- 
ferences held between “President Tuttle 
of the Boston sand Maine railroad, Mr. 
Ledyard, representing the American 
Express company’s holdings of stock 
on its directorate, and Governor Crane, 
a formal effer was made by the Maine 
interests for the shares of Fitchburg 
railroad common stock owned by the 
State. The governor and council, after 
a long meeting, voted to recommend to 
the legislature that this offer be ac- 
cepted. 

The action of the governor and his 
council was somewhat unexpected, in 
view of their refusal only a week ago 
to express any view whatever on a 
proposed lease between ihe two great 
wroperties, and of the action of the 
state directorg against such a lease. A 
substantial offer was made yesterday, 
however, to the governor for the 50,- 
000 shares of the common stock of the 
road, which the state has held as se- 
curity for the cash advanced in the build- 
ing of the familiar Hoosac tunnel, and 
after consulting and obtaining the ap- 
proval of the council, the governor con- 
sented to sell the stock and take in pay- 
ment $5,000,000 in 3 percent 50-year gold 
bonds of the Boston and Maine railroad. 
As a proviso, however, the governor 
stipulated that the legislature must ap- 
prove of this sale, and the subsequent 
lease. 

In view of the proposed lease of the 
Boston and Albany te the New York 
Central, which 1g also before-the legis- 
lature for approval, the action of. the 
governor and his council is generally 
regarded as a shrewd business move. 

In brief, 
by the governor and council, have suc- 
ce:ded in obtaining par for stock, which, 
only a week ago, was quoted at 30, and 
have substituted for a non-dividend 
paying security bonds paying a yearly 
interest of 3 percent. Whether the goy- 
ernor and council had the right to make 


such a transaction, in view of an act 
cf 389, intended to prevent such a dis- 
position of the securities as the gov- 


ernor sanctioned yesterday, remains for 
the legislature to say, and it is generally 
conceded that the move was a good one 
and that the action will be ratified by 
the general court. 

A gentleman very close to the governor 
said after the meeting that the gov- 
ernor does not believe that the state 
should be in the railroad business. That 
it is no part of its functions to own or 
deal in their securities, but that, hay- 
ing them, a good offer ought not to be 
refused. In the present instance no 
better one could be expected, and no one 
would have dared predict a week ago 
that the holdings of the state could be 
gold at par, or anywhere near it. 

That it has come to pass is due to the 
conviction that the Albany lease would 
be antagonized by the legislature un- 
less an agreement was entered into safe- 
guarding its interests, and it wa feared 
that the demands would be of such a 
nature as to detract materially from the 
desirability of the proposed consolida- 
tion.

THE LAST ARGUMENTS, 


Speakers Take Part In 
Discussion on the Roberts Case. 


Several 


Majority Resolution to Ex- 
clude Him Is Carried. 


Gives Out a Statement Justifying His Retention 
of His Plural Wives. 


Washington, 
filled the galleries of the house of rep- 
resentatives yesterday to hear the clos- 
ing arguments in the Roberts cage, the 
principal address being made by Rep- 
resentative Lanham of Texas, in support 
of the majority resolutions. Mr. Sims 
of Tennessee favored the minority plan; 
he was followed by Mr. Johnson of West 
Virginia, who spoke on similar lines. Mr. 
Brosius of Pennsylvania declared the 
will of the people should be executed, 
and favored the majority report. Mr. 
Grout of Vermont also spoke in its fa- 
vor. Mr. Talbert of South Carolina, 
Mr. Adams of Georgia and several others 
took partin the debate. While the lat- 
ter was speaking Mr. Roberts came into 
the hall and listened to the discussion. 

Mr. Moody of Massachusetts, who had 

not intended to speak on the matter, 
changed his mind, because, he said, the 
question involves the constitutfonal 
rights of the people and the preroga- 
house. He said he was 
his duty by the powerful 
speech of the gentleman from Maine. 
He thought the house had no right to 
either exclude or expel, and he said he 
believed in exclusion. 

The case was disposed of late yester- 
day afternoon, when the house decided, 
by the adoption of the majority resolu- 
tion, to exclude him by a vote of 268 to 
50. 

The exact language of the resolution 
was as follows: ‘“‘That under the facts 
and circumstances of the case, Brigham 
H. Roberts, representative-elect from 
the state of Utah, ought not to have or 
hold a seat in the house of representa- 
tives, and that the seat to which he was 
elected is hereby declared vacant.” 

The amendment to expel Mr. Roberts 
Without seating him, offered by Mr. 
Lacey, was ruled out on a point of order, 
and the house only voted upon the reso- 
lutions of the majority and minority of 
the committee. The minority resolution 
to seat and then expel Mr. Roberts was 
defeated, 81 to 244. 

An analysis of this vote shows that 
170 Republicans, 72 Der «rats and 2 
Populists voted against it and 71 Demo- 
7 Republicans, 2 Populists and 2 
silver Republicans forit. The majority 
resolutions—to exclude Mr. Roberts and 
declare the seat vacant—was adopted 
by 268 to 50. The affirmative vote was 
divided as follows: 

Republicans, 164; Democrats, 96; Popu- 
lists, 4, and the negative vote, IDemo- 
crats, 47; Republicans, 2; Populists, 1. 
There were over a score of speakers yes- 
terday, and the closing speeches on each 
fide were particularly able. Mr. Lan- 
ham of Texas closed for the majority 
and Mr. De Armond of Missouri for the 
minority. 

Mr. Roberts was present throughout 
the day and only left the hall after the 
result of the last vote had been an- 
nounced. As he did so he gave out a 
statement justifying his retention of his 
plural wives on the ground that his 
moral obligation was more binding upon 
his conscience than technical obedience 
to statutory law, and saying that there 
was no excuse for the extraordinary ef- 
forts to crush a system already ahan- 
doned and practically dead. He said he 
Was a “martyr to a spasm of prejudice.” 

Just at the close of yesterday’s session 
of the senate a speech delivered by Mr. 
Money of Mississippi on the race ques- 
tion in the south precipitated a heated 
coHoquy between him and Mr. Chandler, 
in which the latter alleged that the 
southern senators, by intemperate 
statements, were reopening the*whole 
southern question in the senate after it 
Was supposed to be dead. The charge 
which Mr. Chandler particularly criti- 
cised was made by Mr. Morgan of Ala- 
bama, who is alysent at present, but as it 
had been reiterated substantially, in Mr. 
Chandler's opinion, by other senators, 
he declared he did not purpose to per- 
mit it to go unrefuted. The charge was 
that the Civil war had been precipi- 
tated by designing politicians of the 
north for the purpose of putting the 
slaves on a political and social equality 
with the southern whites. Mr. Chand- 
ler’s refutation of the statement was 
made with characteristic vehemence and 
aggressiveness, but as no reply was of- 
fered the incident ended there. 

The urgent deficiency bill, carrying 
about $9,000,000, was passed without di- 
vision and practically without debate.

British Drove Boers From 
the Fort on Spion Kop. 


Attack Was Made by War- 
ren In the Darkness. 


Fruitless Attempts by the Boers to 
Recover Their Position. 


Military Authorities Appear to Think That Lady- 
smith Will Soon Be Relieved. 


London, Jan. 26.—If General Buller can 
hold Spion Kop, which he took by as- 
Sault Tuesday night, according to 
schedule, and can get his heavy artillery 
in position there, there isa prospect that 
the Boer right flank can be turned back 
far enough to enable him to rescue the 
garrison of the beleaguered city of Lady- 
smith. lLuller evidently believes that 
Spion Kop is the key to the position of 
the Boer right. It is the highest part of 
a rocky plateau, and according to re- 
Port commands the main Boer position. 
which therefore will become untenable. 
General Buller’s report to the war office 
is dated Jan. 25,12:10a.m. Itsays: 

“General Warren's troops last night 
occupied Spion Kop, surprising the small 
garrison, who fled. It has been held by 
us all day, though we were heavily at- 
tacked, especially by a very annoying 
Shell fire. I fear our casualties are con- 
siderable, and I have to inform you, with 
regret, that General Woodgate was dan- 
gerously wounded. General Warren's 
opinion is that he has rendered the 
enemy's position untenable. The men 
are splendid.” 

General Buller’s phrase ‘the men are 
splendid” thrills England with pride and 
His taking and holding 
Spion Kop are considered permanent ad- 
vantages. 

General Warren's opinion that miles 
of the adjacent Boer entrenchments are 
untenable is accepted by most expert 
observers as obviously true because of 
the height of the position, although some 
point out that it may lack adequate gun 
platform to resist artillery fire from the 
two extended sides. 

It is not likely that General Warren 
will let go anything he holds, and news 
of further success is calmly awaited. The 


| military authorities recognize, of course, 


that in the 12 or 15 miles between Spion 
Kop and Ladysmith there are continuous 
defensive positions and rugged hills and 
ravines, which far outrange Spion Kop, 
but they #re sure that the troops who 
have turned the Boers out of difficult 
places can doitagain. The military ex- 
pert of The Times says: 

“It is exceedingly difficult to arrive 
at any exact estimate of the advantage 
gained. A definite tactical object has 
been attained, and definite steps have 
been taken in the fulfillment of the 
strategic plan. It is necessary toawait 
fuller information before attatching due 
weight to the successes thus far at- 
tained. At least, there has been steady 
progress. 

The Kildonan Castle reached Durban 
yesterday with 2000 additional troops for 
General Buller, and three troopships 
have arrived from India, bringing among 
others, a regiment of lancers. Beyond 
these it is not publicly known here how 
heavily General Buller has been rein- 
forced, but those having certain con- 
nections with thé war office are confident 
that General Buller will have as many 
more men as he may need to make his 
work easier. 


General Buller’s flank movement, 
which the taking of Spion Kop again 
puts on the road to success, began Jan. 
10. Lord Dundonald’s mounted brigade 
took the first step to carry out Buller’s 
plan to turn the Boers’ right flank, by 
suddenly seizing Springfield, 15 miles 
west of Chieveley, and across the Little 
Tugela river, and by occupying hills to 
the northward commanding the tmfort- 
ant Potgieter’s Drift (ford) on the big 
Tugela. 

Seemingly the Boers were taken un- 
prepared, but on the appearance of the 
British column large forces hurried up 
and began digging intrenchments along 
a range of hills four or five miles back 
from the river. Lyttleton’s brigade was 
promptly pushed up to the support of 
Dundonald's. Four days’ delay ensued, 
while Warren’s forces were marching 
toward Trichard's drift, six miles west 
from Potgieter's. 

Tuesday, Jan. 16, found all in readi- 
ness, and Lyttleton threw over part of 
his brigade, which was not opposed, and 
selzed some low ridges on the northern 
bank. Wednesday morning Warren ar- 
rived at Trichard’s Drift. The enemy 
tried to bar his passage, but, aided by 
long-range naval guns on, the heights 
south of Potgieter’s Drift, his artillery 
drove the Boers’ battery away. A large 
part of his command crossed the same 
day on a pontoon bridge. 

Dundonald’s cavalry made a recon- 
noissance around Warren's left Thurs- 
day, and defeated a small body of Boers 
to the northward of Spion Kop and near 
Acton Homes, a Village on the direct road 
from the west into Ladysmith. To meet 
Warren's advance Joubert now brought 
up large reinforcements from the direc- 
tion of Colenso and Ladysmith. 

Warren's forward movement began in 
earnest last Friday. By a long, circuit- 
ous route he sought to get around the 
Boers’ right, but found the ridges run- 
ning down to the road to Ladysmith 
filled with the enemy. He was forced to 
turn back, and Saturday he began a 
front attack on the Boers. During 13 
hours he pushed his division ahead, cap- 
turing several ridges against stubborn 
opposition., The British wounded that 
day numbéred 300 and the number of

ana that little showed that Warren was 
still engaging the enemy, but was prac- 
ticaNy at a standstill. The critical 
situation was revealed by Buller Tues- 
day night, when he cabled that Warren 
was holding the same position as two 
days before, while in front of him, and 
three-quarters of a mile away, on higher 
ground, was the enemy’s stronghold. 
As the slopes between were bare and 
open, a daylight assault seemed im- 
possible, and he announced that an at- 
tack would be made that night on Spion 
Kop, the salient point of the Boers’ line. 

This it appears was carried out with 
signal success, the Boers being taken 
by surprise and turned out of their 
works, The importance of the position 
as the key to the situation is shown by 
the desperate attempts of the Boers to 
retake it, attempts which were beaten 
off after hard fighting all day Wednes- 
day, in which heavy losses were sus- 
tained. 

The losses sustained by the British, 
Buller says, were heavy. Those of the 
burghers were probably not less severe, 
since, according to our understanding 
of the course of the fighting, the allies 
vere the assailants. One thing not 
cleared up in the dispatches is what he- 
came of the Boer guns which were 
mounted on Spion Kop. If the position 
was captured by a swift dash in the 
dark they should have been taken, but 
Builer makes no mention of their capture. 

The situation in the neighborhood of 
the other armies ig unchanged, but a 
forward movement by General French is 
daily expecied. A dispatch to The 
Standard from Rensburg describes Gen. 
French's dispositions as now forming 
a great semi-circle around the Boer po- 
sitions. The correspondent says he 
could take Colesberg, two miles away, at 
any time. 

A letter from Pretoria gives the text 
of a complaint which PYesident Kruger 
made to President Steyn, regarding the 
want of co-operation on the part of 
the Free Staters at Modder river, and 
also President Steyn’s address to the 
Free Staters. Mr, Kruger said he had 
learned, with regret, that ‘“‘only about 
1090 men of the Free State fought in the 
last battle, and that many others re- 
mained in their camps, while their broth- 
ers resisted and even defeated their 
enemy.’ These statements appear to give 
official confirmation to the reports of 
disagreements between the allies. 


Remartable Move of Schwan’s Command. 

Manila, Jan, 26.—A part of General 
Schwan’s column, consisting of six com- 
panies with some artillery, drove a force 
of 500 insurgents from their entrench- 
ments at San Diego, near San Pablo, on 
Sunday. The enemy officially reported 
that they lost 67 killed and wounded. 
Our casuaities were one killed and 14 
wounded, the injuries in most instances 
being slight. Another battalion, while 
xceuting a flank movement, came upon 
100 other rebels in an entrenched position 
and routed them, killing 15. The Amer- 
icans had two wounded. General 
Schwan moved against Majayjay, La- 
guna province, on Tuesday. He found 
its position almost impregnable, but, by 
lowering men down the steep river banks 
by ropes, flanked the enemy and drove 
them out. A part of his command pro- 
ceeded to Santa Cruz, killing six nsur- 
gents. 


Plague-Stricken Honolulu. 

Victoria, B. C., Jan. 26.—Steamer 
Miowera, just arrived, has news of 38 
deaths at Honolulu from the plague, one 
a white woman of good class. The city 
is panic stricken. An armed mob pre- 
vents the landing of steamers at Hilo. 
Dr. Cooper of the board of health of 
Honolulu had 10 blocks burned. Dr. 
Carmichael has been ordered to Manila. 
Thirty-four hundred Japanese at Hono- 
lulu are in quarantine, 

No More Witnesses Needed. 

New York, Jan. 26.—Assistant District 
Attorney Osborne, when asked yester- 
day if he had succeeded in finding any 
new evidence for the prosecution in the 
Molineux case, replied that he had not 
been looking for any. “I would not call 
another witness other than those I have 
already Summoned if you were to furnish 
me a dozen. What is the use of it? 
Haven't I called enough to prove my 
case?” 


An Imporiant Capture. 

New Bedford, Mass,, Jan. 26.—The local 
police yesterday captured an alleged 
horse thief, who has been sought far and 
near by the police of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. The names under which 
he has operated in this vicinity are John 
Carr, William Carr, William) Parker, 
Clarence Murphy and D. F. Sullivan. 
He was captured while trying to dispose 
of stolen property. 

To Test Food Vaiue of Alcohol. 

Middletown, Conn., Jan. 26.—Professor 
Atwater of Wesleyan university has 
started a new series of experiments with 
the calorimeter. A man has entered the 
box-like structure for a residence of 
several days, and during the time, as an 
aid to scientific research, he will be given 
alcohol in small quantities at intervals 
to determine its food value. 

Admits His Guilt. 

Boston, Jan. 26.—Noel Landry of Low- 
ell was arraigned yesterday before 
United States Commissioner Fiske ona 
complaint which charged him with pass- 
Ing counterfeit 50-cent pieces, He 
pleaded guilty, and was held in $1500 for 
the March term of the United States dis- 
trict court. In default of sureties he 
wag committed. 


Governor Will Approve It. 

Richmond, Jan, 26.—The bill providing 
for separate cars for whites and ne- 
groes on the railways in this state passed 
the senate yesterday, without a dissent- 
ing vote, and as it came from the house. 
The governor's approval, which will 
make it a law, is considereda foregone 
conclusion. 


Dead From the Philippines. 

San Francisco, Jan. 26.—The bodies of 
156 soldiers, who died in the Philippines, 
were removed from the City of Pekin 
yesterday and taken to the Presidio, 
where they will be held pending a de- 
cision as to their final disposition. 


000 to Settie Debts of $5,000,000. 
Boston, Jan. 26.—Herman W. Chaplin, 
assignee of John P. Squire & Co., has 
issued a statement in which it is asserted 


that this corporation, with all the con- 
cerns involved with it, is found to have 
assets, taken as a whole, of $6,000,000, or 
about $1,000,000 more than its liabilities. 
The amount of assets is figured after 
throwing out all untrustworthy bank ac- 
counts, and taken at the market valua- 
tion which the assignee could get for 
them. Though not reckoned as an as- 
set, the good will is estimated at $2,- 
000,000. All of the Squire real estate and 
machinery are unencumbered, and the 
greater part of the assets are unencum- 
bered. The liabilities of $5,000,000 is the 
aggregate for all the concerns, after 
throwing out mere duplicates and cross 
indebtedness between them. 
Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, Jan. 26.—The house of repre- 
sentatives voted yesterday for the in- 
vestigation by a joint special commit- 
tee of the padrone system, which it is 
alleged has been established under the 
protecting shield of the metropolitan 
water board in the construction of the 
Wachusett reservoir, the alleged viola- 
tion of the labor and liquor laws of the 
commonwealth and alleged extrava- 
gance and favoritism on the part of the 
board. The question came up on the 
order of Mr. Walsh of Clinton, and that 
gentleman was re-enforced by his de- 
mand for an investigation by other gen- 
tlemen from the district affected. 

By a vote of 8 to7 the Marine Park 
Tower company incorporation bill was 
referred to the committee on metropoli- 
tan affairs, in non-concurrence. 

The bill to permit the Old Colony rail- 
road to issue certain stock was en- 
grossed.

St. Cloud, Minn., Jan. 26.—Frederick 
A. Lempke, who has conducted Christian 
Science parlors in St. Cloud for some 
time, died at the home of J. K. Orton in 
East St. Cloud yesterday. It is sup- 
posed he deliberately placed his head in 
a heating stove, for when found he was 
in this position. His head and shoulders 
were burned to a crisp. A letter was 
found in which he said he had been un- 
able to concentrate his thoughts for 
some time, and it is believed to bea clear 
case of suicide. 


Stockholders Will Get the Benefit. 

Fall River, Mass., Jan. 26.—The stock- 
holders of the King Philip mills, at a 
special meeting yesterday, voted to au- 
thorize the directors to mortgage the 
property for $1,000,000 and issue bonds 
to thatamount. The bonds will run for 
50 years and bear interest at 5 percent. 
They are redeemable at the discretion of 
the directors. It has been necessary in 
the past to borrow money in the market 
and the new plan will insure stock- 
holders the entire profits of the business.

Boston, Jan. 26.—The death of Eugene 
Doherty, aged 39 years, at the city hos- 
pital yesterday, has developed a man- 
slaughter case, the outcome of his being 
held up by footpads and assaulted be- 
cause he called for assistance on the 
night of Jan. 22. It is thought he was 
struck over the head, as his skull was 
fractured.

The Phari- 
see complained, and in answer Jesus 
spoke to him a parable in which He 
showed that one loved in proportion as 
he had been forgiven.

had been forgiven. We may learn, 
with Simon: 

1. A lesson on forgiveness. This wo- 
man had sinned much, and yet she was 
forgiven. It is thus taught that the 
forgiveness of God can be manifested 
toward the very lowest of sinners. It 
was difficult for the Jews to compre- 
hend this fact with all Christ’s teach- 
ing, yet after Christ’s ascension they 
did not comprehend the fact that the 
love of God and the forgiveness of God 
extended to the publicans and sinners.

TRADE GENERALLY QUIET. 


Unsatisfactory Eusixess, With Exception of 
Cotton and Woolen Manufactures.

In the latter direction prices show | 
special strength. and the bulk of the 


business placed in woolens has been at 
advances of 25 to 40 percent. In other 
lines notable steadiness shown in 
prices, 

Weather conditions throughout the 
country have been against retail trade 
in seasonable goods and there is a very 
general complaint of large stocks of 
winter goods in the hands of this branch 
of trade. Another effect of the unusual- 
ly mild weather is that shown in the 
northwestern lumber business. Lack of 
snow will probably insure a reduction 
on the cut of last year and this, com- 
bined with smaller stocks points to at 
least a maintenance of present lumber 
quotations. 

Woolen manufacturers have consti- 
tuted an exception to the general quiet. 
They opened their order books this week, 
and an unusually heavy volume of busi- 
ness is reported to have been recorded. 
This is retlected in a better demand for 
raw wool, particularly at Boston, where 
sales have exceeded those of recent 
weeks. 

Cotton goods are reported in good de- 
mand at nearly all markets and the con- 
fidence as to spring business in dry goods 
and clothing is a notable feature, in 
sharp contrast, in fact, with the reports 
received from retallers as to the present 
season's business in winter wear goods. 
Searcity of water 
limiting the output of New England cot 
ton mills, which are reported backward 
in deliveries.

The Timessays: “The most carefully 
planned and executed movement of that 
whole campaign has entirely failed, and 
it can hardly be necessary to dwell up- 
on the extreme probability that we shall 
learn, a little sooner or a little later, of 
a catastrophe almost without precedent 
in our military history, a catastrophe 
indeed without a parallel, except in the 
surrender at Yorktown. 

“We are checked at every point of the 
campaign. In fact the campaign is still 
to begin. We wish we had clearer 
proofs that even now the government 
has any adequate comprehension of the 
situation. The utterances of respon- 
sible ministers have done nothing to re- 
assure the country on this point. 

“Heavy or light, the thing has to be 
dene, and the government ought to 
prepare for the immediate dispatch of 
50,000 men, and to take steps to send yet 
another 50,000 if these should be needed. 
The hopeless attempts to carry on the 
campaign with four widely separated 
columns, cach unequal to its task, must 
be abandoned for a concentration of 
force and of purpose.”’ 

AU the editorials this morning breathe 
the spirit of calm determination. Not 
one will allow that any reverse could 
deter the country from the object it has 
set itself to attain, whatever the sac- 
rifices which may be involved. Very 
frank criticism of the government, how- 
ever, is beginning to be heard even in 
quarters that have hitherto refrained. 
The Daily Mail boldly throws all the 
blame upon Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
Lord Lansdowne and Lord Wolseley. It 
points to President Lincoln's dismissal 
of Simon Cameron from the post of sec- 
retary of war as a precedent for “getting 
rid of incompetent ministers.” 

The Morning Post dwells upon the 
danger v ther rebellion at the Cape 
and of possible European complications. 
It urges that the navy be prepared for 

“any emergency.” 


The following is the text of General 
Buller’s dispatch, dated Spearman's 
camp, Saturday, Jan. 27, 6:10 p. m.: 

“On Jan. 20 Warren drove the enemy 
and obtained possession of the southern 
crests of the high tableland extending 
from the line of Action Homes and 
Honger’s Poort to the western Lady- 
smith hills. From then to Jan. 25 here- 
mained in close contact with the enemy. 

“The enemy heldastrong position ona 
range of small kopjes stretching from 
northwest to southwest across the 
plateau from Action Homes, through 
Spion Kop to the left bank of the Tu- 
gela. The actual position held was per- 
fectly tenable, but did not lend itself to 
an advance, as the southern slopes were 
so steep that Warren could not get an 
effective artillery position and water 
supply was a difficulty. 

“On Jan. 23 I assented to his attacking 
Spion Kop, a large hill, indeed a moun- 
tain, which was evidently the key of the 
position, but was far more accessible 
from the north than from the south. 

“On the night of Jan. 23 he attacked 
Svion Kop. but found it very difficult to 
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hold, as 1ts pefimefer Was roo large, ana 
water, which he had been led to believe 
existed, in this extraordinarily dry 
season, was found very deficient. 

“The crests were held all that day 
against severe attacks and a heavy 
shell fire. Our men fought with great 
gallantry; would especially mention the 
zonduct of the Second Cameron Indians 
and the Third Kings Rifles, who sup- 
ported the attack on the mountain from 
the steepest side, and in each case fought 
their way to the top, and the Second 
Lancashire fusiliers and Second Middle- 
sex. who magnificently maintained the 
best traditions of the British army 
throughout the trying day of Jan. 24, 


and Thornycrort’s mounted infantry, 
who fought throughout the day equally 
well alongside of them. 

“General Woodgate, who was in com- 
mand at the sunimit, having been 
wounded, the office: who succeeded him 
decided on the uight of Jan. 24 to aban- 
don the position and did so before dawn 
Jan. 25. 

“T reached Warren’s camp at 5 a. m. 
on Jan. 25 and decided that a second at- 
tack upon Spion Kop was useless, and 
that the enemy’s right was too strong to 
allow me to force it. 

“Accordingly, I decided to withdraw 
the force to the south of the Tugela. At 
6 a. m. we commenced withdrawing the 
train and by 8 a. m., Jan. 27 (Saturday), 
Warren's force was concentrated south 
of the Tugela without the loss of a man 
or a pound of stores. 

“The fact that the force could with- 
draw from actual touch—in some cases 
the lines were less than 1000 yards apart 
—with the enemy in che manner it didis, 
I think, sufficient evidence of the morale 
of the troops, and that we were 
mitted to withdraw our cumbrous ox 
and mule transport across the river, 85 
yards broad, with 2U-foot banks and a 
very swift current, unmolested, is, I 
think, proof that the enemy has been 
taught to respect our soldiers’ fighting 
powers, 

The war office does not give any idea 
of the casualties in taking and holding 
Spion kop, but a report from the Boer 
headquarters, near Ladysmith, via 
Lourenzo Marquez, says that 1500 British 
dead were left on the battlefield. This 
number is thought to include the wound- 
ed. The report also says that General 
Buller had bean down with fever, but 
had recovered. 

If Boer reports are to be accepted, “the 
abandonment of Spion Kop was due to 
the inability of the British to resist the 
Boer attack, the Boers carrying the first 
trenches and taking 150 prisoners.”

The Standard ani.w«ther papers reflect 
the anxiety of the public to learn how 
much truth there is in the Boer accounts 
of the fighting at Spion Kop. General 
Buller’s obscurity in his dispatches is 
rather bitterly criticised, as well as the 
evident fact that the censor is not only 
heavily delaying, byy is cutting all im- 
portant matters from the hewspaper dis- 
patches. 

To judge with any accuracy of the ex- 
tent of the disaster is virtually iImpos- 
sible. It appears that General Buller 
had altogether five brigades, wholly or 
partly engaged, General Coke's, General 
Hildyard’s, General Hart's, General 
Woodgate’s and General Lyttleton’s, 
and the 270 casualties already announced 
in Lyttleton’s brigade are thus ex- 
plained. 

Much mystery still surrounds the re- 
treat. It is possible that General Buller 
has withdrawn his whole forces, but it is 
generally assumed that Lyttleton's 
brigade and Lord Dundonald’s cavalry 
and other troops are still on the north 
side of the Tugela. 

General Buller’s confidence that the 
Boers did not molest his retreat because 
they had been taught to respect the 
fighting powers of the British soldier is 
not shared in London. It is thought 
rather that the Boers had some other 
plan in store or did not wish to waste 
their men. 

Large arrivals of troops % “are due at 
Cape Town during the week. There has 
been great activity in military quarters 
in all parts of England since Saturday 
morning. 


The situation at other points is un- 
changed, but indications that Lord Rob- 
erts is preparing plans for an advance 
across the Orange river come in a dis- 
patch to The Daily Chronicle from 
Stoerstroom, dated Jan. 25, which says 
that Thebits, an important position near 
Strinsburg, on the Stormberg-Rosmead 
line, is now occupied by the British, who 
are repairing the railway and bridges. 

Sir Alfred Milner, British high com- 
missioner, has issued a proclamation, an- 
nouncing that the British government 
will not recognize as valid and for- 
feiture, fine or encumbrance upon prop- 
erty in the Transvaal or the Free State 
subsequent to Oct. 10, the date when war 
was declared. 


Accidently Killed His Stepsister. 

Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 29.—Fourteen- 
year-old Norah Shannahan was shot 
and almost instantly killed yesterday by 
John J. Gallagher, the 17-year-old son 
of Mrs. Shannahan by a former husband. 
Gallagher was cleaning a revolver in his 
room. In the room was another revol- 
ver that had lain unused since last 
Fourth of July, and which Gallagher did 
not know was loaded. This he took up, 
and while he was explaining how it 
worked the weapon was accidentally 
discharged, the bullet entering the girl's 
face. Gallagher was arrested, but was 
later admitted to bail. 

Objections to Railroad Deal. 

Boston, Jan. 29.—The Post says that 
legal opposition to the merging of the 
Interests of the Boston and Maine and 
Fitchburg railroads is to come, appar- 
ently, from within the Boston and Maine 
system itself. Stockholders in the Cen- 
tral Massachusetts division are against 
the proposed lease, and ‘holders of the 
common and preferred stock of that 
road are preparing for a determined re- 
sistance to ratification of the lease.

MOLINEUX’S DEFENSE. 


His Lawyers Will Claim That Mrs. 
Adams Did Not Die by Cyanide, 


State That Bromo Seltzer 
Might Have Caused Death. 


Ida Halporn and Other Cases of That Char- 
acter Wiil Be Used For Argument. 


New York, Jan. 29.—The lawyers for 
Molineux have about completed their 
plans of defense. It will be chiefly com- 
posed under two heads. 

First—The claim will be made that 
powder like that taken by Mrs. Adams, 
after growing stale in stock, may under 
certain conditions act as an acute poison. 

Second—The claim will be made that 
the attempt of the prosecution to prove 
that Mrs. Adams and H. C. Barnet died 
from the effect of cyanide of mercury 
poisoning has signally failed. 

More in detail Molineux’s lawyers will 
claim: That Mrs. Adams’ death was 
not caused by cyanide of mercury pois- 
oning; that it might have been caused 
by the bromo seltzer alone; that the case 
of Ida Halporn is sufficient proof that 
the powder alone was enough to produce 
very serious and possibly fatal results; 
that Professor Witthaus’ case has not 
been proved; that he came to a “‘specu- 
lative conclusion” in claiming that 
cyanide of mercury was the cause of 
death; that Professor Witthaus has 
never stated that he actually found 
poison present in the bodies of Mrs. 
Adams and Barnet, but only traces of it; 
that It has not been proved that Mrs. 
Adams did not die of heart failure; that 
it has not been shown that Barnet was 
not addicted to the use of calomel cr 
mercury as a medicine; that if Mrs. 
Adams had taken the dose of cyanide of 
mercury which the prosecution alleges 
she would never have been able to move 
about as she did. 


Counsel for Molineux will bring into 
the case Miss Ida Halporn, a 1i-year-old 
girl living now in Second avenue, near 
Fifty-first street, New York, with her 
mother. In March last it is claimed 
that this girl took a dose of the same kind 
ef bromo seltzer which Mrs. Adams 
drank with serious results. 

Ida, it is said, was tnéh dad heaiiliy, 
well-preserved and full-blooded girl. 
She took a heaping teaspoonful of the 
powder in half a glass of water. She 
Stirred it and drank it while it was ef- 
fervescing. She claims that as soon as 
she had drunk it she was seriously af- 
fected in body and mind, suffered a burn- 
ing sensation of the throat fora long 
period and became seriously ill. 

As a matter of fact, Miss Halporn is 
still ill and is yet under the care ofa 
physician, who ascripes her ailment to 
the dose of. medicine, referred to. Her 
fiesh has fallen away, and she is frail 
and weak in comparison with her former 
self. 

About two months after Miss Halporn 
became ill she brought suit in the su- 
preme court, her mother acting as guar- 
dian, claiming $50,000 damages. The suit 
Was subsequently transferred to a 
United States district court, where it is 
now pending. 


Taking the Halporn and other cases of 
that character as a basis, counsel for 
Molineux will endeavor to show that 
under certain conditions a teaspoonful of 
powder like that taken by Mrs. Adams 
may be nearly fatal in its effects, 

Messrs. Weeks and Battle will makea 
Savage assault upon the expert testi- 
mony of Professor Witthaus, claiming 
that there wasa great many weak points 
in his deductions. Dr. Witthaus has 
testified that the cause of death in the 
case of Mrs. Adams was oyanide of 
mercury poisoning. He testified similarly 
in regard to Barnet. 

It will be claimed that he “came toa 
speculative conclusion in claiming that 
cyanide of mercury caused the deaths 
of those two persons because the prose- 
cution said so.” A long list of experts 
will be called. 


New Phase In Cigarmakers’ Strike. 

Boston, Jan. 29.—The cigar makers’ 
lockout will end today, to all appear- 
ances, as the result of a conference be- 
tween the manufacturers and the inter- 
national union officers yesterday. The 
strike in one shop, which brought about 
the lockout, was declared illegal; hence 
the demand of the workmen for an in- 
crease of $1 per thousand will not be 
granted. Workmen who return to work 
under the old rate will be backed up by 
the union of their craft. It is under- 
stood that a number of the strikers will 
not return to work under their former 
conditions. 


New Bedfo-d Loses an Honored Citizen. 
New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 29.—Alanson 
Borden, ex-mayor of New Bedford, and 
for many years judge of the third dis- 
trict court of Bristol county, died yes- 
terday, aged 77 years. He had been sick 
about three months. He was born in 
Tiverton, R. I., in 1823. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1850, was made judge 
in 1864, resigning after 23 years of con- 
secutive service. He served as repre- 
sentative tg the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture in 1859-60. Judge Borden had been 
married three times, surviving his last 
wife two years. He leaves two children

Shot Down on the Capitol 
Grounds at Frankfort.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 31.—State Sena- 
tor Goebel was shot and badly wounded 
at 11:10 yesterday morning. The wild- 
est excitement was instantly created in 
the town, and within 10 minutes after 
Mr. Goebel had been shot the streets 
were filled with men carrying rifles and

Mr. Goebel was wounded by a rifle 
ball of small calibre, not over 38, which 
struck him in the right side, just below 
the armpit. The ball passed through 
the back part of the right lung, across 
the body in a diagonal line, passing out 
below the left shoulder blade.

Mr. Lillara was a 
few feet in advance of Goebel and Chinn, 
who were walking side by side, Goebel 
being on the right and Chinn upon the 
left. 

From the outer edge of the capitol 
grounds to the steps of the capitol 
building, the distance is about 300 feeu. 
Two-thirds of this had been passed, and 
the men were walking slowly, when sud- 
denly a shot rang out from a larre 
three-story building which stands )} 
feet east of the capitol building. This 
building is used for offices by nearly all 
the leading officials of the state, Gov- 
ernor Taylor and the secretary of state 
having rooms on the first floor. As the 
shot was heard, Goebel gave a quick 
involuntary exclamation of pain, and 
made an effort to draw his own re- 
volver. His strength was unequal to 
‘the task, however, and he sank upon 
the pavement. With great rapidity 
several more shots were fired, the bui- 
lets striking the brick sidewalk close to 
where Goebel lay. None of them 
touched him, however. 

A crowd of men was quickly around 
Goebel. He was losing much blood and 
was carried to the office of Dr. Hume. 
He was laid on a sofa, while Dr. Hume 
made a hasty examination, pronouncing 
the wound to be of a nature that must 
cause death in a short time. Goebel, 
who showed great fortitude and courage 
throughout, smiled weakly as he heard 
the verdiet, and feebly rolled his head 
from side to side in token of dissent from 
the opinion expressed by the physician. 

The bullet which struck Mr. Goebel 
was fired from a window in the center 
of the third-story of the office building 
just east of the capitol. That window 
was raised about eight iches from the 
sill to permit an unobstructed passage 
for the bullet when Mr. Goebel should 
come within range. The window was 
left open, no effort having been made to 
close it. Not another window in the 
building was opened, nor were there any 
places where bullets had been fired 
through them. 

That the shooting was the result of 
a carefully laid plan is without ques- 
tion. The assassin had evidently taken 
his stand at the open window, and 
waited until his victim was in full sight 
before firing. 

Ever since the influx of mountaineers 
last week, a large number of them have 
been sleeping in the upper part of the 
state house. It is not known, however, 
that any of the men did the work, or 
that they had any knowledge of tne 
premeditated crime. There has not, so 
far, been discovered the slightest direct 
evidence pointing to any man. 

The man who fired the shots concealed 
his location by using smokeless powder 
cartridges. A score of persons were

Whittaker was arrested as he came 
down the steps on the east side of the 
state office building, directly below the 
window from which the shots had been 
fired. In an instant he was surrounded 
by a group of men, many of them with 

| drawn revolvers. He made no attempt 
to escape and submitted quietly to a 
search, which was quickly made, the 
proceeds being three revolvers and one 
big knife. An examination of the re- 
volvers showed that none of the cart- 
ridges had been used and there was no 
powder smut on any part of his weap- 
ons, proving conclusively that he could 
not have used any of his three revolvers, 
In addition to this the shots were from 
a rifle and from a smaller weapon. 

Whittaker was led away and placed 
in jail while a guard was placed at the 
outer entrance to keep out all people who 
had not direct connestlon with the in- 
stitution. 


While Wiiliam Goebel lay at the point 
of death the contesting boards, which 
for two weeks had been listening to the 
evidence in his contest for the governor's 
chair, declared him entitled to the seat. 

The boards having in charge the con- 
tests between Goebel and Taylor for 
governor and Beckham and Marshall for 
lieutenant governor, met last night to 
consider the evidence submitted to them 
and prepare their report to the legisla- 
ture. By a strict party vote of 10 tol 
William Goebel was declared to have 
been legally elected governor of Ken- 
tucky. 

The Beckham-Marshall contest | 
then voted upon and a strict party vote 
of 9 to 2 settled this matter. Each one
